Its  Service  to  the  Community 


TT  extends  to  children,  not  over  twelve  years  of  age,  medical  and  surgical 
■*■   treatment,  without  regard  to  sex,  creed,  race  or  color. 

Maintains  in  its  general  wards  168  beds.  In  these  beds,  5,153  children 
were  cared  for  in  1926. 

In  its  Out-Patient  Department  there  were  treated  13,219  new  cases, 
with  a  total  of  51,818  visits. 

Through  its  Social  Service  Department,  4,548  outside  visits  were  made 
in  following  up  cases  discharged  from  the  Hospital. 

It  conducts  a  School  of  Nursing  which  has  an  enrollment  of  120  pupils. 
This  school  graduates  25  competent  nurses  trained  in  the  care  of  children 
each  year. 

Prospective  physicians  and  surgeons  are  taught  and  trained  each  year 
in  the  special  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  relating  to  children. 

It  maintains  clinics  for  special  groups  of  diseases,  and  the  correction 
of  faxilty  postures  and  deformities. 

Infants  and  children  are  vaccinated  against  Small  Pox.  They  are 
protected  from  Diphtheria. 

It  aims  to  keep  children  well  through  its  Well  Baby  Clinic,  its  Nutrition 
Clinic  and  its  clinic  for  Rickets. 

Through  its  Appointment  System  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  it 
saves  mothers  from  waiting,  lessens  the  danger  from  infection  and  renders 
better  medical  care. 

Forty-six  rooms  are  available  for  Private  Patients  wherein  accommoda- 
tions for  mothers  can  be  secured.

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Managers  Report 

1926 


THE  Managers  of  the  Hospital  are  elected  annually  by  the 
Corporation  and  it  is  their  duty  to  operate  the  institution 
to  its  greatest  capacity  and  efficiency  with  the  funds 
available. 

It  receives  no  aid  from  State  or  City.  It  is  dependent 
(i)  on  income  from  gifts  and  bequests.  (2)  such  money  as  pa- 
tients are  able  to  pay  and  (3)  annual  donations  from  the 
public. 

The  expenses  of  operation  for  1926  were  over  $408, 000. 
Income  from  capital  account  was  $73 ,000,  from  patients 
$221,000,  and  from  the  public  donations  $98,800,  and  there 
was  a  deficit  of  $14,000. 

It  requires  a  large  personnel  to  operate  a  hospital  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day  and  three-hundred-sixty-five  days  a  year. 

181  nurses  are  housed  and  on  the  payroll  and  there  are  276 
employees  and  21  resident  physicians.  Three  meals  a  day  are 
served  to  an  average  of  over  530  persons.  The  hospital  has 
its  own  bakery,  ice  plant,  cold  storage  plant,  stock  room.  The 
laundry  is  working  to  capacity  most  of  the  time  to  handle  over 
a  ton  of  laundry  a  day  and  450  pieces  of  starch  work  a  day. 

Over  5,000  patients  were  treated  in  the  wards  in  1926  as 
compared  with  3,400  in  1916.  There  was  no  Private  Ward 
then.  In  1921  the  wing  of  the  Hospital  previously  occupied  by 
the  nurses  was  transformed  into  a  Private  Ward  of  40  bed 
rooms  and  the  nurses  moved  to  a  building  then  purchased  on 
Huntington  Avenue  for  the  Nurses  Home. 

Even  since  then  the  Nurses  Home  has  become  over-crowded 
and  additional  quarters  for  nurses,  doctors  and  help  have  had 
to  be  acquired  at  #63  Binney  Street  and  #164  Longwood 
Avenue  &  11 8-1 24  Longwood  Ave. 

When  funds  are  available  it  is  desired  to  build  a  new  up  to 
date  Nurses  Home  on  the  land  opposite  the  Hospital,  donated 
for  this   purpose   a   few  years   ago   by   two   generous   friends. 
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While  this  is  a  real  need,  the  $700,000  needed  for  construction 
and  the  income  with  which  to  maintain  its  operation  is  not  in 
sight. 

Various  departments  of  the  Hospital  —  the  Throat  Depart- 
ment, the  X-Ray  Department  and  others  could  advantageously 
use  more  space  if  it  were  available. 

Facts  concerning  the  distribution  of  the  annual  expenses 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  report  herewith,  but  it  may 
be  of  interest  to  state  that  for  the  period  1916  to  1926  inclusive 
the  total  expenses  have  exceeded  the  total  income  by  $146,- 
658.86.  To  meet  this  outlay,  capital  has  been  encroached 
upon. 

While  the  care  of  the  ward  patients  is  one  of  the  main 
objects,  yet  in  order  to  properly  value  the  services  the  Hospital 
renders  to  the  Community  as  a  whole,  it  is  necessary  to  take 
into  consideration  the  many  other  functions  and  responsibili- 
ties assumed  by  The  Children's  Hospital;  —  The  preventive 
aspects  of  disease,  the  instruction  to  mothers  as  to  care  and 
nutrition,  the  schooling  of  nurses  who  later  go  into  hundreds 
of  homes,  the  training  and  experience  given  to  medical  students 
and  graduates  of  medicine,  and  the  investigation  of  disease, 
its  cause  and  effect,  so  essential  in  promoting  knowledge  of  its 
treatment  and  methods  for  its  prevention,  etc. 

Indeed  the  actual  work  —  large  as  it  is  —  conducted  within 
the  Hospital  walls,  is  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  service  which 
the  Hospital  is  rendering  to  the  science  of  "Well  Children" 
and  to  their  future  welfare.  Doctors  and  nurses  come  from 
all  parts  to  study  and  train,  and  return  to  their  respective 
communities  to  dispense  there  the  benefits  of  experience  and 
learning  acquired  at  The  Children's  Hospital.  The  institution 
indeed  serves  an  unbounded  community. 

Its  opportunity  to  render  service  is  limited  only  by  the 
support  it  receives. 

To  those  who  befriend  it,  it  is  deeply  grateful,  of  its  medical 
staff,  its  personnel,  it  is  sincerely  proud  —  to  them  it  owes  what 
it  is.  This  work  must  be  carried  on,  expanded,  and  as  years 
pass,  new  .volunteers,  new  friends,  and  more  friends  will  assume 
this  burden,  and  see  to  its  support  and  progress.

The  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory  building 
erected  by  the  Hospital  and  equipped  mostly  by  the  Harvard 
Medical  School  has  increased  our  facilities  for  extending  to 
patients  in  the  hospital  the  modern  methods  of  Laboratory 
study  under  the  direction  of  an  authority  especially  trained  in 
this  field. 

A  beneficial  change  made  during  the  year  was  the  installa- 
tion of  an  ice-making  machine.  The  convenience  has  been  well 
worth  the  expense  and  there  should  be  a  great  saving.  One  of 
the  extractors  in  the  Laundry  was  replaced  by  a  more  modern 
type. 

Mrs.  Theodore  G.  Bremer  very  kindly  assisted  us  in  the 
purchase  of  a  second  hand  automobile  truck  to  replace  the 
worn-out  ambulance  truck  which  she  donated  during  the 
war  in  1917,  and  which  has  been  in  use  since  that  time.  A 
special  fund  donated  by  Mrs.  Wrightington  enabled  us  to 
purchase  many  items  of  new  equipment  or  replacements 
throughout  the  wards.  Mrs.  Robert  Morse  and  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Dalrymple  donated  towards  the  purchase  of  new  beds. 

A  reflectroscope  was  installed  in  the  amphitheatre,  the  cost 
being  borne  jointly  by  the  Medical  School  and  the  Hospital. 
It  fills  a  much  felt  want  and  seems  to  be  constantly  in  use  by 
the  doctors  in  their  lectures  to  the  pupil  nurses  and  medical 
students.  Shelters  were  erected  at  both  ends  of  Longwood 
Avenue  for  patients  to  wait  for  a  bus  which  takes  them  from 
the  trolley  to  the  hospital.

A  new  dressing  sterilizer  was  purchased  and  installed  by 
the  hospital  plumber  in  the  main  operating  room  to  replace  one 
which  had  been  in  use  since  the  hospital  moved  to  its  present 
location  in  1914,  and  a  smaller  sterilizer  was  installed  in  the 
permanent  throat  ward  on  the  fourth  floor. 

Our  old  worn  out  bread  cutter  in  the  kitchen  has  been 
replaced  by  one  of  the  latest  models.  Five  of  the  old  wooden 
top  tables  in  the  employees  dining  room  were  replaced  by 
tables  with  vitrolite  tops. 

Dr.  Edward  C.  Vogt  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
X-Ray  Department  July  1st  to  take  the  place  of  Dr.  Liebman 
who  resigned.  No  drastic  changes  have  been  made,  but  his 
co-operation  with  the  Administration  and  the  doctors  has  been 
most  helpful,  and  plans  are  under  discussion  for  increasing  the 
facilities  of  the  department.  A  portable  X-Ray  machine  was 
purchased  during  the  year  for  use  in  both  the  Infants'  and 
The  Children's  Hospitals.  It  was  paid  for  by  a  special  fund 
provided  by  a  friend  of  both  hospitals  and  has  been  of  great 
assistance,  as  there  are  many  children  who  are  either  too  ill 
to  be  moved  or  are  moved  with  great  inconvenience. 

The  question  of  increasing  the  Throat  Department  is  under 
discussion,  as  this  department  is  not  equipped  to  take  care  of 
the  demands  made  on  it. 

The  dietitian's  department  remains  practically  the  same 
with  the  ordinary  changes  in  the  working  staff  which  we  have 
each  year.  The  installation  of  a  cafeteria  system  in  the  nurses 
dining  room  is  being  considered  and  figures  covering  the  cost 
have  been  submitted.  5,371  special  diets  were  prepared  in 
the  diet  kitchen  for  patients  during  1926. 

In  the  purchasing  department  a  new  inventory  system  was 
started  enabling  a  complete  and  detailed  record  of  all  supplies 
purchased  and  delivered  to  the  different  departments  to  be 
kept.  Important  changes  were  also  made  in  the  method  of 
preparing  the  cost  statements  after  a  careful  study  was  made 
by  the  auditor. 

Miss  Wheelock,  a  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  graduate 
who  has  been  in  charge  of  our  main  operating  room  for  the  past 
five  years  resigned  to  take  a  position  in  a  different  branch  of 
the  work  at  the  above  hospital.  Her  place  was  filled  by  a 
recent  graduate  of  our  own  school. 

The  year  1926  brought  a  complete  change  in  the  executive 
and  nursing  personnel  of  the  Out  Patient  Department.     Miss 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Elizabeth  P.  Evarts,  R.N.,  resigned  her  position  of  supervisor 
of  the  Out  Patient  Department,  and  Miss  Lily  D.  Atkinson, 
R.N.,  graduate  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  Presbyterian 
Hospital, '  Philadelphia,  was  appointed  Director  in  February. 
Miss  Frances  Williams  resigned,  and  her  position  of  Supervisor 
of  the  Surgical  Out  Patient  Department  and  Orthopedic  Out 
Patient  Department  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Jannette  Self- 
ridge,  R.N.,  graduate  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  Uni- 
versity of  California,  as  Clinic  Executive  and  Instructor.  Miss 
Katharine  Hitchcock,  R.N.,  graduate  of  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  The  Children's  Hospital,  Boston,  is  now  Clinic  Execu- 
tive and   Instructor  in  the  Medical  Out  Patient  Department. 

Special  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  for  these  positions 
nurses  whose  training  would  permit  the  organization  of  a  teach- 
ing program  for  the  student  nurse  in  the  Out  Patient  Depart- 
ment, which  would  emphasize  the  more  modern  idea  of  the 
prevention  of  disease.  The  student  nurse  now  stays  in  the 
Out  Patient  Department  one  month  and  has  a  course  of  sixteen 
lectures  on  Out  Patient  Department  practice,  and  the  preven- 
tive aspects  of  diseases,  supplemented  by  demonstrations,  case 
presentations,  studies  and  home  visits. 

The  work  of  the  Heliotherapy  Department  in  the  Medical 
Department  assumed  such  proportions  as  to  make  it  seem 
necessary  to  reorganize  the  whole  scheme,  and  place  it  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Merrill,  the  Physiotherapy  Depart- 
ment, with  an  all  time  worker  to  assume  entire  responsibility 
for  treatment  and  follow-up  on  this  ever-increasing  group  of 
patients.  The  future  of  the  work  seems  much  more  encourag- 
ing and  the  type  of  work  much  better. 

The  overcrowding  in  the  Throat  Clinic  and  the  fact  .that 
the  Operation  Room  and  Ward  were  constantly  exposed  to 
crowds  of  people  coming  from  outside,  thus  making  possibility 
of  contagion  an  ever  present  care  and  anxiety,  called  for  some 
rearrangement  for  the  Out  Patient  Department  side  of  the 
Throat  Department  work. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  this  year  to  organize  the  Clinics 
on  a  more  permanent  and  stable  basis.  With  a  graduate  nurse 
in  charge  of  each  department  and  a  Social  Worker  assigned  for 
making  definite  contacts  with  all  patients,  the  work  has  seemed 
to  run  smoothly  and  more  expeditiously. 

The  Hospital  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  Miss  Sara  Redmond,  as  Medical  Librarian  in  April. 
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Miss  Redmond  had  served  here  in  this  capacity  before  and  has 
an  improved  method  of  finishing  and  filing  the  records.  There 
is  still  much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  Record  Room  in  as- 
sembling, cataloguing  and  filing  old  records.  A  rearrangement 
of  the  work  made  it  possible  to  dispense  with  the  services  of 
one  filing  clerk.  The  outstanding  present  need  of  the  Record 
Room  is  a  person  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  purely  Medi- 
cal follow-up  of  both  Hospital  and  Out  Patient  cases.  We  are 
losing  contact  with  many  cases  which  need  the  care  we  can 
give,  and  the  loss  from  the  standpoint  of  known  end  results  of 
medical  care,  is  disheartening  to  the  Medical  Staff. 

The  Hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
1 8  volunteer  aids,  now  serving  at  regular  intervals  in  the 
various  Out  Patient  departments.  Twelve  of  the  younger 
girls  have  kindly  visited  the  wards,  to  read  to  and  amuse  the 
children.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  our  gratitude 
to  these  volunteers  who  give  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
interest. 

The  Social  Service  Department  consists  of  a  staff  of  one 
director  and  five  workers,  and  continues  to  function  in  all 
clinics  with  the  exception  of  the  Throat  and  Dental. 

As  of  December  31st,  1926,  the  School  of  Nursing  shows 
97  Students  enrolled  in  School,  31  Affiliating  Students  in 
School  and  3  Post-graduate  Students  in  School,  a  total  of  131. 
There  are  23  Children's  Hospital  Students  out  on  affiliation  and 
30  at  Simmons  College.  All  students  are  sent  to  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  and  Boston  Lying-in  Hospital  for  affilia- 
tion, and  a  limited  number  may  elect  a  course  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  or  with  the  Community 
Health  Association.  Affiliating  students  are  received  from  the 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital,  New  England  Deaconess,  New 
England  Baptist,  Faulkner,  Newton,  Beverly,  Melrose  and 
Anna  Jacques  Hospitals. 

Graduating  exercises  were  held  on  March  25,  1926,  and  32 
students  were  presented  with  the  diploma  of  the  School  by  Mr. 
Wheeler,  acting  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Gardner.  Miss  Wake- 
field, Director  of  the  School,  has  submitted  her  resignation  to 
take  effect  in  August,  1927,  and  Miss  Stella  Goostray  at  present 
Educational  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  General  Training 
School  for  Nurses  has  been  secured  to  take  her  place.  Miss 
Wakefield's  resignation  is  accepted  with  regret  as  she  has  done 
a  splendid  piece  of  work  with  the  School,  and  her  resignation  is 
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submitted  thus  early  in  order  that  the  readjustment  which  the 
appointment  of  a  new  director  naturally  entails  may  be  care- 
fully worked  out  with  the  least  disturbance  to  the  general 
running  of  the  School.  Miss  Goostray  is  especially  fitted  for 
this  position  both  from  training  and  experience,  and  it  is  felt 
that  we  are  very  fortunate  in  securing  her.  She  is  also  a 
graduate  of  The  Children's  Hospital  School  for  Nursing  which 
is  very  desirable.  During  the  year  the  Nurses  Home  under- 
went many  essential  repairs,  and  all  rooms  were  renovated. 

Thanks  are  due  the  different  Ladies  of  the  Welfare  Commit- 
tee who  gave  freely  of  their  time  and  money  in  connection  with 
this  work.  Light,  cheerful  wall  papers  were  put  on  all  the 
rooms,  and  the  pupils  and  graduates  have  been  most  apprecia- 
tive of  all  that  has  been  done  for  their  comfort  and  convenience. 

The  Infirmary  for  sick  nurses  at  the  hospital  has  had  many 
additions  of  new  furniture,  some  purchased  by  the  hospital  and 
other  articles  given  by  the  different  classes  as  a  gift,  or  in 
memory  of  classmates.  We  have  also  been  presented  with  a 
very  beautiful  radio  which  has  been  a  great  source  of  pleasure 
to  the  many  pupils  detained  in  the  Infirmary  on  account  of 
illness. 

The  Private  Ward  has  had  a  very  successful  year  and  has 
taken  care  of  1,488  patients. 

The  usual  procedure  of  applying  one  coat  of  paint  and  oil 
to  the  iron  and  woodwork  respectively,  was  taken  care  of  by 
our  own  men  during  the  summer  months.  The  main  hall, 
Private  Ward  corridors,  amphitheatre,  and  Operating  Rooms 
were  taken  care  of  by  an  outside  painter.  The  White  Memorial 
Ward  (Ward  V  Lower  B)  was  also  painted  by  our  own  men, 
and  the  cost  was  defrayed  by  Mrs.  Frederick  T.  Bradbury. 
All  other  departments  of  the  Hospital  which  were  in  need  of 
touching  up  were  kept  in  good  condition  by  the  hospital 
mechanics. 

The  Administration  again  wishes  to  express  their  deep 
appreciation  to  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital,  Managers  of  the 
Convalescent  Home,  and  the  Welfare  Committee  who  have  so 
generously  given  their  time  and  assistance  in  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital.  Without  the  support  of  the  Attending 
Staff,  House  Staff  and  Nursing  Staff,  we  could  not  have  under- 
taken, much  less  carried  out,  the  work  that  has  been  accom- 
plished.

It  is  of  interest  at  this  time  to  trace  briefly  the  organization 
and  the  activities  of  this  committee. 

"On  Monday,  January  12,  1920,  a  meeting  was  held  at  A'lr. 
Endicott's  office  with  Mr.  Forbes,  Mrs.  Abbott,  Mrs.  Coolidge, 
and  Mrs.  Mead  to  discuss  the  formation  of  a  volunteer  com- 
mittee of  Women  and  outline  the  policies  to  be  adopted  by 
said  committee." 

"It  was  agreed  that  the  duties  of  this  committee,  subse- 
quently called  the  Welfare  Committee,  would  be  to  enlist  the 
interest  of  the  outside  public  in  the  hospital.  Several  units  of 
sub-committees    were    formed    through    whose    activities    the 
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knowledge  of  the  hospital  has  been  carried,  into  various  com- 
munities, particularly  to  those  in  the  eastern  counties.  Through 
their  combined  efforts  in  the  last  five  years  they  have  brought 
in  a  revenue  to  the  hospital  of  3144,906.33.  While  the  money 
itself  is  not  the  main  object,  it  is  very  gratifying  evidence  that 
the  communities  feel  their  responsibility  towards  the  hospital." 

Brief  Report  of  Sub-Committees 

C.  H.  Clubs 

"One  of  the  most  important  groups  is  our  C.  H.  Club  Com- 
mittee. They  have  established  C.  H.  Clubs  among  hundreds 
of  children  throughout  the  State  as  well  as  in  Boston.  The 
sweet  unselfish  spirit  in  which  these  more  fortunate  children 
employ  their  leisure  time  towards  bringing  sunshine  into  the 
hearts  of  the  little  sick  children  in  the  hospital,  is  most  touch- 
ing, and  we  believe  that  the  spirit  thus  enkindled  will  lead 
these  children  to  become  eventually  the  most  earnest  supporters 
of  the  hospital.  In  five  years  they  have  raised  $40,185.36  and 
are  today  supporting  67  beds  ...  61  in  the  hospital  and  6  in 
the  Convalescent  Home." 

Volunteer  Workers 

"A  really  remarkable  piece  of  work  has  been  accomplished 
by  the  Volunteer  Workers,  some  of  whom  were  former  C.  H. 
Club  members.  The  Out-Patient  clinics  are  manned  every 
morning  and  many  afternoons  by  this  group  of  volunteers 
who  makes  the  appointments  and  assists  the  doctors  and 
nurses  in  other  ways.  Volunteer  workers  have  always  worked 
for  the  hospital,  but  it  is  only  in  the  last  four  years  that  regular 
and  dependable  service  has  been  given  by  volunteers  and  great 
credit  is  due  to  the  two  Chairmen  who  have  made  this  possible." 

Surgical  Dressings 

"The  Surgical  Dressings  Committee  met  for  several  sum- 
mers on  the  North  Shore  and  later  in  the  hospital  buildings  to 
make  the  adequate  number  of  dressings  needed  by  the  hospital." 

Speakers"  Bureau 

"Our  Speakers'  Bureau  has  exceeded  our  expectations. 
Our  very  able  speakers  have  carried  the  message  of  the  hospital 
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to  thousands  of  people  throughout  the  state.  They  have 
addressed  a  large  number  of  the  Federated  Women's  Clubs, 
contributions  from  which  amount  to  $1,000  annually.  During 
the  last  few  years  the  Bureau  has  added  Labor  Organizations, 
Societies,  etc.,  to  its  list  and  the  results  have  been  most  gratify- 
ing." 

Tea  Committee 

"Closely  connected  with  the  Speakers'  Bureau  is  our  Tea 
Committee,  which  has  graciously  welcomed  numerous  groups 
of  women  which  have  visited  the  hospital  through  invitations 
extended  by  the  Speakers'  Bureau.  Since  1922  we  have  given 
39  teas,  entertaining  about  900  guests." 

Memory  Days 

"The  original  Memory  Days  established  in  1921  by  which 
it  was  possible  to  dedicate  the  service  of  the  hospital  in  memory 
of  some  particular  person,  etc.,  was  changed  in  1925  to  read 
'Children's  Hospital  Day'  so  that  a  day  might  be  named  — 
not  necessarily  in  commemoration.  There  was  a  renewed 
interest  in  these  Days  in  1925." 

Publicity 

"Through  the  influence  and  tact  of  our  Publicity  Committee 
we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
editors  of  the  newspapers  who  have  afforded  us  very  generous 
space  in  their  columns  for  our  various  activities." 

Occupational  Therapy 

"This  Department  for  two  years  was  responsible  for  bring- 
ing recreation  to  the  children  several  days  each  week,  especially 
during  the  holiday  season,  but  it  was  necessary  to  discontinue 
this  service  on  account  of  general  precautions  against  contagion, 
even  though  no  criticism  or  blame  was  attached  to  this  particu- 
lar group  of  workers." 

Ultra  Violet  Ray 

"Three  Ultra  Violet  Ray  Lamps  were  purchased  and  loaned 
to  the  hospital  by  the  National  Civic  Federation  —  through  a 
representative  who  is  a  member  of  the  Welfare   Committee. 
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These  lamps  are  used  in  the  control  of  rickets  and  tuberculosis, 
and  the  doctors  report  that  there  is  no  question  as  to  their 
great  value.  They  could  not  successfully  treat  many  cases 
without  them.  Experiments  with  ultra  violet  radiation  is 
being  continued.  Reports  have  been  read  before  medical 
societies  by  the  doctors  in  charge  and  the  value  of  ultra  violet 
radiation  is  generally  acknowledged.  It  is  pleasant  to  think 
that  the  study  was  first  taken  up  in  this  country  through  the 
efforts  of  this  committee  and  the  Staff  of  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital." 

Donation  Day 

"Another  interesting  feature  of  our  work  has  been  our 
Donation  Days  —  a  day  set  apart  each  year  to  welcome  the 
ex-patients.  On  these  days  we  procured  Filene's  Band  which 
played  all  afternoon  and  ice  cream  and  cake  were  served  to 
the  visitors  and  also  to  the  patients  of  the  hospital.  The  ex- 
patients  have  also  contributed  their  share  towards  Donation 
Day  in  small  amounts  which  aggregate  quite  a  substantial 
sum  each  year." 

Private  Ward 

"The  furnishings  and  equipment  of  the  Private  Ward  were 
supervised  by  our  Private  Ward  Committee  and  an  inspection 
of  the  ward  will  show  that  excellent  taste  and  judgment  were 
used  in  fitting  up  this  attractive  wing  of  the  hospital." 

Lectures 

"Our  Lecture  Committee  has  been  most  successful  in  ar- 
ranging a  series  of  lectures  in  1924  and  another  in  1925,  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Staff  and  it  is  hoped  that  each  year  they 
will  grow  more  popular." 

Memorial  Beds 

"The  Welfare  Committee  might  indeed  be  proud  of  their 
record  in  establishing,  indirectlv,  no  less  than  fourteen  Memorial 
Beds." 

Special  Events 

"Two  very  important  events  were  given  by  the  Welfare 
Committee  in  general  —  one  was  the  Brookline-Chestnut  Hill 
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Day  in  1923  and  the  'Gymkhana'  in  1924,  but  perhaps  the 
most  brilliant  achievement  was  the  'Spring  Gambol'  staged 
in  1925.  This  event,  tho'  a  co-operative  one  between  the 
Managers  and  the  Welfare  Committee,  had  its  proceeds  gener- 
ously credited  to  the  Welfare  Committee." 

"Much  of  our  progress  has  been  due  to  the  wise  council 
of  our  Advisory  Board,  consisting  of  the  Presidents  of  the 
Board  of  the  Convalescent  Home  and  the  Ladies  Aid  of  the 
Infants'  Hospital,  together  with  the  officers  of  the  Welfare 
Committee.  To  them  and  to  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Welfare  Committee  I  wish  to  give  my  earnest  thanks  for  their 
constant  loyalty  and  untiring  spirit." 

"I  have  to  thank  the  Managers  for  the  great  courtesy  they 
have  extended  to  the  Welfare  Committee  and  also  to  me, 
personally,  and  to  say  what  a  privilege  it  has  been  for  me  to 
have  served  the  hospital,  even  though  in  a  small  way,  during 
these  five  years." 

The  above  is  part  of  a  report  submitted  by  Mrs.  Mead 
when  she  resigned  as  Chairman  this  year.  Her  vision  of  the 
possibilities  of  such  a  committee  was  instrumental  in  its  for- 
mation. She  then  accepted  the  Chairmanship  and  gave  five 
years  of  devoted  and  untiring  effort  to  the  organization  and 
development  of  its  activities.  Her  resignation  was  accepted 
with  deep  regret  and  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  scope  of 
the  service  she  had  rendered  to  the  Hospital. 

As  a  tribute  to  her  loyalty  and  devotion  during  the  years 
of  her  leadership,  a  "Children's  Hospital  Day"  was  named  in 
her  honor  on  May  tenth  by  the  Welfare  Committee. 

Six  new  members  have  been  welcomed  to  the  Board  during 
the  year  —  Miss  Edith  Bangs,  Mrs.  Ralph  Harrington  Doane, 
Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Leland,  Mrs.  Arthur  D.  Potter,  Mrs.  Carl 
Watson  and  Mrs.  Edwin  S.  Webster.  The  old  and  new  mem- 
bers alike  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  various  activities  of  the 
committee,  and  the  usual  spirit  of  co-operation  was  manifested 
by  the  Ladies  Aid  of  the  Infants'  Board  and  the  Convalescent 
Home. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Robert  W.  Means  the  C.  H. 
Clubs  were  reorganized.  Many  new  Advisors  were  appointed 
and  new  clubs  were  formed.  At  present  the  C.  H.  Clubs  are 
supporting  48  beds  in  the  hospital.  Credit  is  also  due  to  Miss 
Louise  Coburn  and  Mrs.  E.  Waller  Cumming  whose  duties  as 
"Speakers"  are  closely  associated  with  the  C.  H.  Club  work. 
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A  new  feature  adopted  by  the  Committee  this  year  was  the 
distribution  of  "Birthday  Bags"  (a  novel  method  of  appeal) 
which  met  with  a  ready  response.  To  Mrs.  William  Sutton 
we  are  indebted  for  making  and  sending  out  large  quantities 
of  these  bags.  Mrs.  Sutton  also  was  Hostess  for  Donation 
Day  in  preparation  for  which  she  sent  out  3,000  invitations 
which  brought  in  a  larger  response  than  in  previous  years. 

Thanks  are  especially  due  to  Mrs.  Maurice  J.  Curran  for 
her  very  generous  gift  of  the  new  film  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 
We  have  also  purchased  a  smaller  film  which  operates  electri- 
cally and  can  be  easily  handled.  This  film  is  to  be  sent  to  small 
gatherings  and  organizations  which  have  not  the  necessary 
equipment  for  showing  the  larger  film. 

For  the  gift  of  a  Memorial  Bed  in  memory  of  her  daughter, 
Ruth,  we  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Faxon.  Also  we  are 
deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  Maurice  J.  Curran  and  Mrs.  Francis 
E.  Slattery  for  their  great  efforts  in  helping  to  establish  the 
Memorial  Bed  given  by  "A  Group  of  Catholic  Women  of 
Boston." 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Ladies  Dog  Club  for  their  generous 
gift  to  the  Hospital. 

Sincere  credit  is  due  Airs.  H.  Parker  WThittington  for  her 
splendid  support  in  the  activities  of  the  committee  during  the 
year  —  not  only  in  reaching  the  clubs  and  organizations  from 
whom  the  response  has  been  very  large,  but  also  for  engineering 
the  Rummage  Sale  in  Brookline  and  her  untiring  efforts  in 
making  preparations  for  the  showing  of  "Titania's  Palace" 
in  January.

Weld  and  the  gift  of  his  daughter,  Miss  Mary  Weld,  was  opened 
for  the  treatment  of  children  on  August  28th.  Since  that  date 
65  children  have  been  treated  and  there  are  now  26  children 
in  the  Solarium.  This  much  needed  and  well  equipped  build- 
ing will  add  tremendously  to  the  efficiency  of  our  work  as  most 
doctors  feel  that  the  world  is  only  just  beginning  to  understand 
the  value  of  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  as  a  healing  power. 
With  this  new  building  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  add 
another  trained  nurse  to  our  staff,  and  also  to  have  a  physio- 
therapist for  half  time  every  day.  She  continues  the  treat- 
ments begun  at  the  Hospital  consisting  of  muscle  training, 
massage  and  baking.  During  the  year  70  of  our  children  needed 
this  work  and  900  treatments  have  been  given. 

This  was  our  first  year  to  have  a  resident  doctor,  and  it  has 
proved  a  most  successful  experiment  making  the  connection 
between  the  Hospital  and  Home  more  complete.  We  regret  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Charles  McKhann  as  his  work  has  been 
very  satisfactory.  His  place  has  been  taken  by  Dr.  Theodore 
Wilder. 

We  are  especially  grateful  for  the  interest  Wellesley  people 
and  Wellesley  organizations  have  taken  in  the  Home  this  year. 
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The  Wellesley  Hills  Congregational  Church,  the  Wellesley 
Hills  Unitarian  Church,  the  Pine  Manor  School,  the  Wellesley 
Post  of  the  American  Legion,  the  Junior  Red  Cross  and  many 
individuals  have  given  us  either  handsome  gifts  or  lavishly 
of  their  time.  Miss  Curtis  of  Wellesley  Hills  has  been  a  volun- 
teer worker  three  days  every  week  under  our  school  teacher, 
Mrs.  Swiger,  and  it  is  due  to  their  untiring  zeal  and  sympa- 
thetic patience  that  the  school  room  is  proving  such  a  success. 

No  report  of  the  Convalescent  Home  would  be  complete 
without  the  warmest  praise  being  given  to  our  Superintendent, 
Miss  Guillod.  She  has  been  with  us  seven  years,  and  her  mag- 
nificent work,  her  influence  and  her  courage  are  an  example 
to  all  from  the  Managers  to  the  smallest  child  in  the  Institution. 
We  also  extend  our  thanks  to  the  able  corps  of  assistants  who 
continue  to  do  most  faithful  work  under  Miss  Guillod. 

The  problem  of  convalescence  is  an  important  though 
neglected  phase  of  medical  interest.  The  total  result  of  this 
lack  of  interest  is  that  the  care  of  convalescent  patients  has 
for  the  most  part  been  left  to  drift  by  itself  without  intensive 
medical  supervision  or  support  by  the  public,  in  consequence 
this  is  the  only  branch  of  medicine  which  has  made  almost  no 
progress  in  the  last  fifty  years.  The  subject  well  deserves  a 
thoughtful  consideration  from  many  angles,  the  two  most 
important  being  first  in  regard  to  the  health  of  the  community 
and  second  in  the  relieving  of  pressure  on  the  hospitals.  To 
the  community  convalescence  perhaps  suggests  only  a  vague 
conception  of  recovery  from  illness,  but  a  half  cured  child 
returned  to  a  poorly  equipped  home  means  one  that  will  shortly 
be  back  again  in  the  hospital.  That  same  child  sent  to  a  Con- 
valescent Home  for  a  few  weeks  means  a  permanent  return 
to  normal  health.  Furthermore,  the  present  cost  of  .caring 
for  a  convalescent  patient  in  a  convalescent  home  is  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  what  it  costs  in  a  hospital.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  average  patient,  who  has  previously  been  sufficiently 
ill  to  require  the  average  stay  of  about  eighteen  days  in  an 
acute  hospital,  has  also  been  sufficiently  ill  to  require  an  addi- 
tional average  period  of  three  weeks  of  intelligent  care  during 
convalescence,  and  that  every  community  should  provide  at 
least  one  convalescent  bed  to  every  ten  acute  hospital  beds. 
It  is  also  an  interesting  fact  that  the  benefit  which  children 
derive  from  proper  and  adequate  convalescent  care  is  often 
more  marked  than  in  the  case  of  adults. 
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We  have  no  time  limit  as  to  the  length  of  stay  of  our  patients. 
The  time  necessary  for  proper  convalescence  varies  with  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  illness  as  well  as  with  the  recuperative 
powers  of  the  individual.  A  month  is  considered  about  our 
minimum  for  the  average  child,  though  of  course  the  orthopedic 
cases  as  a  rule  remain  much  longer.  We  try  to  impress  upon 
our  staff  of  workers  that  the  gain  in  weight  and  improvement 
of  the  children  under  their  care  and  not  the  number  cared  for 
in  a  year  is  the  ultimate  end  and  the  criterion  by  which  the 
efficiency  of  the  Home  is  to  be  judged. 

The  Home  receives  no  financial  aid  from  the  Hospital  even 
though  our  work  is  so  interwoven,  and  we  appeal  to  the  public 
for  money  to  carry  on  this  convalescent  care  of  little  children. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  extended  to  all  those  who 
have  given  in  the  past  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  they,  and 
many  others,  will  feel  inclined  to  contribute  to  this  work  of 
helping  suffering  children  through  their  weeks  of  convalescence.

Report  of  the  Medical  Department 

For  the  Year  1926 


IN  comparing  the  number  of  patients  cared  for  this  year 
with  those  treated  in  1925,  it  is  found  that  there  has  been 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
the  hospital  wards,  while  the  number  cared  for  in  the  medical 
out-patient  department  has  slightly  lessened.  From  the  sta- 
tistical point  of  view,  it  is  apparent  that,  as  heretofore,  large 
numbers  of  afflicted  children  continue  to  be  brought  to  the 
Children's  Hospital  for  medical  care. 

Although  the  care  of  the  sick  is  the  main  purpose  of  the 
hospital,  yet  in  correctly  evaluating  the  hospital's  service  to 
the  community  it  is  now  necessary  to  take  into  account  not 
only  the  total  number  of  patients  treated  but  also  its  many 
other  functions.  Some  of  the  important  responsibilities  as- 
sumed by  the  Children's  Hospital,  which  need  to  be  considered, 
are  the  social  and  preventative  aspects  of  disease,  instruction 
to  mothers,  nurses,  medical  students,  and  graduates  of  medicine, 
together  with  the  investigation  of  disease  which  is  so  essential 
to  furthering  knowledge  of  its  prevention  and  treatment.  The 
fact  that  steady  progress  along  these  lines  can  be  reported  is 
gratifying  and  has  been  made  possible  through  the  splendid 
cooperation  and  support  which  has  been  received. 

The  out-patient  division  offers  a  most  fertile  field  in  which 
to  wage  an  active  campaign  in  the  interest  of  better  health. 
There  have  been  many  readjustments  in  this  work  during  the 
past  year  which  have  been  of  inestimable  value  in  improving 
both  the  medical  and  the  social  care  given  to  the  patient.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  soon  an  effective  "follow-up"  system  may 
be  established  so  that  the  hospital-treated  patients  may  be 
discharged  home  more  quickly,  thereby  increasing  the  number 
of  available  hospital  beds,  and  so  that  patients  requiring  further 
observation  and  special  treatment  may  be  assured  of  the 
necessary  medical  attention.  Within  late  years,  as  measures 
directed    toward    preventing   disease    have    become    more   im- 
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portant  and  as  the  group  plan  of  treatment  required  in  certain 
diseases  has  been  attended  with  such  success,  the  organization 
of  special  clinics  has  received  more  and  more  prominence. 
The  importance  of  having  physicians  especially  interested  and 
devoting  a  large  part  of  their  time  to  the  study  of  different 
diseases  is  obvious. 

Although  all  patients  are  admitted  primarily  to  the  general 
clinic,  those  requiring  special  attention  are  referred  to  the 
various  special  clinics.  So,  at  the  present  time  there  are 
clinics  organized  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the  well  baby,  for 
children  suffering  with  rheumatic  affections  and  syphilis,  for 
patients  with  asthma  and  other  conditions  of  sensitiveness  to 
proteins,  as  well  as  clinics  for  children  who  are  suffering  with 
tuberculosis  and  with  malnutrition.  In  the  past  year,  classes 
have  also  been  started  for  "patients  admitted  to  the  hospital 
with  diabetes,  chronic  intestinal  indigestion,  and  nephritis." 
The  activities  of  a  few  of  these  clinics  are  summarized  briefly. 

Well  Baby  Clinic.  —  A  conference  for  well  babies  is  held  in 
the  medical  out-patient  department  every  Tuesday  afternoon. 
At  present,  three  hundred  and  six  (306)  babies  and  twenty 
(20)  children  of  pre-school  age  are  enrolled.  Four  doctors  and 
three  nurses  are  in  attendance  and  about  twenty-five  (25) 
different  infants  visit  each  week.  Following  the  suggestions 
made  by  the  conference  physician,  nurses  who  attend  the  con- 
ference supervise  the  care  of  the  infants  at  home.  The  nurse 
points  out  the  value  of  naternal  nursing  and,  when  formulae 
are  to  be  used,  demonstrates  the  method  of  preparation.  In- 
struction in  general  hygiene  and  care  is  given.  The  value  of 
vaccination  and  toxin-antitoxin  as  preventive  measures  against 
smallpox  and  diphtheria  is  explained,  and  the  mother  is  urged 
to  take  advantage  of  these  measures.  Both  of  these  are 
given,  if  desired,  by  the  conference  doctor. 

Neurological  Clinic.  —  The  work  of  this  clinic  is  regarded  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  medical  service.  However,  since 
frequent  consultation  with  the  orthopedic  and  surgical  service 
is  called  for,  it  has  seemed  convenient  to,  keep  the  title  of 
"Neurologist"  for  the  physician  to  whom  most  of  these  cases 
are  referred.  By  far  the  most  interesting  work  in  this  special 
field  is  that  which  deals  with  disturbances  of  mental  life.  A 
special  social  worker  is  assigned  to  follow  those  children  who  are 
found  to  be  "out  of  adjustment"  with  their  environment.  This 
scheme   is   fully  justifying   itself.     Not  only   are   many   cases 
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clearly  understood  and  adequately  cared  for,  but  transference 
of  certain  types  of  cases  to  one  or  another  of  the  admirable 
special  clinics  in  the  city  is  arranged.  It  is  evident  that  without 
increased  personnel  it  will  be  possible  to  enlarge  this  work  by 
judicious  use  of  volunteers.  The  work  of  dealing  with  children 
affected  with  organic  defects  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  is 
highly  organized  and  the  "Muscle  Training  Clinic"  has  been 
maintained  at  its  usual  level  of  efficiency.  This  most  interest- 
ing clinic  is  rendering  a  service  that  can  be  appreciated  only  by 
actually  seeing  the  work  that  is  being  done.  Here  the  mother 
is  taught  the  manner  in  which  she  can  "help"  her  baby  in 
developing  his  mental  and  bodily  functions,  (affected  by  in- 
fantile paralysis,  birth  injuries,  etc.,)  so  that  less  handicapped 
he  may  take  a  useful  position  in  society. 

Metabolic  Clinic.  —  Diabetic  children  who  have  been 
treated  on  the  wards  of  the  Children's  Hospital  are  subsequently 
followed  after  their  discharge  at  a  special  weekly  clinic  in  the 
out-patient  department.  Prior  to  the  discharge  of  the  patients 
from  the  wards,  the  mothers  are  given  instruction  in  the 
preparation  of  diet,  examination  of  urine,  and  the  administra- 
tion of  insulin.  At  the  diabetic  clinic  the  report  is  taken  of 
the  condition  of  the  children  at  home  during  the  interval  since 
their  visit  to  the  clinic;  their  weight  is  recorded;  their  height 
is  measured  from  time  to  time,  and  appropriate  urinalysis  is 
made.  If  it  is  necessary  to  prescribe  any  changes  in  diet,  the 
new  diet  menus  are  prepared  by  the  hospital  dietitian  and  are 
mailed  to  the  patients  on  the  next  day.  Children  are  followed 
at  the  diabetic  clinic  until  they  reach  the  age  of  thirteen  years, 
when  they  are  referred  to  similar  clinics  for  adults  at  other 
hospitals.  In  conjunction  with  the  diabetic  clinic,  patients 
having  celiac  disease  (chronic  intestinal  indigestion)  and 
patients  with  nephritis  who  are  treated  at  the  Children's 
Hospital  are  also  followed  in  this  clinic. 

Mothers'  Clinic.  —  A  special  clinic  for  instructing  nursing 
mothers  in  the  method  of  increasing  their  supply  of  milk  has 
been  in  operation  for  the  past  year.  The  success  met  with 
already  has  proven  of  sufficient  value  to  warrant  the  continu- 
ance of  this  work.  Ninety-eight  (98)  mothers  who  were  having 
difficulty  in  nursing  their  babies  were  referred  to  the  clinic. 
In  several  instances,  the  supply  of  breast  milk  in  mothers  who 
had  entirely  weaned  their  babies  was  reestablished  completely 
and  in  over  half  of  the  mothers  in  whom  the  amount  had  been 
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insufficient  the  supply  was  increased  so  that  it  was  possible  to 
continue  breast  feeding. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  the  medical  division  of  the 
out-patient  department,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  with 
over  six  thousand  new  patients  and  with  a  total  of  more  than 
twenty  thousand  visits  yearly  the  capacity  of  the  department 
is  taxed  to  the  utmost.  This  number  can  be  cared  for  ade- 
quately, but  a  material  increase  in  attendance  would  neces- 
sarily mean  either  a  lowering  of  the  high  standards  toward 
which  the  department  is  aiming  or  an  addition  to  the  personnel 
with  enlargement  of  the  space  set  aside  for  this  work. 

The  Junior  and  Senior  students  of  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  receive  the  largest  part  of  their  required  work  in  Pedi- 
atrics in  the  out-patient  department  and  in  the  wards  of  the 
Children's  Hospital.  The  students  are  made  to  feel  that  they 
are  a  part  of  the  hospital  staff  and  are  given  duties  for  which 
they  are  held  responsible.  They  work  only  under  most  careful 
supervision  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  hospital.  Inasmuch 
as  they  are  assigned  for  a  definite  period  of  time  to  study  chil- 
dren's diseases,  this  arrangement  affords  them  practical  experi- 
ence in  all  phases  of  pediatrics. 

As  can  be  seen  in  the  report  dealing  with  the  work  in  the 
central  laboratory  of  the  hospital,  increased  facilities  are 
available  for  extending  to  patients  in  the  hospital  the  modern 
methods  of  laboratory  study  under  the  direction  of  an  au- 
thority especially  trained  in  this  field.  This,  it  will  be  re- 
membered, has  been  made  possible  by  the  closer  affiliation, 
which  has  existed  since  the  fall  of  1925,  with  the  Department 
of  Bacteriology  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School.  Such  an 
arrangement,  together  with  the  reorganization  of  the  X-ray 
department,  has  been  of  much  assistance  in  furthering  the 
correct  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease. 

A  larger  number  of  graduate  physicians  are  attending  the 
clinic  than  heretofore.  Arrangements  are  made  so  that  they 
assist  in  the  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  attend  teaching  and 
staff  conferences,  and  take  an  active  part  in  the  investigative 
activities  in  the  departmental  laboratories.  Many  of  these 
"Fellows  in  Research"  serve  as  volunteers;  a  few  receive 
remuneration  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School;  and  others 
are  given  financial  assistance  by  the  research  foundations  in 
medicine.  While  working  as  an  integral  part  of  the  medical 
staff,    they    secure    first-hand     knowledge    regarding    special 
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methods  used  in  the  investigation  of  disease  and  the  "modus 
operandi"  of  the  Children's  Hospital,  carrying  this  information 
to  many  parts  of  this  country  and  abroad.  Attention  should 
be  directed  to  the  fact  that,  with  the  increased  number  of 
research  workers  and  with  the  increasing  amount  of  work  in 
the  central  hospital  laboratory,  the  entire  available  space  in  the 
laboratory  building  is  now  in  use.

THE  number  of  out-patients  treated  during  the  year  has 
shown  a  little  increase,  although  during  the  early  months 
of  the  year  there  had  been  a  falling  off.  There  has  been 
a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  house  patients. 

The  number  of  the  various  congenital  malformations  treated 
has  increased.  The  work  upon  Cleft  Palates  and  Hare  Lips  is 
important. 

There  still  continues  to  be  a  large  number  of  patients  with 
infected  glands  in  the  neck,  though  with  pasteurized  milk  the 
tuberculous  infections  might  be  practically  eliminated. 

The  complications  of  pneumonia  do  not  decrease.  The 
abscesses  which  follow  this  disease  occur  for  the  most  part 
among  those  deprived  of  sunshine  and  fresh  air,  and  with 
better  housing  conditions  throughout  the  community  they 
should  decrease. 

More  numerous  operations  are  being  performed  upon  children 
who  have  suffered  birth  injuries  to  nerves,  with  certain  gratify- 
ing results. 

The  number  of  babies  relieved  by  operation  of  the  obstruction 
at  the  outlet  of  the  stomach  has  increased. 

A  great  number  of  children  are  being  cured  of  hernia  every 
year.  This  is  something  which  will  cut  down  disability  in  later 
life  to  a  very  great  degree.

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Report  of  Orthopaedic  Department 

1 926 


THERE  have  been  no  essential  changes  in  the  organization 
of  the  Orthopaedic  Department  during  1926.  The 
weekly  ward  visits  continue  to  be  attended  by  the  whole 
Orthopaedic  Staff,  Dr.  Vogt  the  Roentgenologist,  Dr.  Moss, 
the  Laboratory  Consultant,  Miss  Hearsey  of  the  Social  Service 
and  Miss  Merrill  of  the  Department  of  Physiotherapy.  The 
difficult  cases  are  discussed,  many  minds  and  different  types  of 
mind  are  sharply  focused,  and  a  consensus  of  opinion  as  to 
treatment  is  thus  obtained.  While  the  number  of  new  cases 
seen  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  about  the  same 
as  in  1925,  the  total  number  of  visits  has  largely  increased. 
This  means  much  less  waste  effort  and  more  efficient  "follow 
up"  of  cases.  For  this  we  must  thank  the  Social  Service 
Department  and  the  new  organization  of  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment under  Miss  Atkinson.  We  hope  it  also  means  that 
the  parents  are  feeling  that  a  vital  interest  is  being  taken  in 
their  children  and  that  they  are  receiving  the  help  they  seek. 

Our  waiting  list  for  admission  to  the  ward  beds  is  still  too 
large,  although  we  have  striven  to  make  the  "turn  over"  in 
the  house  as  rapid  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  treatment. 
We  need  more  beds. 

The  Special  Clinics  in  corrective  work  and  lateral  curvature 
of  the  spine  have  been  as  active  as  ever.  As  many  cases  are 
treated  as  it  is  possible  to  handle  satisfactorily.  The  Special 
Clinic  for  cases  of  poliomyelitis  under  Dr.  Legg  of  the  Harvard 
Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  is  functioning  most  helpfully. 
Forunately  there  have  been  slightly  fewer  new  cases  during 
1926,  but  more  total  visits;  again  indicating  a  more  careful 
"follow  up." 

Teaching 

In  the  Amphitheatre  of  the  Children's  Hospital  are  given  the 
required  lectures  in  Orthopaedic  Surgery  to  the  entire  third  year 
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class  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School.  The  students  are  fur- 
nished with  verbatim  copies  of  the  lecture  a  week  before  the 
exercise.  This  makes  it  possible  to  dispense  with  the  purely 
didactic  lecture  and  turns  the  hour  into  a  conference  and 
clinical  demonstration.  This  would  be  impossible  if  the 
exercise  were  not  held  contiguous  to  the  wards  of  the  Hospital 
in  which  illustrative  cases  are  always  available.  It  enhances 
the  value  of  the  lectures  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
students.  The  Hospital  thus  serves  the  Medical  School  in  a 
very  real  way.  Fourth  year  electives  and  postgraduate  teach- 
ing goes  on  every  day  in  the  wards  and  Out-Patient  Department. 
At  present  Dr.  L.  C.  Chu  is  studying  under  a  scholarship  from 
the  China  Board  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  and  Dr.  J.  B. 
Colquhoun  under  a  scholarship  from  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh. 

The  Orthopaedic  Resident  Teaching  Fellow  is  an  essential 
link  in  this  chain  of  teaching.  He  also  serves  the  Hospital  as 
executive  officer  in  the  daily  Orthopaedic  Out-Patient  Clinic. 


Research 

Two  unused  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the  Operating  Build- 
ing have  been  allocated  to  the  Orthopaedic  Department  as  an 
embryonic  Research  Laboratory  and  several  very  hopeful 
studies  are  being  there  carried  out  in  relation  to  the  causation 
of  chronic  arthritis  and  certain  nutritional  diseases  of  children 
which  affect  the  bones  and  joints.  One  very  helpful  piece  of 
research  in  relation  to  the  early  diagnosis  of  bone  and  joint 
tuberculosis  has  been  completed  by  Dr.  Rodney  F.  Atsatt, 
the  present  Senior  on  the  Orthopaedic  Service.  The  study  of 
gaits  and  affections  of  the  locomotor  system  by  means  of 
moving  pictures  has  been  continued  and  a  carefully  catalogued 
film  library  established. 


Changes  in  Staff 

Dr.  Robert  H.  Morris  has  been  appointed  Junior  Assistant 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  after  a  long  and  most  efficient  service  as 
voluntary  assistant  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Dr. 
Llewellyn  Hall  has  been  appointed  as  Assistant  in  the  Out- 
Patient  and  assigned  to  the  Scoliosis  Clinic  to  help  Dr.  A.  H. 
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Brewster,  in  charge  of  the  clinic.  Dr.  Miriam  KatzefF  has  been 
appointed  Assistant  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  as- 
signed to  the  newly  organized  Department  of  Light  Therapy 
under  Dr.  Edwin  T.  Wyman.  On  January  1st,  1927,  Dr. 
Vernon  P.  Thompson  resigned  as  Resident  Teaching  Fellow 
after  serving  a  year  with  ability  and  distinction.  Dr.  John  G. 
Kuhns,  formerly  an  Orthopaedic  Interne,  has  been  appointed 
Resident  Teaching  Fellow  by  the  Hospital  and  the  Corporation 
of  Harvard  University.  The  four  internes  on  the  Orthopaedic 
Service  continue  to  be  supplied  by  the  Two- Year  Post-Graduate 
Course  given  in  association  with  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  and  the  Harvard  Medical  School. 

Social  Service 

Without  the  help  of  the  Social  Service  Department  much  of 
our  treatment  would  be  futile.  Miss  Hearsey  and  her  assist- 
ants follow  the  cases  to  their  homes,  they  explain  the  "com- 
monsense"  of  the  doctor's  orders  and  establish  a  friendly  con- 
tact which  is  all  important.  Such  contact  makes  possible 
continuity  of  treatment  and  prevention  of  deformity. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  "he  only  is  a  cripple  who  has  a 
deformed  mind."  This  is  a  true  saying.  The  Children's 
Hospital  with  its  old  and  cherished  reputation  for  the  wise  and 
successful  treatment  of  cripples  is  striving  to  play  its  part  in 
rehabilitating  those  children  who  in  increasing  numbers  seek 
its  advice.  Prevention  of  potential  deformity  as  well  as  re- 
lief of  existing  deformity  is  becoming  more  often  possible  as 
the  underlying  causes  of  bone  and  joint  disease  and  their  effect 
on  the  child's  morale  is  better  understood.  Experience  ought 
to  enable  us  to  look  a  little  farther  into  the  future  of  the  child. 
By  this  anticipatory  glimpse  we  may  hope  to  prevent  both 
physical  and  mental  disability.  The  bodily  handicap  may  be 
made  to  serve  as  a  spiritual  stimulation.

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Report  of  Special  Clinic  for  Muscle 
Training  of  Paralysis 


THE  story  of  the  Muscle  Training  Clinic  for  the  year  is 
uneventful.     Statistically   there   is    a    slight   decrease   in 
numbers  which  is  balanced  by  the  opportunity  for  more 
careful  study  of  cases.     Medical  and  Orthopedic  house  officers 
have  been  assigned  to  the  clinic  and  have  been  most  useful.

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Report  of  the  Bacteriological  Labo- 
ratory of  The  Children's  and 
Infants'  Hospital 


ON  September  1st,  1925  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  of 
the  Children's  Hospital  was  reorganized,  re-establishing 
a  closer  relationship  between  the  Bacteriological  Depart- 
ment of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  and  the  Children's 
Hospital.  As  a  consequence  of  this  the  Staff  of  the  Children's 
Hospital  Laboratory  have  been  free  to  take  their  problems  to 
the  staff  of  the  Harvard  Laboratory  for  emergency,  assistance 
and  advice.  The  resources  of  the  trained  technical  staff  and  the 
media  kitchen  of  the  Medical  School  Laboratory  has  furnished 
the  culture  material  thus  relieving  the  Hospital  of  an  ordinarily 
costly  laboratory  division. 

In  addition  to  the  Director  of  the  Laboratory  there  is  a 
resident  bacteriologist,  two  technicians,  and  additional  help 
for  cleaning  and  sterilizing  glassware,  for  care  of  animals,  etc. 

The  work  of  routine  nature  carried  on  in  the  Laboratory 
may  be  divided  into  Bacteriology,  Immunology,  Clinical 
Pathology,  Chemistry,  and  Laboratory  Supplies. 

During  the  year  1925  there  were  4,618  bacteriological  ex- 
aminations made.  In  1926  the  number  increased  to  6,421. 
Under  the  heading  of  Clinical  Pathology  there  were  made, 
during  the  year  1926,  more  than  2,470  examinations. 

The  Laboratory  keeps  in  its  refrigerators  and  supplies  the 
wards  with  vaccines,  therapeutic  sera,  tuberculin  and  other 
materials  used  in  various  diagnostic  tests. 

During  the  last  three  months  the  routine  chemistry  has  been 
done  in  this  laboratory  for  all  of  the  patients  in  the  hospital. 

Within  the  past  year  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  has 
planned  certain  alterations  in  the  individual  ward  laboratories 
which  have  been  made,  thereby  increasing  the  facilities  for  the 
House  Officers  and  the  Fourth-Year  Medical  Students  who  per- 
form certain  routine  laboratory  examinations  of  the  patients. 
In  addition  to  this  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  now  makes 
up  and  supplies  the  reagents  used  in  the  ward  laboratories  at 
a  considerable  saving  in  cost  to  the  hospital  over  the  former 
plan  of  purchasing  these  reagents  from  commercial  chemists.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  a  larger  number  of  chil- 
dren than  before  were  referred  for  some  form  of  physiotherapy 
treatment  in  the  wards,  the  average  number  of  treatments  per 
patient  was  slightly  less  than  in  1925.  This  seems  the  natural 
result  of  the  innovation  of  having  a  special  physiotherapy 
worker  at  the  Convalescent  Home.  It  is  no  longer  necessary 
to  keep  hospital  beds  occupied  by  patients  requiring  this  form 
of  treatment  for  as  long  a  period  as  before,  now  that  the  work 
can  be  continued  at  Wellesley.  The  individual  child  actually 
receives  a  longer  period  of  expert  care  at  this  critical  period 
following  his  illness  or  operation,  and  the  success  of  the  work 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  it  became  necessary  to  increase  the

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number  of  visits  made  to  Wellesley  by  the  physiotherapist, 
from  three  to  five  times  a  week  this  first  year. 

There  was  a  definite  increase  in  the  number  of  treatments 
given  to  patients  registered  in  the  Orthopaedic  and  Surgical 
out-patient  clinics. 

The  routine  of  the  Scoliosis  and  Posture  clinic  has  continued 
as  before,  with  the  assistance  of  students  from  the  Boston  School 
of  Physical  Education. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Graduate  School  of  the  Harvard 
Medical  School  has  been  continued,  and  physical  education 
teachers  and  nurses  taking  a  six  months  physiotherapy  course 
have  served  as  student  assistants  throughout  the  year.  The 
intensive  summer  course  draws  pupils  from  all  over  the  country, 
in  spite  of  the  opening  of  training  centers  in  other  places. 
The  required  course  in  massage  was  given  to  pupil  nurses  in 
the  Training  School. 

Just  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  department  was  asked  to  be 
responsible  for  supervising  a  new  clinic  in  Light  Therapy,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Wyman.  A  special  worker  has  been  en- 
gaged by  the  Hospital,  and  we  hope  to  be  of  service  in  demon- 
strating the  value  of  this  form  of  treatment. 
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Report   of  the   Harvard   Infantile 
Paralysis  Commission  Clinic 


THE  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  clinic  has 
now  finished  its  tenth  year.  Regular  clinics  with  the 
Commission  surgeon  in  attendance  are  held  on  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  mornings  at  the  Children's  Hospital 
where  quarters  are  generously  provided.  Follow  up  clinics  in 
greater  Boston  are  held  by  the  nurses  of  the  Community 
Health  Association  acting  in  cooperation  with  the  Commission. 
These  cases  report  to  the  hospital  clinic  at  regular  intervals 
for  re-examination,  apparatus  repairs  and  advice. 

In  Beverly,  Brockton,  Dedham,  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  Lowell 
North  Adams,  Quincy  and  Woburn  clinics  are  held  each  or 
every  other  week  by  one  of  the  Commission  workers;  and  once 
or  twice  a  year,  in  the  more  remote  centers,  an  all  day  clinic  is 
held  to  which  all  the  cases  of  that  district  are  brought  for 
examination  by  the  Commission  surgeon.  Urgent  cases  living 
outside  of  these  centers  are  visited  by  the  workers  in  their 
homes. 

All  operative  cases  are  sent  to  the  Children's  Hospital  wards 
and  when  discharged,  return  to  the  clinic  for  post-operative 
treatment. 

The  clinic  has  increased  its  service  as  a  teaching  clinic,  and 
the  affiliation  of  the  clinic  with  the  Graduate  Department 
of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  and  the  Orthopedic  Service  of 
the  Children's  Hospital  has  been  made  closer  by  the  assign- 
ment of  the  Orthopedic  House  Officers  to  the  clinic  for  train- 
ing and  experience  in  the  after  care  of  poliomyelitis  cases. 
Demonstrations  in  the  clinic  have  also  been  made  a  routine 
part  of  the  third  year  Medical  School  Student  Course. 

We  regret  very  much  the  resignation  of  Miss  Madeleine 
Harding  who  has  acted  as  Executive  Secretary  to  the  clinic  for 
four  years.  Her  work  has  been  taken  up  by  Miss  Janet  B. 
Merrill  and  Miss  Melba  Peterson. 
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The  clinic  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Community  Health 
Association  for  their  cooperation  in  visiting  cases,  and  to  the 
Red  Cross  and  Volunteer  Motor  drivers  for  their  help  in 
transporting  cases  to  and  from  the  clinic.  It  is  also  indebted 
to  those  generous  persons  whose  financial  contributions  have 
made  the  work  possible.  The  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis 
Commission  clinic  is  entirely  supported  by  funds  received 
from  the  yearly  appeal  to  the  public,  and  the  payments  made 
by  the  towns  in  which  regular  treatment  clinics  are  held.

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Report  of  Oto-Laryngological 
Department 


THE  past  year  has  brought  about  two  long  desired  improve- 
ments in  the  Otolaryngological  Department.  The  first 
of  these  is  a  modification  of  the  surgical  interneship 
whereby  each  surgical  house  officer  serves  a  special  period  of 
three  months  on  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  service,  during 
which  time  he  assists  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  clinics,  the 
operating  room,  and  the  special  ward  of  this  department.  As 
a  result  of  this  change,  the  work  is  greatly  facilitated  in  every 
way,  better  records  are  kept,  supervision  of  the  patients  and 
the  carrying  out  of  their  treatments  is  more  efficient  and 
much  former  friction  and  wasted  time  is  eliminated.  More- 
over, the  house  officer  himself  profits  by  his  responsibilities  and 
has  every  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  these  special 
cases  in  a  way  formerly  impossible,  and  thus  to  secure  training 
in  a  branch  of  children's  work  heretofore  unavailable.  A  further 
advantage  is  the  releasing  for  unhampered  work  on  the  Surgical 
Service  the  senior  interne  whose  former  duty  it  was  to  look 
after  the  otolaryngological  ward  in  the  limited  time  at  his 
disposal. 

The  second  great  step  of  progress  has  been  the  transference 
of  both  the  morning  and  afternoon  aural  and  tonsil  clinics  to 
a  location  in  the  outpatient  building,  remote  from  the  operating 
room.  It  has  long  been  felt  that  contagion  and  infection 
might  be  furthered  by  the  close  contact  between  the  operating 
room  and  outside  patients  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
there  will  be  a  reduction  in  this  menace  as  a  result  of  the  change. 
The  present  afternoon  tonsil  clinic  is  now  so  arranged  with 
additional  space  and  assistants  that  more  attention  can  be 
given  to  each  case  as  well  as  extra  time  for  special  investiga- 
tions when  indicated.  Such  changes  mean  primarily  greater 
safety  to  the  patients,  more  satisfactory  results  to  the  Hospital 
and  conservation  of  time  to  the  doctors. 
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The  special  ward  for  the  work  of  the  Department  has  con- 
tinued, throughout  the  year  to  run  at  almost  its  maximum  ca- 
pacity. There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
operations  for  mastoid  infection  and  its  complications,  the 
successful  outcome  of  most  of  these  being  a  cause  of  great 
satisfaction.  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  opera- 
tions for  sinus  infection,  some  of  which  have  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  investigation  of  causes  of  asthma  and  other 
medical  conditions  referred  from  the  general  wards. 

Among  the  most  recent  activities  of  the  past  year  has  been 
the  study  of  the  chronic  pulmonary  infection  known  as  bron- 
chiectasis. By  means  of  the  intra-bronchial  injection  of  an 
opaque  and  harmless  oil,  much  light  has  been  thrown  on  the 
X-ray  diagnosis  of  this  intractable  disease,  giving  rise  to  the 
hope  that  some  more  satisfactory  form  of  treatment  may  yet 
be  discovered.  Some  of  these  cases  have  been  apparently  bene- 
fited by  repeated  bronchoscopic  aspirations  and  instillations. 

Results  of  the  treatment  of  lye  strictures  of  the  esophagus  are 
proving  more  and  more  satisfactory.  The  care  of  these  cases, 
together  with  those  of  laryngeal  obstruction,  and  esophageal 
and  bronchial  foreign  bodies,  has  formed  an  important  part  of 
the  year's  work. 

Future  plans  for  expansion  look  forward  to  an  enlargement 
of  the  ward  and  increased  facilities  for  putting  the  patients 
out  of  doors  in  suitable  weather.  Plans  are  now  in  process 
for  increasing  the  staff  personnel  in  order  to  divide  the  entire 
service  into  three  periods  of  4  months  each,  during  which  time 
one  Assistant  Surgeon  under  supervision  of  the  Surgeon  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  ward  and  morning  clinic,  thus  leaving  the 
Surgeon  and  the  Associate  Surgeon  more  time  to  be  devoted 
to  the  investigation  of  special  problems,  heretofore  neglected 
because  of  the  demands  made  by  the  routine  work. 

Thus  it  appears  that  this  department  faces  the  prospect  of 
continued  growth  and  development,  limited  only  by  available 
space  and  the  amount  of  time  which  its  personnel  can  give  to 
the  many  problems  yet  to  be  solved.

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THE  duties  of  the  Pathological  Department  consist  mainly 
of  the  performance  of  post-mortem  examinations  and  the 
study  of  material  removed  from  the  living  by  the  surgical 
staff.  Its  privilege,  time  permitting,  is  the  conduction  of 
researches  based  upon  or  suggested  by  the  material  from  the 
two  sources.  Included  in  its  duties  are  the  making  of  careful 
records  and  the  proper  preservation  of  material  for  teaching 
and  for  future  study  and  analysis  by  any  qualified  person 
whether  or  not  connected  with  the  hospital.  Every  record  and 
every  preparation  obtained  by  the  examination  of  the  dead 
should  be  and  is  consecrated  to  the  service  of  advancing  medical 
knowledge  and  to  the  amelioration  of  suffering.  This  ideal  — 
though  rarely  expressed  —  is  the  ideal  of  pathologists  and  its 
support  Is  now  becoming  generally  recognized  as  an  obligatory 
function  of  a  hospital.  Its  support  involves  the  provision  of 
the  material  necessities  for  conducting  a  laboratory  and,  of 
greater  importance,  the  recognition  by  hospital  staff  and 
management  that  the  securing  of  permissions  for  post-mortem 
examinations  is  a  duty  of  prime  importance  second  only  to  the 
care  of  the  living. 

This  second  provision  is  frequently  not  considered  by  hos- 
pital trustees  as  one  to  be  enforced  as  an  obligation  incumbent 
to  their  office.  No  field  in  medicine  offers  greater  possibilities 
for  advances  in  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease  than  that 
covered  by  the  combined  Infants'  and  Children's  Services. 
Here  we  are  not  dealing  with  worn  out  or  age  deteriorated 
organs  but  with  bodies  with  great  recuperative  potentialities 
and  causes  of  disease  amenable  to  direct  methods  of  study. 

The  weekly  conferences  held  by  the  clinical  and  pathological 
staffs  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  and  discussing  the 
outcome  of  each  post-mortem  examination  has  served  to 
emphasize,  what  has  for  a  long  time  been  evident,  the  greater 
cumulative  value  of  information  gained  by  the  pathological 
studies  of  fatalities   in  early  life  as   compared  with  those  of 
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later  life.  Compared  with  experiences  in  hospitals  for  adults 
we  find  many  more  workable  problems  for  the  pathologist  and 
many  more  suggestions  for  therapeutic  measures  developing 
for  the  clinicians. 

The  interest  shown  in  these  conferences  by  the  clinical  staff 
has  been  very  stimulating  to  the  pathologist.  In  view  of  the 
extent  of  cooperative  researches  possible,  because  of  the  varied 
scientific  talents  available  in  the  existing  organization,  this 
interest  warrants  the  intimation  to  the  trustees  that  a  future 
development  should  be  the  enlargement  of  the  space  and 
staff  devoted  to  pathology.  For  the  present  their  attention  to 
the  value  of  post  mortem  studies  is  desirable.  The  following 
table  presents  the  trend  of  influences  in  the  matter  of  post- 
mortem examinations.  The  increase  from  the  Children's 
Service  is  commendable,  the  falling  off  from  the  Infant's 
Service  should  be  carefully  considered  because  the  total  per- 
centage of  post-mortems  from  the  two  services  is  below  that  of 
our  best  hospitals  for  adults.

The  smaller  number  of  surgical  specimens  sent  to  the  labora- 
tory in  1926,  275  as  compared  with  294  in  1925  probably  rep- 
resents merely  the  difference  in  volume  of  operative  work. 
During  the  last  year,  through  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the 
Superintendent,  increased  storage  space  and  an  additional 
work  room  have  become  available.  Nevertheless  the  quarters 
and  equipment  of  the  department  fall  below  the  standards  of 
the  Institution  in  other  respects. 
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The  Visiting  Pathologist  has  clearly  in  mind  the  problems  of 
financing  and  manner  of  utilization  of  funds  of  an  Institution 
supported  by  private  subscriptions.  Through  the  affiliation 
with  the  Medical  School  the  cost  of  the  pathological  depart- 
ment is  a. small  fraction  of  that  usual  in  hospitals  with  an  equal 
volume  of  work,  a  fact  which  supports  the  suggestion  that 
future  developments  should  be  encouraged  for  the  benefit  of 
progress  in  the  understanding  of  diseases  of  early  life. 


Changes  in  the  Staff 

Dr.  Monroe  J.  Schlesinger  succeeded  Dr.  Henry  Pinkerton 
as  resident  pathologist  on  July  I,  1926. 
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TO  this  department  are  referred  all  cases  which  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  Out-Patient  Department  with  a  vaginal 
discharge  of  any  kind  or  which  acquire  such  a  discharge 
during  their  stay  in  the  Hospital.  During  the  year  1926,  no 
cases  of  gonorrheal  vaginitis  were  seen  which  had  acquired 
the  disease  during  their  stay  in  the  Hospital.  All  were  Out- 
Patient  cases.  All  cases  treated  are  followed  for  one  year 
from  the  time  they  are  discharged  as  cured.  The  Social  Service 
is  of  great  help  in  following  these  cases  in  their  homes  and  in 
bringing  in  other  female  children  in  the  family  for  examination. 
All  true  cases  of  gonorrhea  are  reported  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health.

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THE  dental  department  has  grown  far  beyond  expectations 
and  the  full  dental  staff  has  been  kept  active. 

There  were  236  new  cases  admitted  with  a  total  of  762 
visits.  The  department  operated  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
morning,  emergency  cases  being  cared  for  immediately  upon 
request.  The  work  of  the  general  clinic  included  the  extrac- 
tion of  several  hundred  carious  and  abscessed  teeth  and  roots, 
prophylaxis,  fillings  of  cement  and  amalgam,  treatment  of 
pulpitis,  stomatitis,  Vincent's  Angina,  necrosis,  osteomyelitis 
and  fractures  of  the  maxillary  bones.  A  special  clinic  for 
rendering  orthodontic  treatment  for  cleft-palate  children  was 
started  and  most  satisfactory  progress  in  a  few  cases  has  been 
made.  It  is  too  early  to  report  completed  results.  The  marked 
improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  many  of  the  children 
after  their  teeth  have  been  properly  cared  for  is  most  gratifying 
and  conclusively  proves  the  importance  of  a  clean,  healthy 
mouth.  The  department  is  indebted  to  the  Social  Service 
department,  the  Harvard  Dental  School  and  the  Forsyth 
Dental  Infirmary  for  their  kind  co-operation. 
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AN  attempt  has  been  made  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
department,  along  lines  developed  by  Dr.  Liebman, 
with  as  little  break  in  the  continuity  as  possible. 

During  the  year  1926,  more  cases  were  radiographed  than 
in  any  previous  year,  although  there  was  a  slight  falling  off 
in  the  number  treated.  Thus,  we  see  an  ever  increasing  re- 
liance on  X-Ray  diagnosis,  but  it  is  only  through  close  co- 
operation with  the  clinicians  that  this  department  can  be  of 
most  value.  The  proper  interpretation  of  Roentgen  findings 
depends  not  alone  on  the  shadows  seen  but  also  on  a  knowledge 
of  the  clinical  course  of  the  patient.  Therefore,  certain  im- 
provements are  advocated  to  facilitate  closer  contact  with  the 
wards  and  better  service  for  the  Out  Door  Department. 

A  portable  unit  has  been  added  by  the  Infants'  Hospital, 
which  is  proving  of  great  value  in  cases  that  are  too  sick  to  be 
moved  to  the  main  laboratory. 

The  department  is  fortunate  in  having  the  continued  service 
of  Miss  Peretti.

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EXACTLY  a  year  ago  the  Social  Service  Department  began 
a  new  experiment  the  development  of  which  is  of  suf- 
ficient interest  to  constitute  the  major  part  of  this  year's 
report. 

For  some  time  Dr.  Crothers  had  felt  the  need  of  a  social 
worker  with  special  Psychiatric  training  to  assist  the  Neuro- 
logical Service  in  the  study  and  adjustment  of  some  of  the 
behavior  problems  for  which  The  Children's  Hospital  has 
shown  itself  a  most  fertile  field.  This  is  true  regardless  of  the 
economic  status  of  the  family,  for  children  are  brought  to  us 
from  different  parts  of  the  state,  —  and  in  fact  from  all  over 
New  England  because  parents  regard  the  hospital  as  an  au- 
thority on  all  disorders  of  childhood.  Furthermore,  the  value 
of  this  same  type  of  aid  has  been  amply  demonstrated  in  the 
general  medical  clinic  and  on  several  House  services,  —  in 
cases  of  disciplinary  difficulty,  —  faulty  habits  and  other 
problems  where  the  mother's  chief  needs  are  assistance  in  child 
training  and  the  promotion  of  the  patient's  mental  health. 
To  the  parents  these  problems  are  just  as  vital  as  if  physical 
disease  existed,  —  and  involve  situations  which  will  persist 
and  become  more  tangled  if  adequate  measures  for  help  are  not 
taken. 

Miss  Wirt's  results  during  the  past  year  have  shown  the 
importance  of  close  medical  supervision  combined  with  some 
of  the  simpler  methods  of  Mental  Hygiene  treatment,  — 
particularly  so  in  some  of  the  cases  where  physical  disease 
and  behavior  disorder  were  closely  interlocked.  For  example, 
some  heart  cases  presented  difficulties  in  management  so  great 
that  specialized  instruction  to  the  mother  was  advisable  and 
yet  reference  to  an  isolated  Behavior  Clinic  was  impracticable 
and  probably  unwise,  as  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
heart  condition  at  all  times  was  essential.  In  the  same  way 
certain  diabetic  children  needed  help  from  the  Mental  Hygiene 
standpoint.     Someone   had   to   take   the   time   to   understand 
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what  was  going  on  in  the  minds  of  these  patients  and  take 
pains  to  change  their  attitude  and  secure  their  cooperation  in 
maintaining  the  necessary  diet  conditions. 

There  are  other  cases  in  which  it  is  hard  to  differentiate 
between  organic  and  functional  disturbances.  A  very  in- 
teresting type  of  case  under  this  classification  frequently  re- 
ferred to  the  social  worker  on  the  service  is  that  of  cyclic 
vomiting.  A  child  with  this  difficulty  can  be  placed  under 
observation  on  the  ward  and  thoroughly  gone  over  from  a 
physical  standpoint  and  at  the  same  time  the  environmental 
situation  can  be  looked  into  and  attitudes  studied.  Frequently 
injudicious  feeding,  —  an  over  solicitous  mother,  —  and  a  very 
sensitive  child  craving  attention  have  been  found  to  be  im- 
portant factors.  A  set  of  these  cases,  —  too  long  to  be  in- 
cluded in  this  report,  —  and  showing  excellent  end  results  in 
combined  treatment  is  about  to  be  published. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  which  have  needed  medical  care  and 
supervision  as  well  as  study  from  the  behavior  standpoint, 
were  those  children  mentioned  in  the  introduction,  who  have 
been  brought  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  because  the 
parents  look  to  the  hospital  for  authoritative  advice.  Many 
of  these  have  presented  problems  of  faulty  feedings,  poor 
sleeping  habits,  night  terrors,  enuresis,  thumb  sucking,  fears 
and  poor  discipline,  —  disturbances  which  have  been  handled 
by  the  physicians  with  the  help  of  the  Psychiatric  social  worker. 
Others  have  needed  more  highly  specialized  treatment  and 
have  been  studied  in  the  nerve  clinic,  —  while  the  most  com- 
plex problems  have  been  referred  to  specialized  hospitals  and 
clinics.  Certain  cases  are  referred  to  the  Psychopathic  Hos- 
pital for  psychometric  tests,  and  when  advisable  are  transferred 
there  for  treatment,  —  and  a  small  group  of  children  have 
been  referred  to  the  Judge  Baker  Foundation  for  careful 
personality  studies.  Furthermore,  close  cooperation  has  been 
secured  with  the  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  the 
child  placing  agencies  and  the  habit  clinics. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  year  the  develop- 
ment of  private  case  work  has  increased,  —  and  that  the 
Psychiatric  social  worker  has  been  called  upon  by  our  medical 
staff  to  study  behavior  problems  in  the  homes  of  their  private 
patients  in  order  to  secure  data  by  an  impartial  observer 
trained  in  child  psychology.  Not  only  is  her  technique  and 
understanding  of  personality  at  the  service  of  the  physician,  — 
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but  also  her  resources,  —  her  knowledge  of  various  schools, 
camps  and  vacation  facilities,  —  and  through  her  own  ex- 
perience just  what  school,  camp  or  person  will  fill  the  psycho- 
logical need  of  a  particular  problem  child. 

In  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  we  have  tried  the 
experiment  of  placing  one  of  our  staff,  Miss  Emery,  at  a  clinic 
desk  to  make  a  contact  with  each  patient  and  to  better  ascer- 
tain the  types  of  cases  coming  to  the  Clinic,  —  their  needs,  and 
how  the  Out-Patient  and  Social  Service  Departments  can  best 
work  together  in  solving  them.  In  this  way  we  have  sifted 
out  more  effectively  the  real  social  cases  from  the  great  mass 
which  can  be  followed  medically  and  socially  from  within  the 
Clinic. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  growth  of  the  Clinic  has 
made  it  very  essential  for  careful  selection  of  cases.  Our 
present  scheme  helps  to  govern  the  selection  intelligently  and 
at  the  same  time  tends  to  add  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  Medical 
Out-Patient  Service  by  establishing  a  relationship  with  all 
patients. 

In  January  1926  The  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity 
Fund,  Incorporated,  generously  allotted  the  Department  an 
appropriation  of  $500  for  therapeutic  relief.  This  has  been 
used  for  apparatus,  —  transportation,  —  insulin,  —  glasses,  oc- 
cupational supplies,  medical  emergency  relief  and  special  con- 
valescence.    We  were  able  to  assist  120  children  in  this  manner. 

We  also  continue  to  owe  much  to  Mrs.  Irving  Solby  whose 
enthusiasm  in  providing  us  with  a  fund  for  transportation  of 
children  is  unflagging. 

During  the  year  1,537  families,  —  1,139  °f  them  new,  —  were 
known  to  the  Department,  —  and  a  total  of  4,548  visits  were 
made  in  their  behalf.

During  the  year  there  have  been  several  additions  to  the 
staff.  A  graduate  head  nurse  for  one  of  the  orthopedic  wards 
has  been  appointed  and  an  assistant  night  supervisor  for  the 
Infants'  Hospital.  Her  especial  responsibility  is  the  care 
of  the  babies  in  the  premature  ward.  The  decrease  in  the 
mortality  of  these  babies  who  require  a  highly  specialized  type 
of  nursing  is  undoubtedly  due  in  part  to  the  care  that  they 
can  now  be  given  during  the  night  as  well  as  in  the  daytime. 
A  new  position  in  the  operating  room  has  recently  been  es- 
tablished, that  of  instructor  in  operating  room  technique. 
This  fills  a  long  felt  need  as  it  not  only  insures  better  super- 
vision for  the  student  nurses  but  also  better  assistance  for  the 
surgeons.  A  further  addition  to  the  staff  is  a  graduate  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  Nurses'  Infirmary. 
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The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  School  is  a  little  less 
than  it  was  last  year  at  this  time.  The  decrease  is  due  to  an 
unusually  large  number  of  withdrawals  from  varying  causes, 
and  the  admission  of  a  smaller  class  than  usual  in  January. 
Thirty-seven  students  were  admitted  in  September  which  is 
the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  school.  As  these  students 
have  not  yet  completed  the  preliminary  course  given  at  Sim- 
mons College  and  will  not  be  ready  to  go  on  duty  in  the  wards 
until  February,  there  has  been  a  rather  acute  shortage  of 
nurses  during  the  past  month  and  it  has  been  necessary  to 
supplement  the  staff  with  several  graduate  nurses  on  floor  duty. 

Three  radical  changes  have  been  made  during  the  year 
which  affect  the  practical  experience  and  necessitate  some 
adjustment  of  the  course  of  study.  Heretofore  the  students 
have  been  on  duty  in  the  hospital  every  other  week-end 
during  the  preliminary  course  but  it  has  seemed  best  to  reduce 
this  practice  period  to  two  hours  each  week  as  the  average 
student  can  not  successfully  carry  such  a  heavy  program. 
The  second  change  of  importance  is  the  extension  of  the  af- 
filiating course  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  for  ex- 
perience in  adult  medical  and  surgical  nursing  from  four  to 
six  months.  The  third  new  development  is  an  affiliation  with 
the  Free  Hospital  for  Women  for  a  month's  experience  in  the 
operating  room. 

This  increase  in  the  amount  of  time  given  to  adult  nursing 
was  necessitated  by  a  change  in  the  requirements  made  by  the 
Boards  of  Registration  of  Nurses  in  Massachusetts  and  New 
York  for  nursing  schools  connected  with  children's  hospitals. 
Although  children's  hospitals  may  offer  experience  in  the 
nursing  of  medical,  surgical  and  orthopedic  patients,  it  is  con- 
fined to  a  limited  age  group,  usually  ranging  from  birth  to 
twelve  years  —  The  Boards  of  Registration  feel,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public,  that  all  nurses  should  be  given  a  certain 
amount  of  basic  training  with  patients  of  all  ages.  This 
School  has  been  registered  in  Massachusetts  and  in  New  York 
for  many  years.  To  have  failed  to  meet  the  new  requirements, 
even  though  they  do  involve  somewhat  radical  changes,  would 
have  meant  to  future  graduates  of  the  School,  the  loss  of  the 
privilege  and  benefits  of  state  registration  and  membership  in 
the  state  and  national  nursing  organizations. 

The  affiliation  started  the  latter  part  of  1925  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  has  been  continued  through

the  year.  Six  students  have  been  given  the  opportunity  to 
take  the  two  months'  course  offered  there  and  have  found  it 
very  interesting  and  valuable  because  cases  of  diseases  of  the 
eye  are  not  admitted  to  this  hospital.  The  number  of  appli- 
cations for  the  elective  course  in  public  health  nursing  is  in- 
creasing each  year  which  indicates  a  growing  interest  in  this 
field. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Sherrill  a  Baccalaureate  Service 
for  the  graduating  class  was  arranged  again  at  Trinity  Church. 
The  graduating  exercises  were  held  on  March  26th  and  the 
address  of  the  evening  was  given  by  Rev.  Alfred  C.  Church. 
In  the  Class  of  1926  was  the  first  student  to  graduate  from  the 
five-year  course  which  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  School 
of  Public  Health  Nursing  of  Simmons  College.  She  received  a 
diploma  in  nursing  from  this  School  and  from  the  College  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  a  certificate  in  public  health 
nursing. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  what  the  members  of  this  class 
have  been  doing  since  graduation.  Five  are  head  nurses  at 
this  hospital  and  ten  are  holding  other  institutional  positions. 
Seven  are  doing  private  nursing  and  six  have  become  public 
health  nurses.  One  has  married  and  one  has  gone  to  France 
and  is  nursing  in  the  Children's  Hospital  at  Neuilly. 

Esther  Plummer  Balentine,  another  member  of  this  class 
died  of  pneumonia  shortly  after  graduation.  Miss  Balentine 
held  the  affection  and  respect  of  all  those  who  had  been  associ- 
ated with  her.  It  was  her  desire  to  devote  her  life  to  missionary 
work  in  the  foreign  field  as  soon  as  she  could  prepare  herself 
for  this  service.  As  a  loving  tribute  to  her  memory  her  class- 
mates have  furnished  a  room  in  the  Nurses'  Infirmary.

I.  It  extends  to  children,  -not  over  twelve  years  of  age, 
medical  and  surgical  treatment,  without  regard  to  sex,  creed, 
race  or  color. 

II.  Prospective  physicians  and  surgeons  are  taught  and 
trained  each  year  in  the  special  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery 
relating  to  children. 

III.  It  conducts  a  School  of  Nursing  which  has  an  enroll- 
ment of  120  pupils.  This  school  graduates  25  competent  nurses 
trained  in  the  care  of  children  each  year. 

It  maintains  in  its  general  wards  176  beds.  In  these  beds, 
5,629  children  were  cared  for  in   1927. 

In  its  Out-Patient  Department  there  were  treated  14,144 
new  cases,  with  a  total  of  57,153  visits,  against  51,818  in 
1926. 

Through  its  Social  Service  Department,  4,631  outside  visits 
were  made  in  following  up  cases  discharged  from  the 
Hospital. 

It  maintains  clinics  for  special  groups  of  diseases,  and  the 
correction   of    faulty   postures   and   deformities. 

Infants  and  children  are  vaccinated  against  Small  Pox. 
They  are   protected   from   Diphtheria. 

It  aims  to  keep  children  well  through  its  Well  Baby  Clinic, 
its  Nutrition  Clinic  and  its  clinic  for  Rickets. 

Through  its  Appointment  System  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, it  saves  mothers  from  waiting,  lessens  the  danger 
from   infection   and   renders  better   medical   care. 

Forty-six  rooms  are  available  for  Private  Patients  wherein 
accommodations  for  mothers  can  be  secured. 

It  conducts  research  in  the  preventative  aspects  of  diseases.

THE  general  public  is  inclined  to  look  upon  The  Children's 
Hospital  as  a  refuge  to  which  sick  children  may  be  sent, 
and  to  measure  the  accomplishments  of  the  institution  by 
the  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  course  of  the  year.  These 
figures  are  to  be  seen  under  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Staff, 
but  they  represent  only  a  fraction  of  the  work  accomplished  by 
the  Hospital. 

In  1869  when  the  Hospital  opened  with  twenty  beds,  the  in- 
corporators defined  the  objectives  of  the  Hospital  in  three  short 
paragraphs  of  the  By-Laws: 

/.      The  surgical  treatment  of  sick  children. 
II.      Instruction  in  the  diseases  of  children. 
III.      Instruction  of  young  women  in  the  duties  of  nurses. 

A  fourth  aim,  implied  but  not  explicitly  stated,  is  the  careful 
study  of  diseases  as  they  occur  in  children.  No  one  who  reads 
the  papers  written  by  the  first  members  of  the  Staff  can  fail  to 
realize  that  this  duty  was  enthusiastically  pursued  from  the  very 
beginning,  and  it  has  benefited  children  all  over  the  world. 

The  teaching  of  students,  nurses  and  doctors,  and  research 
into  the  causes  of  disease  are,  however,  not  separable  from  the 
adequate  care  of  patients. 

They  increase  in  generous  measure  the  ability  of  the  Staff  to 
give  proper  care  to  the  patients  for  whom  the  Hospital  makes 
itself  responsible.  Adequate  teaching  and  productive  research 
increase  even  more  generously  the  value  of  the  Hospital  to  the 
welfare  of  children  at  large. 

The  more  doctors  and  nurses  who  can  be  trained  at  the  in- 
stitution, and  who  then  go  to  other  communities,  the  more 
will  be  the  children  who,  though  they  never  come  near  the 
Hospital,  will  indirectly  benefit  by  the  teaching  and  research 
which  the  Hospital  is  conducting. 
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MANAGER'S  REPORT 

Obviously  there  is  a  limit  to  the  beds  a  hospital  may  have 
available  and  there  is  a  limit  to  the  numbers  who  can  receive 
proper .  care  in  an  Out-Patient  Department.  This  limit,  in  so 
far  as  this  Hospital  is  concerned,  is  in  sight  though  by  no 
means  reached. 

There  is,  however,  no  limit  to  the  extension  of  the  service 
of  the  Hospital  through  its  well-earned  reputation  as  a  centre 
for  sound  education  and  profitable  research. 

The  educational  value  of  a  well  conducted  hospital,  which 
from  the  start  has  sent  out  a  steady  stream  of  doctors  and 
nurses  equipped  to  give  wise  care  to  sick  children,  is  obvious. 

It    is,    of  course,    evident    that    dietiticians,    physiotherapists, 
social  service  workers,  laboratory  technicians  and  other  groups 
share  in  the  work  of  the  hospital  and  go  out  to  help  other  insti- 
tutions and  other  communities.    These  workers  are  integral  parts 
of  a  modern  hospital  staff. 

The  Hospital  is  most  fortunately  placed  in  that  the  great 
laboratories  and  the  skilled  scientists  of  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  and  of  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  are 
closely  associated  with  us.  Some  of  the  workers  who  are  techni- 
cally under  the  control  of  the  Medical  School  or  of  the  Com- 
mission spend  the  major  part  of  their  time  in  the  Hospital  and 
members  of  our  own  Staff  devote  much  of  their  time  to  teach- 
ing in  the  School.  In  every  way  this  continuous  and  generous 
co-operation  helps  the  Hospital  to  meet  its  obligations  since  it 
makes  it  possible  to  train  better  doctors  and  nurses  and  so  con- 
tributes to  the  welfare  of  sick  children  everywhere. 

Those  responsible  for  the  Hospital  realize  that  considerably 
increased  facilities  in  space,  money  and  personnel  should  be  de- 
voted to  the  scientific  side  of  the  institution,  so  that  a  better 
balanced  and  more  effective  service  can  be  available. 

To  accomplish  this,  a  rearrangement  of  space  as  now  allo- 
cated to  the  various  departments  is  desirable,  and  the  removal 
from  valuable  space  in  the  Hospital  Buildings  to  new  quarters 
outside  the  Hospital  of  such  departments  as  the  laundry, 
building  attendants,  etc. 
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At  the  same  time  adequate  provision  must  also  be  made  to 
house  the  nurses  under  one  roof.  They  are  now  crowded  into 
separate  buildings  unsuitable  for  them,  but  much  needed  for 
other  purposes. 

For  example,  we  now  care  for  the  children  with  paralysis  of 
various  types  as  best  we  may  in  crowded  rooms  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  For  many  reasons  a  specially  equipped 
building  is  desirable.  Proper  quarters  could  be  had  by  convert- 
ing the  present  Laundry  Building  into  a  modern,  specially 
equipped  physiotherapy  building  where  children  crippled  by 
paralysis,  etc.,  could  be  given  the  most  up  to  date  treatment  and 
the  best  possible  chance  of  recovery  to  normal.  Additional 
ward  beds  to  meet  the  needs  of  special  cases  could  be  arranged 
in  floors  now  occupied  by  attendants. 

Other  Departments  are  urgently  needing  more  space,  but 
fortunately  the  Hospital  was  constructed  with  vision  and  fore- 
sight so  that  the  suggested  changes  can  be  easily  made,  by  a  gen- 
eral re-arrangement  and  provided  buildings  can  be  erected  near- 
by for  the  housing  of  those  departments  or  attendants  who  are 
now  occupying  valuable  hospital  space. 

The  duty  of  the   Board  of  Managers  is  obvious: — 

To  conduct  the  Hospital  for  the  very  best  interests  of  the 
science  of  children's  care;  to  carry  out  to  the  fullest  extent 
the  objects  for  which  the  institution  was  founded  59  years  ago, 
and  to  lay  before  the   public  the  essential  needs  as  they  arise. 

Progress  is  essential  and  the  demands  of  progress  must  be 
answered,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  public  will  understand  and  be 
anxious  to  respond. 

The  future  of  the  Hospital  is  in  the  hands  of  the  public 
which  it  serves  and  to  which  it  belongs.

Every  effort  is  made  to  make  it  homelike  for  the 
children  and  convenient  for  parent  (or  adult)  who  may  oc- 
cupy the  same  .room  with  the  child  without  extra  charge. 
Parents  have  a  special  dining  room  in  which  to  get  their 
meals  at  moderate  prices. 

The    ward    offers    special    facilities   and   trained   care   to   be 
found  only  in  a  hospital  devoted  to  the  care  of  children.

Compared  with  the  year  1926 — the  admissions  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Hospital  show  a  gain  of  486,  the  new  cases  treated  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department  show  a  gain  of  853,  and  the  total 
visits  show  a  gain  of  5,335. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  an  epochal  gain  in  the 
facilities  of  the  hospital  for  the  study  of  disease  and  to  evaluate 
the  importance  of  the  newer  advances  in  diagnosis  and  therapy, 
thereby  determining  whether  they  are  ephemeral  or  whe.hrr 
they  are  to  become  permanent  in  the  best  medical  practice. 

An  entire  second  story  has  been  constructed  over  the  one-story 
laboratory  building,  and  the  outstanding  feature  of  this  exten- 
sion is  a  large  and  very  beautiful  room,  22  ft.  wide  by  3 1  ft. 
long,  known  as  the  "Laboratory  Study."  It  is  handsomely 
panelled  in  wood  and  furnished  for  relaxation  and  study. 

This  generous  gift  is  anonymous,  and  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  given  can  best  be  described  by  quoting  the  legend  on  the 
memorial  tablet  over  the  fireplace: 
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In  loving  memory  of 

Anne 

1918  —  1926 

"This  room  is  given  for  study 
and  for  reflection,  with  the  hope 
thereby  to  facilitate  discoveries 
helpful  to  the  healing  of  children." 

It  is  impossible  to  adequately  appraise  the  potential  fruitful- 
ness  of  this  gift,  nor  can  we  satisfactorily  state  our  gratitude  to 
the  vision  and  generosity  of  its  donors. 

The  remainder  of  the  new  story  provides  four  additional 
laboratory  rooms  splendidly  equipped  for  research  purposes. 

A  most  gratifying  feature  of  this  extension  is  that  not  only 
does  it  satisfactorily  increase  facilities  for  the  existing  under- 
takings of  the  hospital  group,  in  the  study  of  disease  of  nutri- 
tion, but  also  provides  equipment  for  development  of  other 
important  types  of  investigations,  notably  for  the  study  of  infec- 
tious diseases  and  diseases  of  the  blood.  We  may  note  here,  that 
the  rooms  for  these  new  purposes  were  scarcely  finished  before 
they  were  actively  in  use.  It  is  obviously  a  matter  of  immense 
gratification  that  the  Children's  Hospital  now  offers  a  complete 
equipment  for  the  study  of  the  various  types  of  disease  which 
outstandingly  obstruct  the  early  years  of  life. 

A  new  Lamp  Room  with  the  most  modern  equipment  has 
been  installed  in  the  quarters  formerly  occupied  by  the  Appliance 
Shop.  The  first  cases  were  admitted  for  treatment  on  November 
29,  1927,  and  the  following  types  of  conditions  have  shown 
most  encouraging  results: —  asthma,  malnutrition,  cervical 
adenitis,  chronic  sinus  infection,  rickets,  tuberculosis,  eczema, 
psoriasis,  and  mastoiditis.  The  work  has  been  definitely  organ- 
ized under  Dr.  Wyman,  with  Miss  Merrill  the  head  of  the 
Physiotherapy  Department  in  charge,  assisted  by  Dr.  Katsoff. 
Miss  Sullivan,  a  Children's  Hospital  graduate,  has  been  especially 
trained  in  giving  the  treatments,  and  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  including  the  Private  Ward,  are  definitely  benefiting 
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by  this  service.  The  lights  together  with  the  greater  part  of  the 
equipment  in  the  room  were  either  donated,  or  paid  for  out  of 
special  funds.  Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Osgood,  a  Diathermy 
machine  was  secured  for  similar  work  in  the  Orthopaedic  De- 
partment. 

The  receipts  of  the  Hospital  show  a  fairly  substantial  increase. 
This  is  due  in  some  measure,  especially  in  the  case  of  collections 
from  ward  patients,  to  the  newly  created  position  of  Credit 
Adjuster.  A  carefully  worked  out  plan  has  been  put  into 
effect  whereby  parents  of  all  children  admitted  to  the  wards  are 
interviewed  as  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Careful  investigation  is 
made  in  cases  where  it  is  felt  that  there  is  any  misrepresentation, 
and  by  knowing  the  circumstances  of  the  parents,  a  rate  of  pay- 
ment can  be  established  which  is  fair  to  the  hospital,  and  also 
fair  to  the  patient.  Seventy-eight  percent  of  the  patients 
treated  on  the  wards  were  admitted  as  Part-Pay  patients — and 
were  charged  rates  from  $1.00  per  week  up  to  the  regular  ward 
rate  of  $17.50.  Eighteen  percent  of  the  patients  paid  full  rate, 
and  four  percent  were  entirely  free. 

Extensive  increases  in  space  and  the  installation  of  new 
machinery  make  it  possible  for  the  X-ray  Department  to  amply 
meet  all  present  demands,  and  allows  for  a  healthy  growth  for 
a  number  of  years  to  come. 

A  large  power  ice  cream  freezer  with  ice  breaker  attached, 
donated  by  the  Brookline  Woman's  Club,  which  has  been  most 
generous  to  the  Hospital  on  many  occasions,  was  installed  in  the 
ice  room.  This  represents  a  great  labor-saving  item.  Two  new 
presses  were  purchased  for  the  Laundry  on  account  of  the  con- 
tinued increase  in  work.  Much  new  equipment  has  been  added 
from  month  to  month  throughout  the  wards  resulting  in  better 
comfort  for  the  patients  and  greater  economy  of  energy  and 
time.  Additional  beds  were  purchased  to  take  care  of  increased 
work  in  the  Throat  Department  making  the  capacity  of  the 
permanent  ward  18  beds.  The  tennis  courts  required  a  con- 
siderable expenditure  of  money,  but  the  recreation  they  afford 
to  both  nurses  and  doctors  is  felt  to  be  so  important,  and  the 
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work  was  done  so  well  that  the  expense  seems  amply  justified. 
Glazed  sash  has  been  installed  to  enclose  the  porches  between 
the  Administration  Building  and  Ward  I,  also  between  the 
operating  Room  and  Ward  IV.  This  was  very  much  needed, 
as  it  has  been  at  times  a  hardship,  during  inclement  weather,  to 
transport  patients  from  operating  rooms  and  X-ray  Department 
to  the  Wards. 

Dr.  James  S.  Stone  retired  as  Senior  Visiting  Surgeon  in  Sep- 
tember, and  Dr.  William  E.  Ladd  has  been  appointed  in  his 
place.  Dr.  Stone  will  still  be  on  our  Consulting  Staff,  and  his 
loyal  interest,  first  of  all  in  the  care  of  the  children,  and  in 
assisting  in  upholding  the  standards  of  the  hospital  has  always 
been  much  appreciated,  and  a  source  of  great  comfort  to  the 
Administration.  The  younger  men  looked  to  him  for  advice 
and  counsel,  and  he  gave  at  all  times  very  generously  of  his 
knowledge  and  skill,  for  the  many  years  he  was  connected 
with  the  Hospital. 

Miss  Mary  L.  Wakefield  for  six  years  Director  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  resigned,  and  Miss  Stella  Goostray  was  appointed 
to  take  her  place.  Full  credit  should  be  given  to  Miss  Wake- 
field for  her  good  work  and  unfailing  support  and  interest  in 
the  School  during  her  long  years  of  service.  Miss  Goostray  is 
an  alumna  of  the  Children's  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and 
her  valuable  knowledge  and  experience  will  be  a  great  con- 
tribution to  the  progress  of  the  School. 

A  new  procedure  is  the  appointment  of  a  Resident  Surgical 
Interne,  and  at  present  each  service  has  its  own  resident.  This 
is  of  great  assistance  in  the  efficient  running  of  the  wards  and 
is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  visiting  doctors. 

The  regular  graduate  nursing  staff  has  also  been  supplemented 
by  two  nurses,  one  to  have  charge  of  the  4th  floor  Permanent 
Throat  Ward,  and  one  to  assist  the  Night  Supervisor,  and  at 
the  same  time  have  the  special  responsibility  of  Ward  II. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  the 
year  1927  shows  an  increased  attendance  in  all  clinics.  Having 
closed  the  dental  clinic  to  Out-Patient  cases  and  limited  by  the 
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appointment  system  the  intake  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  depart- 
ment, this  showing  is  gratifying.  More  than  one-half  the 
increase  has  taken  place  in  the  Orthopedic  Department,  and 
otherwise  it  seems  to  be  generally  distributed. 

Miss  Marion  Shand  a  graduate  of  the  Children's  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  was  appointed  clinic  executive  in  the  Surgical 
and  Orthopedic  Departments  in  August. 

The  consolidation  of  the  Throat  department  with  the  Ear 
and  Nose  department  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  after- 
noons has  relieved  the  Medical  department  of  over-crowding 
and  greatly  improved  this  service.  The  demands  made  by  the 
community  for  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations  have  been  so  great 
that  it  was  necessary  to  inaugurate  the  appointment  system  in 
order  to  limit  this  clinic  to  the  point  where  good  work  could  be 
done. 

The  Medical  Clinic  did  not  fall  off  during  the  summer 
months  as  Dr.  Stuart,  in  spite  of  the  vacation  period,  was  able 
to  increase  the  Staff  so  that  the  usual  number  of  appointments 
could  be  made.  This  clinic  now  runs  exceedingly  well  and  its 
executives  are  improving  the  quality  of  the  work.  With  the  new 
laboratory  the  next  year  should  show  great  progress. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  a  splendid  group  of  vol- 
unteers to  assist  in  the  clinics.  Their  devotion  to  the  Hospital 
and  its  interests  is  most  laudable. 

A  new  and  successful  system  of  handling  ward  records  has 
been  inaugurated  in  the  Record  Room.  The  beginning  of 
medical  follow  up  for  the  Hospital  and  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment was  made  in  April,  and  2,205  requests  for  return  of  cases 
which  were  thought  to  be  medically  important  were  sent  out. 
Sixty  percent  responded  which  is  felt  to  be  somewhat  above  the 
usual  experience  with  this  type  of  follow  up.  The  teaching  of 
student  nurses  now  consists  of  twenty  hours  of  class  work  on  the 
preventive  aspects  of  nursing  and  twenty  hours  of  demonstra- 
tion and  conference  work  on  the  practical  nursing  side  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Forty  students  have  been  benifited  by 
this  course  of  study. 
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Detailed  information  regarding  the  School  of  Nursing  ap- 
pears in  the  report  of  its  Director.  The  Training  School  Com- 
mittee have  been  most  active,  and  the  routine  matters  have  been 
discussed  at  its  regular  meetings.  A  reduction  was  made  in 
the  tuition  fee  for  pupils  entering  the  school.  Graduation  Exer- 
cises for  a  class  of  thirty-two  pupils  were  held  on  April  29th 
and  diplomas  were  presented  by  our  President,  Mr.  Gardner, 
and  Bishop  Lawrence  was  the  speaker  of  the  evening.  The 
Baccalaureate  Service  was  held  at  Trinity  Church  on  the  Sun- 
day following  the  graduation,  and  Reverend  Mr.  Sherrill  gave 
a  very  inspiring  and  impressive  address  to  the  students. 

The  Private  Ward  has  had  a  very  successful  year,  and  has 
admitted   1,650  patients. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  had  several  changes  in 
personnel  and  the  addition  of  one  worker  which  now  provides  a 
worker  for  each  service.  A  total  of  4,631  visits  were  made, 
and  1,270  new  cases  were  carried,  and  the  department  has 
functioned  very  satisfactorily  and  efficiently. 

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  placed  on  the  assistance 
rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Convalescent  Home.  It  solves 
a  great  problem  by  caring  for  the  convalescent  patients,  and  in 
this  way  relieving  the  demand  for  beds. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Ladies  of  the  Welfare  Com- 
mittee for  their  kind  interest,  and  many  donations  received 
have  been  the  result  of  their  efforts.  The  Children's  Clubs 
which  attract  so  large  a  group  of  children,  not  only  interests 
them  for  the  present,  but  should  make  many  future  friends  for 
the  Hospital. 

The  yearly  per  capita  cost  of  raw  food  for  1927  amounted 
to  $.398  per  day,  and  an  average  of  441  special  diets  were  pre- 
pared each  month  for  the  children. 

The  Permanent  Charity  Fund  Incorporated  voted  special  sums 
of  money  from  the  income  of  the  Fanny  Wharton  Helping 
Fund  to  be  spent  towards  providing  special  nurses  for  critically 
ill  children  under  our  care,  whose  parents  were  unable  to  pay 
for  this  service.     Numerous  other  friends  of  the  Hospital  have

contributed  funds  for  special  purposes  and  the  Administration  is 
most  grateful  for  this  assistance.  These  funds  meet  special 
needs  which  arise  from  time  to  time  such  as  providing  splints, 
transfusions,  special  new  equipment,  individual  items  for  the 
children's  pleasure,  and  in  many  instances  relief,  which  other- 
wise would  have  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Hospital  is  deeply  indebted  and  owes  whatever  growth 
or  success  it  may  have  accomplished  to  the  generous  and  con- 
stant support  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  the  Attending 
Staff,  Resident  Staff,  Nurses,  Officers  and  Employees  who  have 
so  notably  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past 
year  we  acknowledge  our  sincere  gratitude.

In  reviewing  the  work  for  the  past  year,  it  is  encouraging 
to  note  the  splendid  enthusiasm  and  interest  shown  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Welfare  Committee  in  their  various  activities.  We 
have  welcomed  to  the  Board  six  new  members  whose  assistance 
has  been  most  helpful. 

The  working  arrangement  between  the  Welfare  Com- 
mittee and  the  ladies  of  the  Convalescent  Home  and  the 
Infants'  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  in  the  usual  manner. 

Through  the  joint  efforts  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  In- 
fants' Hospital  and  the  Welfare  Committee  the  presentation  of 
Titania's  Palace  to  the  public  was  given,  and  the  members  of 
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both  committees  did  their  utmost  to  make  the  showing  of  this 
exquisite  work  of  art  a  great  success. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  Ladies'  Dog  Club,  as  well 
as  to  Mrs.  Irving  Solby,  for  their  generous  aid  in  arranging 
benefits  for  the  hospital,  and  also  to  Mr.  Charles  Searle  for  the 
showing  of  Tony  Sarg's  Marionettes  to  the  children  in  the 
hospital. 

The  Department  of  Organizations  has  worked  most  effec- 
tively. .  Great  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  many  of  which  visited  the  hospital  and  sent  in 
donations  of  money,  toys  and  knitted  garments.  The  Milton 
Woman's  Club  donated  a  ward  truck,  and  the  Brookline 
Woman's  Club  through  the  Chairman  of  its  Public  Health 
Committee,  Mrs.  Frank  E.  Dunham,  gave  the  hospital  an 
electric  ice  cream  freezer  and  ice  chopper.  Also  one  of  their 
members,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Mills,  donated  a  Memorial  Bed.  To  this 
great  body  of  women  the  hospital  is  deeply  indebted.  Another 
large  group,  the  Children  of  the  American  Revolution,  donated  a 
Memorial  Bed  in  memory  of  the  founder  of  that  Organization. 

Seven  Children's  Hospital  Days  were  named  during  the 
year. 

Thanks  are  due  Mrs.  Maurice  J.  Curran  and  Mrs.  Donald 
Falvey  through  whose  generosity  the  hospital  has  been  equipped 
with  bedside  tables  and  chairs,  and  to  Mrs.  Francis  B,  Lothrop  we 
are  indebted  for  procuring  four  Alpine  Lamps  for  the  hospital. 

Our  Children's  Hospital  Club  Committee  has  indeed  ac- 
complished great  results.  There  are  now  19  clubs  supporting 
64  beds.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  succeeded  in  inter- 
esting the  Girl  Scout  Troops  throughout  Greater  Boston  in  her 
work,  and  through  an  arrangement  with  the  Chairman  of  our 
Speakers'  Bureau,  many  appointments  were  made  to  speak  be- 
fore the  Girl  Scout  Troops.  As  a  result  the  hospital  has  been 
the  recipient  of  a  novel  assortment  of  animals  made  out  of  oil- 
cloth such  as  blue  bunnies,  pink  hens,  green  ducks,  etc.  These 
animals  were  made  by  the  very  young  scouts  and  seem  to  have 
caught  the  fancy  of  the  little  sick  patients.  The  older  scouts 
have  donated  dolls,  scrap  books  and  toys,  and  to  each  Troop  we 
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have  sent  a  box  of  yarn  so  that  they  may  knit  for  the  hospital. 
To  Mrs.  James  J.  Storrow  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  giving 
us  the  opportunity  to  interest  that  great  organization  in  the 
hospital. 

Another  branch  of  our  Committee  which  deserves  special 
mention  is  our  Speakers'  Bureau  which  has  made  a  splendid 
record  this  year.  The  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  presented 
by  its  very  able  speakers  to  32  groups  of  clubs,  churches  and 
organizations  in  connection  with  the  showing  of  the  film  of 
the  hospital.  Great  credit  is  due  this  particular  group  for  their 
readiness  to  respond  to  every  demand  made  upon  them. 

Our  Annual  Donation  Day  for  the  parents  and  guardians 
of  the  ex-patients  was  very  successful.  We  have  received  not 
only  large  donations  of  yarn,  but  many  offers  from  women  to 
knit  for  the  hospital. 

Many  large  groups  of  women  have  been  invited  to  visit 
the  hospital  during  the  year.  They  were  conducted  through 
the  wards  and  afterwards  welcomed  by  our  Tea  Committee  in 
the  library  where  tea  was  served. 

We  have  been  greatly  impressed  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
Nurses  at  the  monthly  teas  given  in  their  honor  by  the  Ladies' 
Aid  and  the  Welfare  Committee,  and  we  are  looking  forward 
to  such  meetings  next  year.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Department 

For  the  Year  1927 


AS  may  be  inferred  from  the  number  of  patients  who  have 
been  admitted  to  the  wards  this  past  year,  namely  six 
hundred  and  fifty-two  (652),  as  contrasted  with  five 
hundred  and  seventy-five  (575),  for  the  year  1926,  the  present 
number  of  hospital  beds  have  been  in  use  continuously.  These 
beds  for  the  most  part  have  been  utilized  by  children  who  have 
presented  special  diagnostic  problems  and  for.  the  sick  who  have 
required  special  forms  of  therapy,  not  readily  obtainable  out- 
side the  hospital.  The  rendering  of  such  a  service  to  the  com- 
munity is  probably  as  great  as  that  which  would  result  from 
caring  for  double  the  number  of  patients  in  a  more  routine  way. 
I  should  also  like  to  point  out  that  there  has  been  a  notable  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  the  private  ward  beds,  three  hundred  and 
seventy-two  (372),  in  1927  as  against  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  (261),  in  1926.  As  it  has  long  been  the  aim  of  the 
hospital  to  provide  accommodations  for  all  classes  of  patients, 
it  should  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  hospital  to  learn 
of  this  general  use  of  the  facilities  offered  in  the  wards  and 
private  rooms. 

In  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  progress  may  be 
noted  in  the  system  organized  to  provide  more  complete  medical 
and  social  attention  to  every  patient.  In  carrying  out  these 
plans  the  number  of  patients  have  not  been  materially  limited  as 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  new  patients,  six 
thousand  and  forty-one  (6,041),  in  1926,  increased  to  six  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  forty-six   (6,346),  in   1927. 

One  interesting  fact  which  seems  to  be  a  direct  result  of  the 
appointment  system  is  the  reduction  of  contagious  cases.     Care- 
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ful  inquiries  are  made  by  the  clerk  answering  the  telephone  and 
when  the  symptoms  described  indicate  the  possibility  of  conta- 
gion the  family  is  referred  to  a  local  doctor  or  to  the  district 
physician.  During  the  recent  infantile  paralysis  epidemic,  many 
patients  in  the  quarantine  stage  were,  in  this  way,  prevented  from 
traveling  in  public  conveyances  and  coming  in  contact  with 
other  sick  children  in  our  Out-Patient  Department  waiting- 
room. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  an  epochal  gain  in  the 
facilities  of  the  hospital  for  the  study  of  disease  and  to  evaluate 
the  importance  of  the  newer  advances  in  diagnosis  and  therapy, 
thereby  determining  whether  they  are  ephemeral  or  whether 
they  are  to  become  permanent  in  the  best  medical  practices.  An 
entire  second  story  has  been  constructed  over  the  original  one 
story  laboratory  building.  The  outstanding  feature  of  this 
extension  is  a  large  and  very  beautiful  room  which  is  to  be 
known  as  the  Laboratory  Study.  This  room  is  a  memorial  gift 
and  its  purpose  is  best  described  by  the  following  legend  on  a 
bronze  tablet  above  the  fireplace: 

In  Loving  Memory  of 

Anne 

1918—1926 

"This  room  is  given  for  study  and 
for  reflection  with  the  hope 
thereby  to  facilitate  discoveries 
helpful  to  the  healing  of  children" 

It  is  impossible  to  adequately  appraise  the  potential  fruit- 
fulness  of  this  gift  nor  can  we  satisfactorily  state  our  gratitude 
to  the  vision  and  generosity  of  its  donors.  The  remainder  of 
the  new  story  provides  four  additional  laboratory  rooms  splendid- 
ly equipped  for  research  purposes. 
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A  most  gratifying  feature  of  this  extension  is  that  not 
only  does  it  satisfactorily  increase  facilities  for  the  existing 
undertakings  of  the  hospital  group,,  in  the  study  of  diseases  of 
nutrition,  but  also  provides  equipment  for  development  of  other 
important  types  of  investigations,  notably  for  the  study  of  in- 
fectious diseases  and  diseases  of  the  blood.  We  may  note  here, 
that  the  rooms  for  these  new  purposes  were  scarcely  finished 
before  they  were  actively  in  use.  It  is  obviously  a  matter  of 
immense  gratification  that  the  Children's  Hospital  now  offers 
a  complete  equipment  for  the  study  of  various  types  of  disease 
which  outstandingly  obstruct  the  early  years  of  life. 

Whereas,  the  main  purpose  of  the  Children's  Hospital  has 
been  (and  always  should  be),  the  care  of  the  sick,  it  is  equally 
its  function  and  privilege  through  its  research  activities  and 
teaching  to  contribute  to  the  advances  in  medicine.  Through 
these  avenues,  the  care  of  the  sick,  research  and  teach 
ing,  the  place  of  leadership  which  our  predecessors  have 
achieved  may  hope  to  be  maintained.  The  entire  medical  staff  is 
thoroughly  in  accord  with  the  action  taken  by  the  Managers  to 
look  into  the  future  and  by  their  endeavors  to  provide  for 
these  needs.

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Report  of  the  Surgical  Department 

1927 


THERE  have  been  several  changes  in  the  organization  of 
the  Surgical  Department  during  1927. 
Out-Patient  Department — The  changes  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  Out-Patient  Department  which  have  increased  the 
efficiency  with  which  patients  are  treated  are,  having  two  Visit- 
ing Surgeons  in  attendance  daily,  the  installation  of  the  Clinical 
Laboratory  which  has  improved  the  standard  of  the  work  and 
the  new  "follow-up"  system  carried  out  by  the  Social  Service 
Department. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment during  the  year  has  shown  an  increase  of  six  hundred  and 
three  in  the  whole  number  of  visits. 

There  were  one  hundred  more  patients  admitted  to  the 
Surgical  Wards  than  in  1926.  One  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  seventy-one  operations  were  performed  by  the  members  of 
the  Surgical  Staff  which  is  an  appreciable  increase  in  number 
over  former  years.  The  care  of  this  number  of  Surgical  cases 
is  all  that  the  capacity  of  the  Surgical  Wards  permits.  Many 
infants  and  children  with  afflictions  requiring  surgical 
care  have  to  be  turned  away  annually.  The  Surgical  Depart- 
ment feels  that  this  is  particularly  unfortunate  in  the  case  of 
the  smaller  children  and  infants. 

Staff  changes — During  the  past  year  a  Resident  Surgeon 
and  an  additional  House  Officer  have  been  added  to  the  House 
Staff.  This  is  an  important  advance  in  the  organization  result- 
ing in  greater  continuity  of  service. 

During  the  year  as  formerly  exchange  visits  have  been 
made  with  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  and  the  other  de- 
partments of  this  hospital. 

The  Visiting  Staff — Dr.  James  S.  Stone  resigned  as  Visit- 
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ing  Surgeon  on  September  1st,  1927  after  thirty  years  of  faith- 
ful service  to  the  hospital. 

Dr.  William  E.  Ladd  was  promoted  from  Associate  Visit- 
ing Surgeon  to  Visiting  Surgeon  and  Dr.  Charles  G.  Mixter  to 
Associate  Visiting  Surgeon. 

Dr.  Henry  T.  Hutchins  has  resigned  as  Gynecologist. 

Dr.  Gilbert  Horrax  has  served  as  Neurological  Surgeon 
during  the  past  year. 

Dr.  Henry  Hudson  Jr.  was  appointed  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  Dr.  Russell  L.  Jacobus  was  appointed  Resident 
Surgeon.

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Report  of  Orthopaedic  Department 

1927 


THE  organization  of  the  Orthopaedic  Department  which 
has  been  in  force  for  the  last  four  years  is  functioning 
satisfactorily.  The  weekly  ward  visits  attended  by  all 
the  orthopaedic  surgeons  continue  to  be  very  profitable.  A  new 
end  result  clinic,  attended  by  the  whole  staff  and  held  on  Sunday 
every  other  month,  has  been  established.  To  these  clinics  all 
the  cases  operated  upon  in  the  previous  year  are  requested  to  re- 
turn, in  order  that  the  success  or  failure  of  these  operations  may 
be  studied  and  notes  entered  on  their  hospital  records.  There 
has  been  a  most  general  response  on  the  part  of  the  patients  who 
return  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  entire  orthopaedic  staff 
are  present  and  an  opportunity  to  estimate  the  value  of  these 
operative  procedures  is  afforded  which  can  be  obtained  in  no 
other  way.  The  thought  and  time  which  Dr.  Morris  and  the 
Resident  Teaching  Fellow  have  expended  on  this  new  clinic 
have  been  fully  justified.  Better  judgment  is  acquired  and  mis- 
takes avoided.  The  results  show  general  betterment  in  function 
and  the  patients  seem  grateful. 

Over  450  more  new  cases  have  been  seen  in  the  Out- 
Patient  in  1927,  and  the  total  number  of  visits,  larger  than  ever 
before  in  1926,  has  been  nearly  3,000  more  in  1927. 

Special  Clinics 

The  1927  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  created  an  acute  demand  for  ward  beds  for  cases 
just  over  the  acute  stage.  Early  treatment  is  extremely  im- 
portant and  only  by  this  trained  attention  can  deformities  be 
prevented.  A  ten  bed  ward  in  Building  5  was  set  aside  to 
meet  this  demand  and  has  been  continuously  full  of  these  ap- 
pealing cases  since  September. 
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Nearly  half  of  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infantile 
paralysis  reported  in  the  whole  State  have  been  seen  and  treated 
at  the  Children's  Hospital  and  most  of  these  are  at  present  under 
the  supervision  and  treatment  of  the  Clinic  of  the  Harvard 
Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  conducted  by  Dr.  Legg  of  the 
orthopaedic  staff  and  Miss  Merrill,  Director  of  the  Physio- 
therapeutic Department  of  the  Children's  Hospital.  The  service 
which  the  hospital  has  rendered  to  the  community  in  this  crisis 
has  been  a  very  real  service. 

The  special  clinic  in  lateral  curvature  of  the  spine  and 
faulty  posture  under  Dr.  Brewster  and  Miss  Merrill  has  been 
very  active. 

Teaching 

The  required  lectures  in  Orthopaedic  Surgery  delivered  to 
the  entire  third  year  class  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  have 
been  given  once  a  week  during  the  first  half  year  and  special 
section  clinics  are  given  to  the  students  from  nine  until  half 
past  eleven  every  other  day  throughout  the   whole  school  year. 

Post-graduate  students  who  have  held  surgical  interneships 
in  class  A  general  hospitals  provide  high  grade  orthopaedic  in- 
ternes. The  applications  for  this  course  exceed  the  number  of 
interneships  available.  Appointments  are  already  being  sought 
for  1930.  This  course  is  conducted  in  co-operation  with  the 
Harvard  Medical  School  and  the  Orthopaedic  Department  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

The  Resident  Teaching  Fellow  of  the  Orthopaedic  Service 
is  an  essential  unit  of  the  teaching  organization  and  serves  also 
as  the  executive  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

Research 

Dr.  Joseph  A.  Freiberg,  Orthopaedic  Interne,  in  addition  to 
his  regular  duties,  investigated  during  his  eight  months'  service 
certain  factors  in  the  causation  of  a  widespread  disease  of  the 
joints  known  as  chronic  arthritis.  He  carried  to  completion  a 
valuable  piece  of  research  which  is  soon  to  be  published  as  coming 
from  the  Children's  Hospital.  Dr.  John  G.  Kuhns,  the  Resi- 
dent Teaching  Fellow,  is  at  present  engaged  in  another  piece  of 
research  concerning  the  lymphatic  supply  of  joints,  which  has 
already  been  fruitful.     An  attempt  is  made  to  give  the   House 
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Officers  time  to  search  for  new  knowledge  as  to  the  causes  of 
disease  as  well  as  to  learn  the  practice  of  an  art. 
Changes  in  the  Staff 
The  only  change  in  the  staff  has  been  the  acceptance  of  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Llewellyn  Hall  who  has  accepted  a  position 
on  the  staff  of  the  Truesdale  Hospital  in  Fall  River. 

Miss  Hearsey  of  the  Social  Service  Department  assigned  to 
Orthopaedic  Surgery  has  resigned  and  been  replaced  by  Miss 
Marble,  who  brings  experienced  and  very  helpful  service  to  the 
department.  There  is  a  special  note  of  the  social  and  housing 
condition  of  all  the  important  House  cases  entered  on  each 
record.  This  is  proving  of  great  value  in  relation  to  the  dis- 
position of  discharged  cases  under  conditions  most  favorable  to 
their  recovery.  The  value  of  the  Social  Service  Department  to 
the  Orthopaedic  Department  in  follow-up  work  and  consolidat- 
ing health  gains  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 

Needs 
The  most  crying  need  of  the  Orthopaedic  Department  and 
we  believe  one  of  the  real  needs  of  the  whole  hospital  is  larger 
and  more  efficiently  arranged  space  for  its  growing  Phsyio- 
therapy  Department.  The  personnel  is  adequate,  highly  trained 
and  extremely  efficient.  Visitors  and  students  come  to  it  from 
all  over  the  world.  The  department  is  badly  handicapped  in  its 
present  crowded  and  makeshift  quarters. 

Paralysis  cases  will  continue  to  seek  treatment  at  the  hos- 
pital and  in  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  clinics. 
We  believe  this  type  of  treatment,  standardized  by  the  late  Dr. 
Robert  Lovett,  is  nowhere  else  as  efficiently  and  helpfully  ad- 
ministered. 

More  and  more  work  on  the  ward  cases  is  being  demanded 
by  all  departments. 

The  hospital  greatly  needs  a  new  building  where  the  muscle 
training,  the  neurological,  the  lateral  curvature,  the  posture  and 
the  growing  artificial  sunlight  clinics  can  be  adequately  housed 
and  properly  conducted.  The  public  is  becoming  familiar  with 
these  forms  of  treatment  and  convinced  of  their  great  value. 
They  should  respond  generously  to  an  appeal  to  meet  this  acute 
need.

DURING    the    past    year    a   second    story    has    been    added 
to  the  laboratory  building,  made  possible  by  a  generous 
gift    for    a    Laboratory    Study    and    an    appropriation    by 
the    Corporation    of    Harvard    College    for    additional    research 
facilities  for  the  Department  of   Pediatrics. 

This  addition  to  the  building  has  released  more  space  on  the 
first  floor  for  the  Hospital  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  which 
has  been  remodeled,  the  walls  of  one  room  plastered,  new 
desks  and  additional  needed  plumbing  installed,  resulting  in 
greatly  increased  facilities  for  work. 

PERSONNEL   OF   THE    LABORATORY 

The  term  of  Dr.  George  M.  Guest  as  Resident  Bacteriologist 
expired  July  1st,  1927  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  E.  N. 
Van  Ornum.  Miss  Julia  Stokes  resigned  during  the  year,  on 
account  of  sickness  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Marian  Sweet, 
A.B.,  M.S.,  who  in  addition  to  six  years'  practical  work  in 
Bacteriology,  took  an  M.S.  degree  at  Yale,  with  Bacteriology 
as  her  principal  subject. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Henry  E.  Gallup  completed  his 
Bacteriological  Pathological  service  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
David  W.  Sherwood.

THE  past  year  has  seen  a  marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  referred  and  in  the  number  of  treatments  given. 
All  branches  of  the  department — scoliosis,  physiotherapy, 
muscle  training,  tank,  and  teaching,  are  in  need  of  more  space,  or 
facilities,  to  carry  on  the  work.  On  one  day  a  week,  it  has  even 
been  necessary  to  limit  the  number  of  cases  received  from  the 
Out-Patient  clinics  to  a  number  that  could  be  cared  for  on  one 
table  in  a  corner  of  the  hall.  This  has  naturally  resulted  in  a 
smaller  number  of  treatments  being  given,  although  the  num- 
ber referred  was  greater  than  in  any  previous  year. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Com- 
mission workers,  the  tank  has  been  used  to  a  greater  extent  than 
before,  both  for  ward  and  for  out-patient  cases  of  recent  polio- 
myelitis. In  order  to  estimate  accurately  the  value  of  this  type 
of  treatment,  we  have  taken  other  cases  with  similar  paralysis 
who  have  been  receiving  the  usual  forms  of  treatment,  and  have 
made  a  careful  comparison  of  their  records  over  a  period  of 
several  months.  We  have  become  convinced  that  the  use  of  a 
tank  for  muscle  training  results  in  a  quicker  return  of  power 
in  many  cases.  A  larger  tank  with  suitable  dressing  rooms,  and 
a  special  orderly  and  attendant  are  necessary  if  this  work  is  to 
be  carried  on  properly. 

The  attendance  at  the  Scoliosis  and  Posture  clinic  has  in- 
creased. The  work  of  the  clinic  has  been  greatly  hampered  be- 
cause the  only  doctor's  examining  room  has  been  turned  into  an 
office  to  provide  space  for  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis 
Commission. 
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PHYSICAL  THERAPEUTICS 

The  Boston  School  of  Physical  Education  is  again  sending 
students  to  assist  in  giving  the  prescribed  exercises  to  the  scoliosis 
and  posture  cases  in  the  gymnasium.  Three  groups  of  students 
come  each  week,  and  give  their  services  in  return  for  the  ex- 
perience. Under  a  new  arrangement  with  this  School,  two 
groups  of  students  who  are  specializing  in  Physiotherapy,  were 
assigned  to  the  Children's  Hospital  for  periods  of  two  months, 
to  study  the  treatment  of  infantile  paralysis.  They  acted  as 
student  assistants  in  the  field  clinics  of'  the  Harvard  Infan- 
tile Paralysis  Commission,  and  in  the  main  clinic  at  the  Chil- 
dren's Hospital,  and  were  given  definite  instruction  along  with 
their  work.  These  same  students  are  also  spending  two  months 
in  the  Physiotherapy  Department  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
This  new  arrangement  is  interesting,  representing  as  it  does  an 
advance  in  the  teaching  of  Physiotherapy,  since  previously  it  has 
not  been  possible  for  students  in  a  three  year  physical  education 
school,  to  get  sufficient  clinical  training  to  make  them  ready  to 
continue  after  graduation  in  regular  Physiotherapy  work  without 
taking    further   courses. 

The  Department  continues  to  supervise  the  training  of  the  six 
months  Physiotherapy  students  from  Courses  for  Graduates, 
Harvard  Medical  School,  and  very  high  grade  student  assistants 
are  obtained  in  this  way.  The  attendance  at  the  short  summer 
course  was  so  large,  that  in  the  future  it  will  be  necessary  to 
limit  the  number  accepted. 

To  meet  the  changes  in  the  schedule  of  the  Nurses'  Training 
School,  five  courses  in  massage  have  been  given  the  student 
nurses. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  in  the  House  has  been 
the  opportunity  to  follow  along  the  cases  in  the  special  Polio- 
myelitis wards  with  different  forms  of  treatment.  A  new  effort 
has  been  the  attempt  to  teach  the  idea  of  good  posture,  to  the 
children  during  their  stay  in  the  Orthopaedic  wards.  This  has 
been  done  by  individual  instruction,  and  by  means  of  special 
games,  as  routine  classes  are  obviously  impossible.

The  first  year  of  the  Light  Therapy  clinic  as  a  separate  clinic, 
with  an  attending  physician  and.  a  nurse  in  charge,  has  been  very 
successful.  During  the  Spring,  the  treatments  were  given  by 
individual  lamps,  which  occasioned  long  periods  of  waiting  on 
the  part  of  the  patients.  The  installation  of  an  exposure  room 
with  overhead  lamps  and  ten  tables,  has  made  possible  the  treat- 
ment of  a  larger  number  at  one  time,  and  has  improved  the  situ- 
ation somewhat.  However,  the  steadily  increasing  attendance, 
and  the  fact  that  the  room  has  to  be  shared  with  other  clinics, 
makes  it   obvious  that  soon  there  will   not  be   proper  space.

Paralysis  Commission  Clinic 


THE    Harvard   Infantile    Paralysis   Commission    clinic   has 
finished  its  eleventh  year  and  continues  its  regular  hospital 
clinics  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  mornings  and 
a  special  treatment  clinic  on  Friday  afternoons. 

This  year  has  seen  another  large  epidemic  of  infantile  paraly- 
sis. There  have  been  1,195  cases  reported  in  the  State.  As  the 
majority  of  these  have  occurred  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State, 
the  work  in  the  infantile  clinic  has  greatly  increased.  The  size 
of  the  clinics  has  more  than  doubled,  although  practically  all  of 
the  actual  treatments  are  given  in  the  homes  of  the  patients  or 
in  treatment  clinics  held  in  the  towns  where  they  live. 

This  fall  we  increased  the  number  of  times  a  week  for  the 
using  of  the  tank  from  twice  a  week  to  four  times  a  week.  This 
has  made  it  possible  for  ward  cases  to  have  treatment  four  times 
a  week. 

On  request  of  the  Medical  Department,  the  very  recent  cases 
have  been  examined  in  the  medical  wards  and  splints  have  been 
applied  early  for  the  prevention  of  deformities. 

Much  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Community  Health 
Association  in  Boston  in  visiting  cases  in  their  homes  and  holding 
treatment  clinics  by  especially  trained  nurses. 

Treatment  clinics  have  continued  to  be  held  in  Beverly, 
Brockton,  Dedham,  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  Lowell,  North 
Adams,  Quincy  and  Woburn.  Beginning  1928  treatment 
clinics  will  also  be  held  in  Cambridge,  Ipswich,  Lynn,  Maiden 
and  Wrentham. 

As  a  teaching  clinic  the  work  has  continued  as  before. 
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A  ward  of  ten  beds  has  been  set  aside  especially  for  infantile 
cases  where  the  very  severe  cases  may  be  kept  under  constant 
supervision  and  daily  treatment  carried  out. 

The  clinic  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Red  Cross  and  Volunteer 

Motor  Drivers  for  their  help  in  transporting  cases  to  and  from 
the  clinic.

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Report  of  Oto-Laryngological 
Department 


A  REVIEW  of  the  year's  work  in  the  Oto-Laryngological 
Department  discloses  several  notable  advances  and  im- 
provements. Chief  among  these  is  the  consolidation  of 
all  the  out-patient  clinics,  formerly  divided  between  mornings 
and  afternoons  into  a  single  unit,  held  on  three  afternoons  a 
week.  For  some  time  it  has  been  felt  that  the  morning  ear 
clinic  was  in  far  too  crowded  quarters  and  was  taking  space  in 
the  medical  clinic  that  was  badly  needed  for  other  purposes. 
Moreover,  from  a  patient's  point  of  view,  there  is  little  distinc- 
tion between  an  oto-laryngological  clinic  and  a  tonsil  clinic. 
It  was  found  that  by  combining  the  afternoon  tonsil  clinic  and 
the  morning  ear  clinic,  both  of  these  could  be  accommodated  in 
far  more  commodious  quarters,  with  a  more  adequate  staff,  and 
with  more  satisfactory  equipment.  An  added  advantage  accrues 
in  the  possibility  of  doing  post-operative  dressings  in  the  surgical 
out-patient  rooms,  thus  permitting  patients  to  be  discharged  from 
the  permanent  oto-laryngological  ward  at  an  earlier  date  than 
would  otherwise  be  possible. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  the  tonsil  operations  are  done 
as  early  as  possible  on  each  of  these  afternoons  and  the  clinic  is 
cared  for  immediately  afterward.  With  three  men  on  duty 
each  afternoon  this  work  is  greatly  expedited  in  contrast  to  the 
former  arrangement  and  is  working  out  to  the  mutual  satisfac- 
tion of  the  hospital  and  the  patients. 

The  permanent  ward  has  been  enlarged  to  a  capacity  of   1 8 
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beds,  thus  facilitating  the  prompter  admission  of  the  more  seri- 
ously ill  patients  and  largely  doing  away  with  the  unsatisfactory 
waiting  list.  The  extra  accommodation  has  been  secured  by 
converting  two  small  and  rather  dimly  lighted  rooms  into  one 
large  well  ventilated  and  lighted  ward,  attractively  decorated 
with  wall  friezes  and  pictures.  The  change  has  been  furthered 
by  the  addition  of  a  small  four  bed  ward  for  the  tonsillectomy 
cases  on  the  third  floor  near  the  operating  rooms.  Thus  all  the 
post-operative  clinic  cases  are  kept  together  under  closer  super- 
vision than  when  separated  on  different  floors  as  formerly.  This 
arrangement  also  tends  to  keep  acute  infectious  diseases  away 
from  the  permanent  ward,  since  the  suspicion  is  well  founded 
that  the  over-night  tonsillectomy  cases  are  a  definite  source  of 
this  disastrous  spread  of  contagion. 

The  arrangement  first  initiated  last  year  of  having  the  surgi- 
cal house  officer  serve  his  first  three  months'  time  on  the  Oto- 
Laryngological  Service  continues  to  prove  eminently  satisfactory. 
In  spite  of  this  short  term  the  Department  feels  that  each  man 
profits  by  this  opportunity  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  more 
common  aspects  of  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  in  chil- 
dren, albeit  he  has  no  intention  of  doing  any  subsequent  work 
in  this  specialty.  Certainly  the  arrangement  has  proved  a  great 
boon  to  the  visiting  staff,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  perform  more 
and  better  work  in  less  time  and  with  far  less  lost  motion. 

The  report  of  the  operating  room  activities  shows  a  continual 
increase  in  the  variety  and  scope  of  the  work.  During  the  last 
year  special  attention  has  been  given  the  problem  of  acute  nutri- 
tional disease  in  infants  in  so  far  as  this  distressingly  fatal  condi- 
tion is  associated  with  mastoid  infection.  Much  remains  un- 
solved in  this  difficult  puzzle,  but  the  close  cooperation  between 
the  pediatric  and  otological  departments  is  bound  to  result  in 
progress  toward  a  solution. 

The  investigation  of  the  relationship  between  diseased  acces- 
sory sinuses  and  systemic  diseases  is  being  continued  and  hopes 
are  entertained  of  the  ultimate  solution  of  this  still  highly  per- 
plexing question. 
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Among  other  advances  in  the  work  has  been  the  gradua] 
introduction  of  the  use  of  the  fluoroscope  in  the  removal  of 
foreign  bodies  from  the  lungs  or  esophagus.  By  this  means  great 
assistance  is  afforded  the  operator  by  the  roentgenologist,  who  is 
able  to  guide  the  instruments  to  a  more  accurate  application  to 
the  foreign  body,  particularly  when  the  latter  is  obscured  by 
surrounding  tissue,  secretions,  etc.  The  Department  feels  that 
this  method  should  be  employed  more  often  than  in  the  past  and 
in  cases  which,  off  hand,  might  not  be  likely  to  present  undue 
technical  difficulty.  In  this  way  unforeseen  complications  may 
often  be  avoided  and  any  procedure  which  simplifies  this  often 
hazardous  operation  is  distinctly  worth  while. 

The  Department  has  continued  the  use  of  iodized  oil  in  the 
diagnosis  of  obscure  pulmonary  conditions  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  In  this  way  the  X-ray  findings  have  been  distinctly 
amplified  and  lesions  rendered  visible  which  could  not  otherwise 
have  been  detected.  The  treatment  of  laryngeal  and  esopha- 
geal strictures,  while  often  tedious  and  protracted  has,  neverthe- 
less, led  to  a  steady  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
unfortunate  patients  affected  with  these  diseases. 

The  staff  welcomes  as  Junior  Assistant  Surgeon  Dr.  Leo 
Lionberger.     Otherwise  the  personnel  remains  the  same. 

Future  needs  of  the  Department  are  concerned  chiefly  with 
the  provision  of  an  adequate  porch  off  of  the  ward,  facilitating 
the  exposure  of  the  patients  to  direct  sunlight  and  fresh  outdoor 
air.  Even  through  the  winter  months  there  are  many  days  when 
patients  could  be  put  out  of  doors  if  such  a  porch  were  available. 
A  further  need  is  that  of  a  small  laboratory  where  some  of  the 
routine  pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  could  be 
made  without  resort  to  the  present  remote  surgical  laboratory. 

Looking  back  over  the  year  the  Department  feels  itself  in  a 
constantly  progressing  position  to  render  better  service  to  the 
hospital  and  its  patients  and  looks  forward  to  continued  activity 
and  usefulness.

RADIOLOGICAL  studies  of  infants  and  children  present 
several  technical  problems  not  encountered  in  older  pa- 
tients. Good  films  are  essential  to  correct  diagnoses  but 
it  is  often  very  difficult  to  obtain  them. 

During  the  last  year  we  were  fortunate  in  having  apparatus 
installed  with  capacity  sufficient  to  reduce  exposure  time  to  a 
minimum.  An  accurate  timing  device  has  also  been  a  great 
help.  A  new  combination  fiuroscopic  and  radiographic  table  is 
of  chief  value  in  conserving  space. 

The  department  has  been  rearranged  so  that  things  are  now 
more  convenient  and  equipment  adequate. 

We  have  attempted  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  work  and 
are  prepared  for  a  fair  increase  in  the  quantity. 

During  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  gradual  falling 
off  in  the  number  of  cases  treated,  but  the  number  coming  for 
diagnosis  is  always  increasing. 

The  following  table  shows  the  trend  during  the  last  three 
years.

1926: 


"Every  record  and  every  preparation  obtained  by  the 
examination  of  the  dead  should  be  and  is  consecrated  to  the 
service  of  advancing  medical  knowledge  and  to  the  amelioration 
of  suffering.  This  ideal — though  rarely  expressed — is  the  ideal 
of  pathologists  and  its  support  is  now  becoming  generally  recog- 
nized as  an  obligatory  function  of  a  hospital.  Its  support 
involves  the  provision  of  the  material  necessities  for  conducting 
a  laboratory  and,  of  greater  importance,  the  recognition  by 
hospital  staff  and  management  that  the  securing  of  permissions 
for  post-mortem  examinations  is  a  duty  of  prime  importance 
second  only  to  the  care  of  the  living. 

"This  second  provision  is  frequently  not  considered  by 
hospital  trustees  as  one  to  be  enforced  as  an  obligation  incumbent 
to  their  office.  No  field  in  medicine  offers  greater  possibilities 
for  advances  in  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease  than  that 
covered  by  the  combined  Infants'  and  Children's  Services. 
Here  we  are  not  dealing  with  worn  out  or  age  deteriorated 
organs,  but  with  bodies  with  great  recuperative  potentialities 
and  causes  of  disease  amenable  to  direct  methods  of  study." 

This  is  repeated  because  it  is  advisable  to  stress  the  fact 
that  no  sharp  line  can  be  placed  between  properly  conducted 
routine  and  research.  Another  reason  is  to  suggest  to  the 
trustees  that  no  sharp  line  be  drawn  in  assigning  hospital 
expenditures  between  care  of  patients  and  research  and  teaching. 
The  excellence  of  the  care  and  treatment  of  a  disease  in  any 
one  year  may  depend  upon  the  progress  made  in  understanding 
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during  the  previous  year.  The  volume  and  quality  of  work 
done  in  pathological  departments  are  becoming  more  and  more 
important  criteria  in  estimating  the  excellence  of  hospitals  and 
hospital  superintendents  throughout  the  country  are  making 
comparisons  of  autopsy  percentages  with  this  in  mind.  It  may 
well  be  said  that  the  quality  of  laboratory  service  of  a  hospital 
reflects  the  quality  of  its  services  in  general. 

It  is  therefore  a  pleasure  to  report  satisfactory  evidence  of 
growth  of  the  pathological  department  of  the  Children's  and 
Infants'  Hospitals.  An  additional  and  much  needed  room 
has  been  provided,  sufficient  for  immediate  needs,  but  still 
inadequate  for  the  realization  of  our  potential  efficiency.  The 
employment  of  a  second  technician  has  also  been  a  great  help 
and  this  occasion  is  taken  for  mentioning  the  faithful  and  com- 
petent endeavors  of  Mr.  Walter  Ahearn  in  attempting  to 
carry  single-handed  the  heavy  load  in  the  past.  The  volume 
bf  work  done  and  its  relation  to  past  years  is  shown  in  the 
accompanying  table  and  is  a  splendid  comment  upon  the  high 
clinical  standards  of  the  Institutions.  Some  further  expansion 
of  the  department,  chiefly  in  regard  to  working  space,  is  to  be 
anticipated  if  the  possible  contributions  to  progress  in  the  study 
of  diseases  are  to  materialize  even  with  the  present  personnel.

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THE  Dental  Department  has  continued  to  grow  rapidly  and 
more  cases  were  treated  during  the  first  few  months  of 
1927  than  in  any  similar  period  of  any  previous  year. 
The  clinic  was  operated  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morning 
for  house  cases  and  patients  referred  from  the  various  Out- 
Patient  Departments.  Arrangements  were  also  made,  whereby 
special  and  emergency  cases  could  receive  attention  at  any  time. 
The  marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  many  of 
the  children,  after  their  teeth  had  been  properly  cared  for,  was 
most  gratifying,  and  has  conclusively  proved  the  importance  of 
a  clean,  healthy  mouth.  We  have  had  the  co-operation  of  the 
Harvard  University  Dental  School  and  the  Forsyth  Dental  In- 
firmary for  those  cases  which  we  could  not  adequately  care  for 
in  our  clinic.  The  work  of  the  Department  included  cases  of 
prophylaxis,  fillings  (of  cement  and  amalgam),  extraction  of 
carious  and  abscessed  teeth  and  roots,  treatment  of  pulpitis, 
stomatitis,  Vincent's  angina,  necrosis,  osteomyelitis,  and  fractures 
of  the  maxillary  bones.  During  the  second  half  of  the  year,  it 
was  decided  by  the  hospital  authorities  to  discontinue  the  Out- 
Patient  clinic.  Now  the  clinic  is  held  only  for  house  cases  and 
special  emergency  Out-Patients  which  demand  our  attention. 
No  Out-Patient  dental  cases  can  be  cared  for  under  the  present 
ruling  and  so  the  number  of  patients  treated  is  considerably  less. 
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IN  reviewing  a  period  of  ten  years  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
check  up  on  the  growth  and  accomplishments  of  the  Social 
Service   Department. 

In  1917  a  committee  representative  of  the  various  interests 
of  the  hospital  was  appointed  to  assist  in  the  re-organization  and 
extension  of  the  work.  Four  members  of  that  original  com- 
mittee still  give  the  Department  counsel. 

The  staff  at  that  time  consisted  of  a  Director  and  a  worker 
assigned  to  the  Orthopedic  Service  where  the  chronicity  of  the 
cases  and  the  many  difficulties  arising  in  the  home  care, — par- 
ticularly with  cases  of  bone  tuberculosis, — indicated  definite 
need.  The  special  worker  was  placed  in  the  Clinic,  and  inter- 
viewed all  new  patients — bringing  to  the  physicians  anything  in 
the  social  situation  which  might  affect  the  plan  of  treatment. 

Plans  of  after  care  were  outlined  also  for  the  children  on 
the  Orthopedic  Ward.  These  two  general  policies  proved  sound 
and  are  still  continued. 

A  study  of  cases  attending  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment was  next  made,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  groups  most 
in  need  of  medical  social  assistance  were  the  children  with 
cardiac  involvements,  children  with  congenital  syphilis  and  the 
tubercular  group. 

This  study  and  another  made  on  the  Surgical  Service  in  1918, 
resulted  in  the  extension  of  our  work  into  the  Medical  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  to  the  Surgical  Service,  at  the  request 
of  physicians  interested  in  those  departments,  and  the  additional 
staff  made  it  possible  to  improve  the  quality  and  intensiveness  of 
the  work  done  for  the  children  referred  for  social  treatment. 

Our  teaching  function  dates  back  to  1917  when  three  months' 
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field  work  was  first  offered  to  selected  students  from  the  School 
of  Nursing  in  an  attempt  to  give  them  an  insight  into  the  social 
aspects  of  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease.  A  connec- 
tion with  the  Simmons  College  School  of  Social  Work  was  also 
instituted,  whereby  students  were  taken  for  field  work.  This 
arrangement  still  continues. 

A  limited  group  of  volunteers  have  also  rendered  valuable 
assistance  and  a  definite  program  has  been  planned  for  them. 

In  1919  the  Surgical  worker  was  instrumental  in  causing  the 
development  of  a  speech  training  class  in  a  school  near  the 
hospital,  where  certain  hare-lip  and  cleft  palate  cases  could  be 
referred  for  instruction.  Later  a  class  was  formed  within  the 
hospital  itself. 

The  development  of  a  well  organized  relationship  with  the 
Convalescent  Home  began  in  that  same  year, — as  did  the  policies 
of  a  weekly  ward  visit  with  the  chiefs  of  the  services  and  the 
filing  of  social  summaries  with  the  house  medical  histories  for 
the  use  of  the  physicians. 

For  the  first  time  the  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity 
Fund,  Inc.,  granted  the  Department  a  therapeutic  relief  fund  of 
$500.00,  —  a  generous  contribution  which  to  date  has  been 
continued. 

The  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  had  now  grown  to 
srach  an  extent  that  our  one  worker  was  overwhelmed  by  the 
demands  made  upon  her.  A  revision  of  program  was  therefore 
made,  whereby  the  social  work  was  limited  to  heart  cases  need- 
ing hospital  care, — placing,  or  supervision  at  home, — cases  of 
tuberculosis  and  congenital  syphilis, — feeding  cases  complicated 
by  low  income  and  ignorance,  and  cases  where  special  convales- 
cence was  indicated. 

In  1920  the  Director  of  the  Department — with  the  aid  of 
students,  made  plans  of  discharge  and  supervision  for  an  average 
of  90  children  a  month  from  the  Medical  House.  This  scheme 
is  still  in  operation  although  the  time  may  come  when  a  special 
case  worker  could  be  assigned  with  profit  to  this  piece  of  work, 
as  on  the  other  services. 
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The  systematic  development  of  an  out  of  town  resource  file 
also  marked  that  year, — in  order  that  children  living  outside  the 
city  limits  could  be  connected  up  locally  for  advised  after  care. 
In  some  instances  this  materially  lessened  the  length  of  stay 
needed  on  the  ward. 

On  the  Orthopedic  Service  a  follow-up  file  was  re-established 
by  the  worker,  who  confirmed  the  theory  that  personal  contact 
was  a  great  factor  in  securing  the  return  of  patients  to  the  clinic. 
In  1919  the  clinic  was  1,300  visits  behind  1918  while  in  1920 
the  visits  fell  only  11  behind  1919. 

Within  the  next  two  years — at  the  request  of  the  Medical 
Service — a  second  worker  was  added  to  the  Medical  Out-Patient 
Clinic.  It  was  hoped  that  this  second  worker  might  concentrate 
on  the  adequate  social  handling  of  infant  cases, — a  field  scarcely 
touched, — and  continue  the  tuberculosis  and  nutrition  cases  while 
the  other  worker  gave  her  time  to  the  re-organized  luetic  clinic, 
and  to  the  heart  clinic, — by  that  time  numbering   134  children. 

For  a  time  this  plan  worked  well  and  an  excellent  arrange- 
ment was  made  whereby  the  worker  in  the  Infants'  Hospital 
could  ultimately  transfer  the  babies  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment with  the  knowledge  that  her  work  would  be  continued  as 
long  as  necessary. 

The  installation  of  the  appointment  system  for  the  Medical 
Out-Patient  Department  in  1924,  however,  caused  a  re-adjust- 
ment of  the  work, — and  as  it  was  felt  by  all  concerned  that  a 
more  intensive  knowledge  of  the  clinic  would  be  of  value, — 
the  second  Medical  Out-Patient  worker  was  assigned  to  a  desk 
where  she  might  make  a  contact  with  each  patient, — and  thus 
discover  the  needs  and  how  the  Out-Patient  and  Social  Service 
Departments  could  best  work  out  a  solution.  We  have  thus 
been  successful  in  sifting  out  the  real  medical  social  cases  from 
the  group  which  can  be  followed  medically  and  socially  from 
within  the  clinic, — and  we  have  the  added  satisfaction  of  believ- 
ing that  this  relationship  with  all  patients  is  adding  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Out-Patient  service. 

As  a  result  of  this  plan  any  extension  of  medical-social  work 
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to  the  large  group  of  infants, — save  to  specially  referred  cases — 
has  been  impossible, — through  the  inability  of  the  two  workers 
attached  to  the  clinic  to  carry  any  larger  burden  of  work, — and 
because  we  believe  that  no  part  of  our  present  program  should 
be  discarded. 

The  experiment,  launched  in  1926, — of  using  a  worker  spe- 
cially trained  in  Psychiatric  Social  Work  to  handle  problems  of 
mental  health, — has  been  fully  written  up  and  published.  Judg- 
ing from  the  inquiries  from  other  parts  of  the  country,  it  is 
considered  a  unique  piece  of  work. 

During  the  past  year  1,270  new  cases  have  been  referred  to 
the  Department  and  services  rendered  to  1,612  families.  4,631 
visits  have  been  made  in  behalf  of  patients. 
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HE   close   of  the   year    1927  finds  the   following  enroll-

Though  the  Children's  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  has  not 
grown  materially  during  this  period,  the  work  has.  The  need 
has  been  met  in  part,  during  the  past  five  years,  by  increasing  the 
number  of  affiliating  students.  The  increased  use  of  the  Wards 
for  teaching,  research,  more  scientific  study  of  patients,  the  use 
of  cubicles,  etc.,  means  progress  not  only  in  the  care  of  the 
individual  patient  in  this  Hospital  but  potential  patients  in  the 
community.  Six  or  seven  years  ago  a  transfusion  was  an  unusual 
event  in  the  day's  routine.  Today  it  is  not  so.  The  giving  of 
clysis,  the  taking  of  various  tests,  the  increased  use  of  X-ray  are 
all  time  consuming  for  the  nursing  staff.  It  is  evident  that  we 
must  increase  the  student  body.  Our  percentage  of  withdraw- 
al 
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als,  after  the  preliminary  course  is  completed,  is  large.  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  we  must  set  before  ourselves  two  objec- 
tives: 

1.  Increase  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

2.  Decrease  the  number  of  withdrawals  after  the  preliminary 
period. 

To  attain  either  of  these  we  must  have  a  larger  number  of 
applications  so  that  we  may  select  the  candidates  giving  evidence 
of  the  best  qualifications. 

We  are  now  receiving  affiliating  students  from  nine  schools. 
Of  these,  the  students  from  two  schools  spend  their  entire  time, 
three  months,  at  the  Infants'  Hospital.  The  students  from  two 
other  schools  spend  three  months  at  the  Infants'  and  one  month 
at  the  Children's.  The  students  from  the  other  five  schools 
spend  two  months  at  the  Children's  Hospital  and  one  month  at 
the  Infants'. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  personnel  during  the 
year,  chief  of  which  was  the  change  in  the  Director  of  the 
School.  Miss  Mary  L.  Wakefield  after  seven  years  of  service 
resigned  in  August.  An  assistant  night  supervisor  has  been 
appointed.  In  addition  to  assisting  the  Night  Supervisor  in  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Wards,  her  especial  duty  is  the  super- 
vision of  Ward  II  (Babies  Surgical).  Not  only  do  these  babies 
present  the  same  problems  of  feeding,  etc.,  as  do  the  babies  in 
the  Infants'  Hospital  but  they  have  also  surgical  conditions  such 
as  hare-lip,  pyloric  stenosis,  etc.,  which  call  for  eternal  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  nurse.  We  believe  that  this  additional 
appointment  is  showing  results  in  the  care  of  these  babies. 

Thirty-two  nurses  were  graduated  on  April  29,  1927.  Of 
these,  two  are  still  completing  their  course  owing  to  illness,  nine 
are  employed  at  the  Children's  and  Infants'  Hospitals,  six  are 
in  some  form  of  public  health  work,  ten  are  doing  private  duty 
nursing,  one  is  doing  institutional  work  in  another  institution, 
two  are  taking  the  public  health  course  at  Simmons  College,  and 
two  are  not  in  any  form  of  nursing  work. 
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Owing  to  the  thoughtfulness  and  generosity  of  the  ladies  of 
the  Welfare  Committee  and  the  Infants'  Board,  the  student 
nurses  have  had  a  number  of  teas  and  a  movie.  Individual 
members  have  sent  in  magazines,  Christmas  greens  and  tickets 
for  concerts,  etc.  For  all  these  evidences  of  their  interest  and 
kindness  we  are  most  grateful. 

Our  thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Resident 
Medical,  Surgical  and  Orthopedic  Staffs  for  well  planned 
teaching  to  the  student  body.  Members  of  the  visiting  staff  have 
also  been  most  generous  in  giving  professional  advice  and  serv- 
ice. We  are  also  grateful  to  Dr.  Reginald  Fitz  of  the  staff  of 
the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  for  his  kindness  in  acting  as 
consultant  when  called  upon  by  the  Infirmary  Physician. 

One  is  constantly  impressed  with  the  increasing  service  which 
the  Hospital  is  rendering  the  community.  In  this  service  the 
School  of  Nursing  is  desirous  of  co-operating.

It  is  hoped  that  this  message  and  report  will  prove  readable  and  acceptable 
to  the  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

All  the  Technical  Medical  Data  are  published  in  a  separate  pamphlet  (Part 
II),  for  distribution  to  doctors,  medical  schools,  etc.,  and  to  any  one  applying 
for  a  copy. 
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THE  CHILDREN'S  HOSPITAL 

BOSTON,  MASS. 

It  extends  to  children,  not  over  twelve  years  of  age,  medical 
and  surgical  treatment,  without  regard  to  sex,  creed,  race  or 
color. 

Prospective  physicians  and  surgeons  are  taught  and  trained 
each  year  in  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  relating  to 
children. 

It  conducts  a  School  of  Nursing  which  has  an  enrollment  of 
120  students,  and  graduates  30  nurses  a  year  especially  trained 
in  the  care  of  children.  In  addition,  160  affiliating  students 
are  received  each  year  for  three  months'  experience. 

It  maintains  in  its  general  wards  178  beds.  In  these  beds, 
5,732  patients  were  cared  for  in  1928,  and  5,825  patients  in 
1929. 

In  its  Out-Patient  Department  there  were  treated  13,819 
new  cases  in  1928,  and  13,651  in  1929,  with  a  total  of  58,531 
visits  made  in  1928,  and  57,827  in  1929. 

Through  its  Social  Service  Department  in  1928,  4,092  out- 
side visits  were  made  in  following  up  cases  discharged  from 
the  Hospital.     In  1929,  3,481  visits  were  made. 

It  maintains  clinics  for  special  groups  of  diseases,  and  the 
correction  of  faulty  postures  and  deformities. 

Infants  and  children  are  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  They 
are  protected  from  diphtheria. 

It  aims  to  keep  children  well  through  its  Well  Baby  Clinic, 
its  Nutrition  Clinic  and  its  clinic  for  rickets. 

Through  its  Appointment  System  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment it  saves  mothers  from  waiting,  lessens  the  danger  from 
infection,  and  renders  better  medical  care.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 

1928  and  1929 


THE  growth  of  various  departments  since  the  new  build- 
ings were  occupied  in  1914  has  been  so  surprisingly  rapid 
that  many  departments  reported  that  their  quarters  were 
cramped  and  inadequate.  The  Board  of  Managers  felt  that 
these  matters  could  no  longer  be  postponed. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1928  a  special  committee  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  look  into  the  question 
of  the  immediate  and  urgent  needs  of  the  Hospital.  The 
committee,  after  many  months  of  careful  study,  reported  that 
conditions  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  in  the  Orthopaedic 
Department,  in  the  Pathological  Department,  Nose  and 
Throat  Department,  Nurses'  Home  and  X-ray  Department 
demanded  expansion  and  more  modern  facilities. 

The  report  of  this  special  committee,  calling  for  an  expendi- 
ture of  $1,250,000  for  the  remodeling  of  old  buildings  and 
construction  of  new  buildings,  was  accepted.  Another  com- 
mittee was  immediately  appointed  to  study  ways  and  means 
of  raising  this  money. 

The  campaign  for  raising  this  "Building  Fund"  was  initiated 
in  the  fall  of  1928. 

It  is  needless  to  report  in  detail  the  progress  of  this  fund. 
Handsome  gifts  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  F.  S.  Bader,  from 
the  Rosenwald  Fund,  and  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  K.  Stern 
enabled  the  Building  Committee  to  alter  its  plans  somewhat 
and  to  locate  the  Physiotherapy  and  Neurological  Depart- 
ments in  a  separate  building  on  the  corner  of  Vila  and  Van 
Dyke  streets. 

Two  anonymous  gifts  totaling  $200,000  received  towards 
the  latter  part  of  the  campaign  enabled  the  Hospital  to  add  to 
its  program  a  Contagious  Unit,  thereby  raising  the  total  amount 
sought  after  from  $1,250,000  to  $1,450,000. 
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THE  CHILDREN'S  HOSPITAL 

The  institution,  since  its  inception  in  1869,  has  always 
aspired  to  having  facilities  which  would  enable  it  to  study 
every  possible  disease  that  children  are  subjected  to,  and  to 
teach  doctors  and  nurses  in  the  care  of  said  ailments.  The 
construction  of  this  Contagious  Unit  rounds  out  this  program. 
It  is  fitting  that  these  aspirations  should  become  a  reality  in 
the  sixtieth  year  of  the  Hospital's  existence. 

The  Building  Fund  Campaign  came  to  a  successful  conclu- 
sion on  May  15,  1929,  with  a  total  amount  of  cash  and  pledges 
of  just  over  #1,450,000. 

The  Managers  renew  their  sincere  gratitude  and  appreciation 
to  the  many  people  who  worked  for  this  cause,  and  to  the 
generous  contributors  who  have  made  this  building  program 
possible. 

Work  on  the  alterations  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  has 
already  been  completed,  and  this  department  is  functioning 
with  greater  efficiency  and  to  a  greater  capacity  than  ever 
before. 

Work  on  the  new  Nurses'  Home  was  started  in  May,  1929. 
Mr.  George  P.  Gardner,  President  of  the  Corporation,  and  a 
large  contributor  to  the  building,  kindly  consented  to  having 
this  building  called  "Gardner  House."  It  is  expected  that  it 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  the  1st  of  May,  1930.  It  has  a 
capacity  for  229  nurses,  with  classrooms  and  other  facilities  for 
teaching,  recreation  rooms  and  also  an  infirmary.  The  build- 
ing is  fireproof,  of  first-class  construction,  and  is  connected 
with  the  Hospital  by  a  tunnel  under  Longwood  Avenue. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bader  consented  to  have  the  Physiotherapy 
Unit  called  "Bader  Building,"  and  work  was  started  on  this 
Unit  in  June,  1929.  The  Neurological  Unit  (made  possible 
by  the  Rosenwald  Foundation  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stern)  will 
occupy  two  floors  of  this  building.  One  floor  is  to  be  vacant 
for  future  expansion.  These  departments  expect  to  move  in 
in  May,  1930. 

There  has  been  for  some  time  a  waiting  list  for  surgical 
cases.  The  addition  to  Ward  II,  to  be  known  as  the  "Ida  C. 
Smith  Ward,"  will  add  16  beds  to  the  Surgical  Department. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  Unit  will  be  occupied  by  the  15th  of 
April,  1930. 


MANAGER'S  REPORT 

Other  alterations  will  follow  as  soon  as  certain  space  in  the 
Hospital  proper  has  been  vacated,  after  the  completion  of 
Gardner  House  and  Bader  Building.  This  will  give  new  and 
enlarged  quarters  for  such  departments  as  X-ray,  Nose  and 
Throat,  House  Officers.  Social  Service  and  others.  Unless 
there  is  some  unforeseen  delay  these  alterations  should  be 
completed  during  the  course  of  the  summer  months. 

At  the  present  moment  plans  for  the  Contagious  Unit,  which 
is  to  be  on  Van  Dyke  Street,  are  pretty  well  defined,  but 
various,  factors  are  still  being  studied  by  the  architects,  Messrs. 
Coolidge,  Shepley,  Bulfinch  &  Abbott,  the  Building  Committee 
and  the  Staff. 

The  Pathological  Department  may  be  expanded  in  its  present 
location,  or  it  may  be  connected  with  the  Contagious  Unit. 

The  Building  Program  outlined  above,  when  completed,  will 
have  added  to  the  institution  70  beds,  subdivided  as  follows: 
Surgical,  16;  Neurological,  20;  Nose  and  Throat,  8;  Con- 
tagious, 26. 

It  is  not  the  desire  or  the  policy  of  the  Managers  to  increase 
the  bed  capacity  of  the  Hospital  beyond  the  present  quota. 
Further  additions  to  the  bed  capacity  would  mean  an  increase 
in  the  Staff,  both  medical  and  nursing. 

The  type  of  service  given  by  the  institution,  both  in  the 
care  of  the  sick  and  in  the  teaching  of  doctors  and  nurses,  is 
dependent  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  Staff  and  the  ability  of  the 
Chiefs  of  Staff  to  personally  supervise  the  work.  Obviously 
there  is  a  limit,  not  to  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital,  but  to  the 
capacity  of  the  Staff  to  render  the  best  of  service. 

There  is  also  another  limitation,  namely,  financial  resources. 
The  cost  of  operating  this  institution  has  grown  in  the  last 
ten  years  from  #202,256.05  to  #459,228.83.  In  each  of  the 
recent  years  expenses  have  exceeded  receipts  by  #100,000. 
This  deficit  has  been  for  the  most  part  made  up  by  generous 
annual  contributions  from  the  public.  A  serious  problem, 
however,  is  faced  in  the  year  1930;  the  new  additions  are 
going  to  cost  considerably  more  to  operate  and  administer. 
There  is  no  way  of  telling  just  what  the  increase  will  be,  but 
unquestionably  the  contributing  public  will  be  looked  to  for 
more  than  ever  before  to  make  both  ends  meet. 
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THE  CHILDREN'S  HOSPITAL 

It  is  believed,  and  this  belief  is  based  on  statements  of  per- 
sons in  authority,  that  the  Children's  Hospital  of  Boston  is 
probably  the  foremost  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  It  has  at- 
tained this  position,  after  sixty  years  of  growth,  as  a  result 
of  the  conscientious  and  unselfish  devotion  of  its  Staff,  the 
policies  of  the  Managers,  and  the  support  of  the  public.  Its 
location  has  been  a  contributing  factor,  —  adjacent  to  the 
Harvard  Medical  School  and  in  close  friendly  and  co-operate 
relationship  with  the  same. 

The  work  must  be  carried  on,  must  be  intensified  and  im- 
proved as  the  years  go  by. 

Without  increasing  the  size  of  the  institution  the  scope  and 
influence  of  the  work  accomplished  must  be  constantly 
enlarged. 

The  Hospital  must  be  helpful,  not  only  to  children  who 
come  within  its  wards  and  clinics,  but  through  the  doctors 
and  nurses  whom  it  graduates  it  will  and  must  be  helpful  to 
children  hundreds  and  thousands  of  miles  away.  It  aims  not 
only  to  teach  these  men  and  women,  but  to  be  for  them  a 
constant  source  of  knowledge  to  which  they  may  turn  at  any 
time  for  the  very  latest  information  and  scientific  method  in 
the  treatment  of  any  specific  disease  or  disorder  of  children.

A  review  of  the  years  1928  and  1929  shows  many  changes  and 
considerable  growth  in  all  departments.  The  Hospital  receipts 
show  an  increase,  although  economic  conditions  have  been  un- 
favorable, and  the  story  of  lack  of  employment  has  been  told 
repeatedly  by  parents  bringing  their  children  to  us  for  treat- 
ment. Upon  proper  investigation  circumstances  have  been 
in  keeping  with  the  stories,  and  meager  financial  resources 
have  prevented  the  payment  of  many  accounts.  Statistics 
show  the  following  percentages  regarding  the  payment  of 
public  ward  accounts:

Early  in  1928  the  house  and  Out-Patient  admitting  quarters 
were  entirely  reconstructed,  and  the  nurses'  dining  room 
enlarged.  These  alterations  gave  much-needed  additional 
space  to  the  above  departments,  and  we  are  infinitely  better 
prepared    to    handle    problems   in   our   admitting   room.     The

parents'  dining  room,  information  room  and  nurses'  cloak  room 
were  taken  in  the  enlargement  of  the  nurses'  dining  room. 
This  necessitated  certain  alterations  and  additions  in  the 
Private  Ward.  Included  in  our  building  program  was  also 
the  complete  reorganization  of  the  Record  Room  and  its  re- 
moval to  the  former  Library,  giving  it  larger  and  more  de- 
sirable quarters.  After  consulting  with  a  number  of  the  larger 
hospitals,  both  in  Boston  and  New  York,  steel  shelving  was 
installed  for  the  filing  of  the  records,  to  replace  the  ordinary 
filing  cabinets.  It  has  many  advantages  over  the  cabinets. 
The  filing  is  less  laborious  and  can  be  done  in  less  time.  The 
old  cabinets  have  been  used  to  very  good  advantage  through- 
out the  various  offices. 

Three  apartment  houses  were  also  added  to  the  Hospital  prop- 
erty and  were  occupied  the  first  part  of  1928,  after  being 
completely  renovated  and  furnished,  and  connected  for  heat, 
hot  water  and  electricity.  By  housing  attendants  and  nursery 
maids  in  one  of  these  apartments  we  were  able  to  release  rented 
property,  and  are  glad  to  report  that  all  Staff  and  employees 
are  now  housed  in  hospital-owned  property. 

The  year  1929  was  a  vital  and  prominent  year  in  the  history 
of  the  Hospital,  marking  the  successful  conclusion  of  the  cam- 
paign which  enabled  the  Managers  to  proceed  with  a  com- 
prehensive and  much-needed  building  program. 

The  diploma  of  the  School  of  Nursing  was  presented  to  26 
students  on  April  30,  1928,  and  to  26  students  on  May  23,  1929. 
Detailed  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the  School 
appears  in  the  report  of  its  Director. 

There  have  been  numerous  changes  in  the  Hospital  Staff. 
Dr.  William  Moss  resigned  as  Bacteriologist,  and  Dr.  Leroy 
D.  Fothergill  was  appointed  in  his  place.  Dr.  Francis  Ingra- 
ham  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Neurological  Surgeon.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Lord  was  appointed  Research  Associate  in  Psy- 
chology. The  Photographic  Department  was  reorganized  and 
new  equipment  purchased.  An  intercommunicating  system 
was  installed  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  together  with  a 
"call  system"  for  locating  doctors.  The  need  of  the  former 
was  accentuated  on  account  of  the  large  and  roomy  quarters 
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in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  it 
throughout  the  wards  and  Private  Ward.  The  call  system 
was  only  recently  completed,  but  it  has  already  proven  its 
value  in  locating  the  doctors  with  a  minimum  of  effort  and  time. 

The  untimely  death  of  Dr.  James  S.  Stone,  on  September 
30,  1929,  was  a  great  shock  to  all  his  associates.  His  con- 
tribution of  devotion,  energy  and  ability  to  the  Hospital  over 
a  period  of  years  is  deeply  appreciated,  and  will  be  sorely  missed. 

Purchases  of  new  equipment  to  replace  obsolete  material  or 
in  anticipation  of  our  increased  volume  of  work  were  con- 
sidered in  the  1928  and  1929  budget.  Laundry  equipment  in 
use  since  1914,  consisting  of  a  washer  and  two  extractors, 
were  replaced,  and  a  Hobart  mixer  was  purchased  for  the 
kitchen. 

The  new  schedule  of  teaching,  with  more  medical  students 
working  on  the  wards  and  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
called  for  minor  changes  in  the  Amphitheatre,  and  also  in  the 
clinic  rooms. 

Sincere  thanks  is  expressed  to  numerous  kind  friends  of  the 
Hospital  for  many  generous  donations.  The  Brookline 
Woman's  Club,  R.  H.  Stearns  Girls  Club,  Belvedere  Plains 
Association  of  Falmouth,  Massachusetts,  and  the  Alumni 
Association  of  Miss  Mason's  School  donated  checks  for  ward 
equipment.  A  specially  constructed,  electrically  heated  bed, 
for  the  treatment  of  burn  cases,  was  donated  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Morton  Prince.  This  bed  was  made  by  the  General 
Electric  Company  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Prince,  and  the 
day  it  was  delivered  we  were  able  to  use  it  for  a  very  severe 
burn  case.  The  doctors  feel  that  the  recovery  of  this  par- 
ticular case  and  several  other  cases  can  be  directly  attributed 
to  its  use. 

Contributions  of  articles  of  clothing,  linen,  furniture,  flowers, 
fruit  and  vegetables  and  theatre  tickets  were  received  and 
greatly  appreciated. 

The  teas  for  the  nurses  given  by  the  Welfare  Committee 
and  the  Ladies  Aid  Committee  of  the  Infants'  Hospital  have 
been  a  source  of  keen  pleasure.  Each  month  brought  dif- 
ferent   forms    of   entertainment    which    gave    many    hours    of 
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pleasure  to  our  little  patients.  Chief  among  these  were  the 
performances  given  by  each  circus  on  its  visit  to  Boston,  and 
other  numerous  theatrical  groups  and  individuals,  whose  sin- 
cere interest  in  the  children  was  evidenced  by  their  efforts  to 
make  them  happy.  The  many  toys,  games  and  scrapbooks 
which  were  donated  also  gave  much  pleasure. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health, 
the  doctors  have  been  making  extensive  studies  on  the  per- 
fection of  an  apparatus  for  artificial  respiration.  Most  satis- 
factory results  have  been  obtained  in  patients  developing 
respiratory  failure  due  to  infantile  paralysis. 

The  purchase  of  new  instruments  to  be  used  in  neurological 
surgery,  and  an  electrocardiograph  machine,  will  supplement 
our  available  modern  equipment,  and  enable  us  to  cope  with 
all  situations  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

The  activities  of  the  Private  Ward  continue  about  the 
same,  and  the  statistics  regarding  admission  shows  a  slight 
increase  in  1929  over  1928. 

The  yearly  per  capita  cost  of  raw  food  for  1928  was  $0,412 
as  compared  with  $0,433  in  1929;  5,809  special  diets  were 
prepared  in  1928,  and  6,476  in  1929. 

The  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
gives  an  analysis  of  the  statistics,  with  the  following  explanation 
regarding  the  decreases,  compared  with  the  year  1928.  The 
figure  for  total  visits  shows  a  loss  of  704,  while  there  is  a  gain 
of  746  new  patients,  and  a  loss  of  160  in  the  number  of  indi- 
viduals. All  clinics  show  gains  with  the  exception  of  the 
Infantile  Paralysis  and  Muscle  Training  Clinics.  It  is  felt 
that  the  loss  in  the  former  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
epidemic  in  1929,  which  is  a  loss,  under  the  circumstances,  that 
we  are  glad  to  show.  A  possible  explanation  of  the  decline  in 
Muscle  Training  Clinic  is  that  the  Neurological  Clinic  was 
closed  in  August.  Obstetric  Paralysis  cases  go  directly  to  the 
Muscle  Training  Clinic,  but  all  other  types  of  cases  come 
through  Neurological. 

The  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  shows  a  gain  in 
visits,  although  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  clinic  from  the 
third  week  in  June  until  the  second  week  in  November.     It  is 
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hoped  that  some  plan  will  be  devised  which  will  preclude  the 
necessity  of  closing  such  a  major  clinic.  This  department  has 
added  to  its  work  an  Ionization  Clinic,  which  is  held  on  Tuesday 
afternoons  in  the  Surgical  Clinic.  The  Medical  Department 
has  added  the  Hematological  Clinic  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
mornings  under  the  supervision  of  two  assistant  resident 
physicians.

The  follow-up  work  had  gone  forward  as  usual  with  2,669 
cases  having  been  followed  by  correspondence. 

A  number  of  changes  in  personnel  have  taken  place  within 
the  past  two  years.  The  new  appointment  of  a  physician  in 
the  admitting  department  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  has 
shown  its  value,  in  that  it  insures  prompt  attention  to  very 
sick  children  who  require  admission  to  the  house,  children  sent 
to  us  by  outside  physicians,  and  isolation  cases. 

The  close  association  between  the  Hospital  and  Convalescent 
Home  continues  to  supplement  our  efforts  in  the  care  of  patients 
who  are  convalescent.  The  arrangement  between  the  Man- 
agers of  the  Home  and  Hospital,  as  in  the  past,  leaves  nothing 
to  be  desired. 

Throughout  both  years  the  Welfare  Committee,  under  the 
able  direction  of  Mrs.  F.  Lothrop  Ames  and  Mrs.  Richard  S. 
Russell,  has  been  most  helpful  and  we  are  deeply  grateful  for 
their  kind  interest. 

The  Children's  Clubs  have  been  very  active,  and  their  con- 
tinued interest  makes  many  future  friends  for  the  Hospital. 

We  are  also  very  grateful  to  the  Committee  of  the  Permanent 
Charity   Fund,   Incorporated,   for  its   assistance    in   providing 
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money  to  pay  for  special  nurses  for  needy  children,  and  to  the 
numerous  friends  who  contributed  funds  for  other  special 
purposes. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Board  of  Managers, 
individually,  for  their  untiring  encouragement  and  assistance. 
Grateful  recognition  is  felt  for  the  combined  effort  and  loyalty 
of  the  Staff,  nurses  and  employees.

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me,  as  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee, 
to  report  the  work  accomplished  by  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee during  the  past  two  years.  Although  much  of  their  time 
and  energy  were  given  to  the  work  of  the  campaign,  —  thus 
eliminating  our  usual  special  features  of  the  year,  —  yet  the 
regular  activities  seemed  to  have  functioned  as  well  as  in  other 

years. 
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The  resignations  of  Mrs.  F.  Lothrop  Ames  as  chairman  of  the 
Welfare  Committee,  and  Mrs.  H.  Parker  Whittington  as  vice- 
chairman  of  the  committee,  were  accepted  with  much  regret, 
but  we  are  fortunate  in  having  them  remain  as  members  of  the 
committee. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  resignation 
from  the  Welfare  Committee  of  Mrs.  E.  Waller  Cumming,  who 
has  been  associated  with  the  Hospital  for  so  many  years.  Her 
unfailing  generosity  in  giving  her  time  and  talent  in  carrying 
the  message  of  the  Hospital  far  and  wide  throughout  the  state 
cannot  be  sufficiently  emphasized.  We  cannot  speak  too  highly 
of  her  splendid  work,  and  her  withdrawal  from  the  committee 
is  a  great  loss. 

We  have  welcomed  to  the  Board  one  new  member,  Mrs.  John 
W.  Hallowell,  as  well  as  the  return  of  two  former  members,  — ■ 
Mrs.  Thomas  H.  Lanman  and  Mrs.  George  v.  L.  Meyer,  Jr. 

The  activities  of  the  C.  H.  Clubs  have  been  varied  as  usual, 
and  it  was  thrilling  to  hear  accounts  of  some  of  their  splendid 
achievements.  They  are  now  supporting  41  beds,  and  many 
gifts  during  the  holiday  seasons  were  received  from  these  Clubs 
by  the  little  patients  occupying  their  beds. 

Our  organization  committee  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
continued  interest  and  co-operation  of  organizations  throughout 
the  state. 

The  monthly  teas  for  the  nurses,  given  jointly  by  the  Ladies' 
Aid  of  the  Infants'  Hospital  and  the  Welfare  Committee,  have 
been  carried  on  as  usual.  The  cordial  welcome  of  the  hostesses 
for  their  guests  seems  to  have  established  a  spirit  of  friendliness 
which  makes  the  teas  very  enjoyable. 

Our  usual  Donation  Day  entertainments  for  the  parents  and 
guardians  of  the  ex-patients  were  well  attended,  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  was  much  impressed  with  the  gratitude 
shown  by  the  parents  for  the  attention  given  their  children  while 
in  the  Hospital. 

The  chairman  and  members  of  the  Speakers'  Bureau  have 
presented  the  work  of  the  Children's  Hospital  to  many  clubs 
and  organizations  throughout  the  state,  and  through  the  gener- 
osity of  Mr.  Adolph  Burroughs,  who  donated  a  moving  picture 
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fiim  and  folding  screen  to  the  Hospital,  the  speakers  have  been 
able  to  show  the  picture  of  the  Hospital  in  connection  with  their 
talks. 

This  group  of  women  is  responsible  for  much  of  the  interest 
shown  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  to  which  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  the  various  ways  in 
which  they  have  helped  the  Hospital.  To  the  president,  Mrs. 
A.  A.  Packard,  we  are  especially  grateful  for  her  co-operation 
in  allowing  us  to  have  exhibits  at  their  annual  conventions  in 
Swampscott.  Great  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  Brookline  Woman's  Club  which 
donated  special  equipment  for  Ward  4  in  1928,  and  in  1929 
furnished  equipment  for  their  half  cubicle  in  the  new  surgical 
ward.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the  Women's  Clubs  as  well  as 
the  Girl  Scouts  of  Greater  Boston  and  other  friends  of  the 
Hospital  for  their  donations  of  toys,  knitted  articles,  books,  etc. 

We  are  sincerely  grateful  to  Mrs.  Irving  Solby  for  her  con- 
tinued interest  in  making  transportation  service  possible  for 
the  little  out-patients,  who,  if  they  had  to  depend  on  the  street 
cars,  perhaps  could  not  come  to  the  Hospital  for  their  much- 
needed  treatment. 

Last  spring  the  Welfare  Committee  became  affiliated  with 
the  Thrift  Shop  of  Boston,  and  its  connection  with  that  organi- 
zation has  helped  the  Hospital  very  materially.  While  this  has 
been  an  experimental  year,  we  feel  that  interest  in  the  work 
is  growing,  and  that  another  year  will  show  marked  results.

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THE  Convalescent  Home  of  the  Children's  Hospital  is  a 
separate  Corporation,  managed  by  and  supported  through 
the  efforts  of  its  own  Board  of  Managers. 

It  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Children's  Hospital  as  a 
majority  of  its  patients  are  convalescent  cases  taken  directly 
from  the  Children's  Hospital,  thus  evacuating  beds  in  the  latter 
institution  for  use  of  more  acute  cases. 

The  Managers  of  the  Convalescent  Home  of  the  Children's 
Hospital  present  their  forty-fifth  annual  report. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-five  children  were  admitted  to  the 
Home  in  1929;  2,025  treatments  were  given  to  96  children  by  the 
physiotherapist,  mostly  for  the  after  effects  of  infantile  paral- 
ysis; 89  children  paid  board;  100  children  paid  part  board;  and 
246  children  were  given  free  care. 

No  child  needing  the  care  given  at  the  Home  is  refused  on 
account  of  inability  to  pay. 

Our  aim  is  to  be  a  clearing  house  for  the  Children's  Hospital, 
so  that  their  beds  may  be  kept  for  the  acutely  ill  and  ours  filled 
with  the  long-time  cases.  We  are  working  for  complete  cures 
so  that  the  child  that  has  been  originally  admitted  to  the  Hos- 
pital leaves  the  Convalescent  Home  a  well  child,  and  not  one 
that  without  these  added  weeks  at  the  Home  would  shortly 
be  back  again  in  the  Hospital. 

Various  alterations  are  being  made  at  the  Home,  including 
the  installation  of  a  steam  laundry,  and  it  is  hoped  during  the 
year  to  begin  work  on  the  much  needed  isolation  ward. 

We  wish  to  thank  Miss  Guillod,  the  superintendent,  the  Staff, 
and  all  those  who  by  their  efficient  help  have  enabled  us  to  carry 
on  our  work.  Our  affiliation  with  the  North  Shore  Babies 
Hospital  for  the  education  of  nursemaids  continues  to  work  well. 
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We  are  very  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  so  generously 
helped  our  work.  We  wish  especially  to  thank  Miss  Riley  for  the 
renewal  of  her  subscription  of  $500  for  a  free  bed  for  the  year  for 
a  Newton  child. 

The  Home  is  a  separate  organization  and  receives  no  financial 
aid  from  the  Children's  Hospital.  It  fills  a  most  important  place 
in  the  restoration  of  the  child  to  health.

AS  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistical  analysis, 
the  facilities  available  for  the  care  of  sick  children  in 
the  Medical  Division  have  been  used  to  their  fullest  extent. 
In  fact,  with  the  existing  personnel  and  the  physical  capacity 
of  the  ward  beds,  the  figures  denote  the  number  to  which  it 
is  possible  to  give  modern  and  adequate  care. 

The  scope  of  the  work  will  be  enlarged,  undoubtedly,  in  the 
coming  years  as  the  result  of  the  increased  space  for  neuro- 
logical problems  and  communicable  diseases.  These  addi- 
tions will  make  it  possible  for  the  Children's  Hospital  with  its 
affiliations,  in  the  very  near  future,  to  care  for  all  ages  and  all 
types  of  diseases  of  childhood.  In  other  words,  it  will  be  in  a 
broad  sense  a  General  Hospital  for  Children.  This  accom- 
plishment, the  result  of  the  successful  building  campaign  com- 
pleted last  May,  will  go  far  toward  making  this  an  outstanding 
clinic  in  this  and  foreign  countries,  not  only  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  but  also  for  teaching  and  research. 

It  is  of  more  than  passing  interest  that  through  one  of  its 
functions,  namely,  the  training  of  doctors,  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital is  lending  its  influence  in  preserving  the  spirit  of  the 
"family  physician."  A  pediatrician  is  the  general  practitioner 
among  children,  and  he  must  be  familiar  not  only  with  medical 
but  with  surgical,  orthopaedic  and  nose  and  throat  conditions. 
Here  in  this  hospital,  where  all  aspects  of  childhood  diseases 
are  gathered  together,  this  experience  can  be  gained. 

The  same  idea  has  been  extended  to  the  teaching  of  third- 
year  medical  students.  Groups  of  students  are  assigned  to 
the  Children's  Hospital  for  a  continuous  period  of  thirty-two 
teaching  days.  Through  the  co-operative  efforts  of  the  heads 
of  the  different  services  they  spend  their  entire  time  actually 
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seeing  the  varied  aspects  of  diseases  in  children,  not,  as  has 
been  the  case  heretofore,  in  spending  unrelated  periods  of 
time  in  the  study  of  special  divisions  of  children's  diseases. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  the  doctors  are  striving  to 
improve  the  standards  of  the  medical  work,  and  each  physi- 
cian is  carrying  on  according  to  high  ideals  and  modern  stand- 
ards. A  spirit  of  co-operation  and  mutual  consultation  has 
developed  which  has  brought  about  an  interchange  of  opinions 
regarding  unusual  or  bizarre  conditions.  This  results  in  more 
satisfactory  service  to  the  patients.  Attention  should  be 
given  to  the  situation  regarding  heart  disease.  In  the  clinic 
there  are  over  four  hundred  patients  with  this  disease.  Treat- 
ment at  home  is  unsatisfactory  unless  close  supervision  by 
the  Social  Service  Department  and  the  physicians  can  be 
maintained.  At  the  present  time  this  is  not  possible,  and 
last  year  over  one  hundred  such  patients  were  not  followed 
up.  Surely,  a  disease  which  is  so  prevalent  in  our  commu- 
nity and  so  crippling  in  its  effect,  so  fatal  within  a  space  of 
ten  years,  deserves  serious  consideration  to  the  end  that  chil- 
dren may  be  properly  cared  for. 

The  constant  attendance  of  a  physician  in  the  isolation  and 
out-patient  admitting  departments  has  resulted  in  attention 
to  extremely  sick  children  almost  immediately  on  entry  to 
the  hospital,  and  has  reduced  to  a  minimum  the  number  of 
cases  of  communicable  diseases  which  find  their  way  into  the 
upstairs  waiting  rooms. 

In  the  investigative  field  a  number  of  important  advances 
have  been  made,  among  which  should  be  mentioned  the  use  of 
the  Drinker  apparatus  for  maintaining  artificial  respiration 
in  patients  with  certain  forms  of  infantile  paralysis,  the  treat- 
ments of  convulsions  due  to  lead  poisoning,  and  studies  relat- 
ing to  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  by  examination  of  the 
blood.  Active  work  is  being  carried  on  in  the  biochemical 
division  of  the  Research  Laboratory  along  the  lines  of  water 
metabolism,  a  phase  of  study  for  which  this  laboratory  has 
already  achieved  outstanding  prominence. 

The  prospects  for  continued  improvement  in  the  medical 
care  of  sick  children  seem  bright,  but  what  progress  has  been 
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made  has  resulted  from  the  far-sighted  vision  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital. 

Full  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  members  of  the  Medi- 
cal and  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
for  their  continued  co-operation  and  untiring  support.

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Report  of  the  Surgical  Department 

1928  and   1929 


IN  September,  1929,  the  Surgical  Service  of  this  Hospital 
suffered  the  loss  of  Dr.  James  S.  Stone.  How  much  Dr. 
Stone  has  meant  to  the  Surgical  Service  of  the  Children's 
Hospital  cannot  well  be  appreciated  by  one  unfamiliar  with 
the  man  and  his  work.  The  following  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  Staff  at  their  meeting  on  October  2,  1929,  express  how 
deeply  the  Staff  felt  the  passing  of  our  Consulting  Surgeon: 

"The  untimely  death  on  Saturday,  September  30,  1929,  of 
Dr.  James  Savage  Stone  brought  to  a  close  over  thirty  years 
of  devoted  service  to  the  Children's  Hospital. 

"Throughout  this  long  period  he  saw  the  Hospital  increase 
its  usefulness  to  the  community,  and  this  growth  was  in  large 
measure  due  to  his  far-sightedness  and  unselfish  devotion. 
But  with  the  growth  of  the  Hospital  and  its  ever  increasing 
number  of  patients,  Dr.  Stone  never  lost  the  extraordinary 
personal  touch  that  so  characterized  his  relations  with  the 
individual  child  and  his  parents.  His  ability  to  make  friends 
with  the  sick  child  of  any  class  or  age,  and  his  exceptionally 
keen  clinical  judgment  and  wide  experience,  often  made  it 
possible  for  him  to  arrive  at  a  correct  diagnosis  when  others 
less  gifted  would  fail. 

"His  unfailing  good  nature  and  sense  of  humor,  his  sympa- 
thetic relations  toward  his  associates,  whether  doctors,  nurses 
or  internes,  made  him  one  with  whom  it  was  a  great  privilege 
to  be  associated.  The  confidence  he  inspired  made  him  the 
one  to  whom  all  turned  in  times  of  difficulty,  and  from  whom 
they  were  sure  of  wise  advice,  kindly  and  generously  given. 

"It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  of  us  who  have  been  privileged 
to  work  with  Dr.  Stone  may  in  some  degree  pass  on  some  of 
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his  spirit  of  kindliness,  wise  teachings  and  common  sense  to 
those  who  have  not  had  our  unusual  opportunity." 

In  last  year's  report  of  the  Surgical  Service  the  various 
changes  in  the  organization  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  the  new  methods  of  teaching  the  third-year  students  of 
the  Harvard  Medical  School  were  mentioned.  These  changes 
have  been  put  into  effect  since  the  opening  of  the  school  year 
of  1929.  Under  the  new  method,  the  Surgical  Wards  have 
been  made  use  of  for  teaching  to  a  far  greater  extent  than 
heretofore.  It  has  required  a  certain  revision  in  the  regular 
routine  of  the  service,  and  one  day  a  week  has  been  set  aside 
for  teaching  purposes.  Operating  on  that  day  has  been  done 
only  on  emergency  cases.  In  spite  of  the  taking  one  day  a 
week  out  for  teaching,  the  amount  of  work  done  shows  some 
small  increase.  There  were  1,281  cases  treated  on  the  wards 
during  1929  as  compared  with  1,270  in  1928.  There  were 
1,337  operations  in  1929  as  compared  with  1,326  in  1928.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  mortality  on  the  Surgical  Service, 
in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  treated,  was  4.9 
in  1929  as  compared  with  5.2  in  1928. 

The  teaching  has  been  done  by  the  Visiting  Staff  and  the 
newly  appointed  Resident  Surgeon,  Dr.  Patrick  J.  Mahoney. 
The  course  seems  now  to  be  running  well  and  to  offer  much 
better  opportunity  for  the  students  to  learn  about  the  surgical 
conditions  of  infancy  and  childhood  than  we  have  heretofore 
had. 

The  elective  course  for  the  fourth-year  students  has  been 
changed  so  that  the  men  taking  this  course  spend  the  entire 
day  at  the  Hospital  for  a  period  of  a  month,  serving  as  junior 
internes.  They  take  direct  charge  of  a  certain  number  of 
cases  each  month  under  the  supervision  of  the  Resident  Sur- 
geon and  assist  the  House  Officers  in  their  routine  work,  both 
in  the  Wards  and  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  This 
method  also  gives  far  better  opportunity  for  the  students  to 
acquire  knowledge  of  the  surgical  aspects  of  diseases  in  young 
children. 

The  neurological  cases  requiring  surgical  treatment  have 
now  been  put  in  charge  of  Dr.  Franc  Ingraham,  who  has  been 
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appointed  Assistant  Neurological  Surgeon.  He  works  in  asso- 
ciation with  the  Neurological  Staff,  and  with  Dr.  Horrax  of 
the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital.  The  organization  of  this 
neuro-surgical  service  is  well  underway,  and  it  would  seem 
that  the  system  is  going  to  work  out  very  well.  Dr.  Ingraham 
also  has  time  for  research  work  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School 
on  problems  connected  with  neurological  conditions  of  children. 

The  "Ida  C.  Smith  Ward,"  being  built,  as  a  part  of  Surgical 
Ward  II.  will  be  finished  soon  and  will  greatly  relieve  the 
present  congestion  for  the  care  of  children  under  two  years 
of  age.  At  present  we  have  encroached  a  good  deal  on  the 
Throat  Department,  and  also  have  frequently  been  obliged 
to  borrow  beds  from  the  Medical  and  Infants'  Wards. 

The  new  Contagious  Unit  is  in  sight  and  should  aid  greatly 
in  obviating  the  loss  of  time  and  slowing  up  of  the  service 
from  contagions  developing  on  the  Surgical  Wards.  It  will  also 
allow  the  Hospital  to  continue  the  care  of  their  patients  who 
may  develop  a  contagious  disease.  At  present  all  these  cases 
have  to  go  to  some  other  hospital,  and  especially  on  the  Surgi- 
cal Service  it  is  sometimes  very  hard  to  maintain  the  treat- 
ment already  instituted.

Report  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Department 

1928  and  1929 


THE  organization  of  the  Orthopaedic  Department  has 
remained  essentially  the  same  as  in  the  last  report. 
Weekly  exchange  visits  on  Tuesdays  with  the  Surgical  Staff 
of  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital,  the  responsibility  for 
which  devolves  alternately  upon  the  Medical,  Surgical  and 
Orthopaedic  Departments,  keep  the  Staff  and  the  internes  in 
touch  with  the  general  surgery  of  adults,  and  with  the  work 
going  on  in  the  different  departments  of  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital. Weekly  staff  rounds  in  the  Orthopaedic  Wards  on 
Thursdays  at  8.30  o'clock  make  it  possible  for  those  members 
of  the  Staff  who  do  not  happen  to  be  on  duty  at  the  time  to 
follow  the  house  cases  continuously  throughout  the  year.  On 
Thursdays,  at  4.30,  the  Orthopaedic  Resident  and  internes, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  administration,  have  tea  together 
with  different  members  of  the  Staff,  in  order  to  discuss  leis- 
urely and  informally  various  bone  and  joint  problems  and  the 
significant  work  being  done  in  other  localities.  The  bi-monthly 
Sunday  "Follow-up  Clinics"  continue  to  be  well  attended  and 
are  extremely  profitable  and  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  new  cases  coming  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinic 
in  1928  was  slightly  smaller  than  in  1927,  because  there  was, 
fortunately,  no  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  in  that  year. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  new  cases  were  less,  there  were 
764  more  visits  to  the  Orthopaedic  Out-Patient  Department 
than  during  1927,  indicating  a  more  careful  follow  up  of  cases 
and  less  waste  effort  on  the  part  of  the  doctors.  In  1929 
more  both  new  and  old  cases  have  been  seen  in  the  Orthopaedic 
Out-Patient  Department  than  during  any  year  since  the  pres- 
ent Hospital  has  been   in  existence.     As  Mr.  Meyer   said   in 
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the  1927  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers:  "There  is  a  limit 
to  the  beds  a  hospital  may  have  available,  and  there  is  a 
limit  to  the  numbers  who  can  receive  proper  care  in  an  Out- 
Patient  Department.  .  .  .  There  is,  however,  no  limit  to  the 
extension  of  service  by  the  Hospital." 

Special  Clinics 

The  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  Clinic,  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Arthur  Legg  of  the  Orthopaedic  Staff,  and 
Miss  Janet  Merrill,  Director  of  the  Physiotherapy  Depart- 
ment, continues  to  function  satisfactorily.  The  importance  of 
the  clinic  to  the  whole  State  is  evidenced  by  the  surprising 
fact  that  in  several  months  there  have  been  more  new  cases 
seen  in  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Clinic  at  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital than  were  reported  to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  special  clinic  for  lateral  curvature  of  the  spine  and 
faulty  posture  under  Dr.  Albert  Brewster,  Dr.  John  G.  Kuhns 
and  Miss  Merrill  treats  approximately  the  same  number  of 
new  cases  each  year.  This  is  about  the  number  which  it  is 
possible  to  treat  adequately  with  the  present  personnel  and 
equipment.  There  were  many  more  visits  to  the  clinic  of 
cases  undergoing  treatment  than  during  previous  years,  indi- 
cating again  a  more  careful  follow  up. 

Teaching 

The  required  lectures  in  Orthopaedic  Surgery  delivered  to 
the  entire  third-year  class  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  are 
given  once  a  week  during  their  prescribed  course,  in  the  Am- 
phitheatre of  the  Children's  Hospital.  In  1929  the  third- 
year  curriculum  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  was  changed. 
This  change  brings  to  the  Hospital  every  month  different 
groups  of  about  twenty  students,  who  receive  all  their  third- 
year  instruction  in  the  diseases  of  children  —  medical,  surgical 
and  orthopaedic,  neurological  and  otolaryngological  —  at  the 
Children's  Hospital.  By  co-operative  correlation  of  the  teach- 
ing of  the  different  departments  of  the  Hospital,  the  students 
obtain  a  much  broader  viewpoint  of  the  relative  importance 
of  the  different  ills  of  childhood. 
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The  post-graduate  two-year  course  in  Orthopaedic  Surgery, 
conducted  in  co-operation  with  the  Harvard  Medical  School 
and  the  Orthopaedic  Department  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  constantly  furnishes  the  department  with  a  fine 
group  of  internes.  Applications  for  this  course  have  already 
been  filled  into  1933. 

The  Resident  Teaching  Fellow  of  the  Orthopaedic  Service, 
appointed  by  the  Harvard  Medical  School  and  the  Children's 
Hospital,  is  essential  to  the  teaching  organization.  He  is  on 
continuous  duty  and  functions  as  an  able  executive  for  the 
Out-Patient  Department. 

Research 

Dr.  John  G.  Kuhns,  the  former  Resident  Teaching  Fellow, 
has  continued  his  research  in  the  laboratory  of  the  depart- 
ment into  the  lymphatic  supply  of  joints. 

A  piece  of  research  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Calvin  Page, 
in  association  with  Dr.  Bost,  the  present  Resident  Teaching 
Fellow,  is  being  pursued,  seeking  to  discover  more  certain 
methods  of  early  diagnosis  and  more  efficient  methods  of 
treatment  of  bone  and  joint  infections. 

Social  Service 

The  Orthopaedic  Department  wishes  again  to  express  its 
gratitude  to  the  Social  Service  Department  and  to  Miss 
Marble,  the  orthopaedic  worker.  The  placement  of  cases 
leaving  the  wards,  assuring  continuity  of  treatment,  the  follow 
up  of  cases,  the  notes  of  the  social  home  conditions  entered  in 
the  Hospital  records  would  have  been  impossible  without  this 
service.  The  ability  to  "carry  through"  is  in  many  chronic 
cases  the  measure  of  successful  treatment  leading  to  permanent 
recovery. 

A  "Crying  Need"  Fulfilled 

In  our  last  report,  a  larger  and  more  efficiently  arranged 
Physiotherapy  Department  was  stressed  as  a  "crying  need" 
of  the  Orthopaedic  Department,  and,  indeed,  of  the  whole 
Hospital.     Happily  this  need  will  be  adequately  met  in  the 
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near  future.  By  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  F.  Stanton 
Bader,  of  $150,000,  and  the  two  gifts  of  $37,500  each  by  the 
RosenwaJd  Foundation  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  K.  Stern,  a 
new  physiotherapy  and  neurological  building  has  been  made  pos- 
sible. The  building  is  nearing  completion.  In  it,  in  addition 
to  a  large  gymnasium  and  quiet  cubicles  for  muscle  training, 
massage,  baking,  etc.,  and  wards  for  the  study  of  neuro- 
logical cases,  there  will  be  provided  a  large  pool  for  the  exer- 
cise of  infantile  paralysis  cases  while  they  are  supported  in 
and  by  the  water.  We  know  that  many  cases  can  be  more 
quickly  restored  to  function  by  this  treatment  than  by  any 
method  heretofore  devised.  The  entire  top  floor  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  devoted  to  sunlight  and  artificial  lamp  treatment 
in  both  winter  and  summer,  and  on  both  cloudy  and  clear 
days.  This  new  unit  will  provide  the  Hospital  with  one  of 
the  best  plants  in  the  country  for  this  extremely  important 
form  of  therapy.  We  cannot  be  too  grateful  for  the  splendid 
gifts  which  have  made  this  building  and  its  equipment  possible.

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Report  of  the  Special  Clinic  for 
Muscle  Training  of  Paralysis 

1928  and  1929 


THE  Muscle  Training  Clinic  has  been  frankly  marking 
time  during  a  period  of  obvious  readjustment.  The 
fact  that  a  new  Neurological  Ward  and  new  physiotherapeutic 
facilities  will  be  available  in  the  spring  of  1930  has  led  to  a 
progressive  readjustment  of  the  out-patient  work  as  at  present 
conducted. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  when  the  new  facilities  are  available 
a  more  thoroughgoing  study  can  be  made  of  certain  groups 
of  cases,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  a  reassignment  of  certain 
groups  to  other  services  will  be  made. 

The  slight  falling  off  in  numbers  is  not  at  all  disturbing, 
since  with  added  attention  to  psychological  difficulties,  and 
so  on,  it  has  been  possible  to  settle  many  cases  which  were 
formerly  carried  on  without  any  definite  decision.  During 
the  year  1928  there  were  5,257  cases  treated  in  the  clinic, 
and  the  total  number  of  cases  in  1929  was  4,617.

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Report  of  the  Bacteriological  Lab- 
oratory of  The  Children's  and 
Infants'  Hospital 

1928  and  1929 


THE  amount  of  work  done  in  the  central  Bacteriological 
Laboratory  and  the  progressive  annual  increase  in  this 
work  is  shown  by  the  appended  data. 

All  the  bacteriology  for  the  hospital,  i.e.,  public  wards, 
private  wards  and  out-patient  departments  is  done  in  the 
Bacteriological  Laboratory.  All  the  clinical  pathology  for  the 
private  wards  is  also  done  in  this  laboratory.  In  addition  the 
laboratory  makes  the  various  solutions  for  the  several  ward 
and  out-patient  laboratories. 

Members  of  the  Courtesy  Staff  frequently  bring  material 
from  private  patients  to  the  laboratory  for  examination.  In 
such  instances  a  charge  is  made  compatible  with  the  amount 
and  character  of  the  work  done. 

During  the  past  two  years  members  of  the  Laboratory 
Staff  have  done  a  certain  amount  of  investigative  work.  Dr. 
Fothergill  made  a  bacteriological  study  of  the  acute  diarrheas 
of  infants.  At  the  present  time  Dr.  Nelson  is  investigating 
certain  aspects  of  the  bacteriology  of  the  pneumonias  of  in- 
fants and  children.  In  addition  he  is  studying  a  certain  type 
of  dysentery  infection  that  was  prevalent  during  the  past 
summer. 

From  time  to  time  new  equipment,  including  the  installa- 
tion of  a  new  autoclave,  has  been  provided  as  need  for  it  has 
arisen.

AT  this  time,  when  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  new 
building  with  greater  space  and  improved  facilities  for 
carrying  on  our  work,  it  seems  well  to  outline  the  program  of 
the  Physical  Therapeutic  Department  and  its  various  func- 
tions which  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  carry  out  regularly  treatment  ordered  by  the  Staff 
for  children  on  any  of  the  wards  and  in  the  Infants'  Hospital, 
using  "massage,  muscle  training,  remedial  exercises,  instruc- 
tion in  correct  body  mechanics,  radiant  heat,  infra-red  and 
ultra-violet  therapy,  diathermy,  muscle  training  in  water. 

2.  To  carry  out  these  forms  of  treatment  with  children  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department,  either  during  the  clinic  which 
referred  them,  as  in  the  case  of  medical,  orthopaedic  and 
surgical  patients,  three  mornings  a  week,  or  in  large  special 
clinics  held  three  times  a  week  with  a  special  doctor  in  attend- 
ance, namely,  the  Scoliosis  and  Posture  Clinic  and  the  Light 
Therapy  Clinic,  both  of  which  are  carried  on  without  other 
assistance  by  the  Physical  Therapeutic  Staff;  the  Harvard 
Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  Clinic,  where  the  treatments 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Hospital  Physical  Thera- 
peutic Director;  and  the  Muscle  Training  Clinic  for  other 
neurological  lesions,  with  its  special  staff  of  workers. 

3.  To  provide  these  forms  of  treatment  when  ordered  for 
members  of  the  Nurses'  Training  School. 

4.  To  teach  massage  to  the  pupil  nurses  by  giving  sixteen- 
hour  courses  to  four  or  five  groups  a  year. 
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5.  To  provide  supervision  and  teaching  in  various  branches 
of  physiotherapy  to  different  groups  of  students,  as  follows: 

(a)  Six  groups  of  students  from  the  Boston  School  of  Physi- 
cal Education,  who  serve  one  afternoon  a  week  for  half  their 
school  year  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Scoliosis  and  Posture 
Clinic. 

(b)  Two  groups  of  special  physical  therapy  students  from 
the  Boston  School  of  Physical  Education,  who  act  as  junior 
assistants  to  the  regular  workers  in  the  Infantile  Paralysis 
Clinics,  both  at  the  Hospital  and  in  the  outlying  districts,  for 
periods  of  two  months. 

(c)  Graduate  students  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School, 
both  nurses  and  physical  education  teachers,  whose  six  months' 
course  in  physiotherapy  is  carried  on  under  the  supervision 
of  this  department,  their  medical  lectures  being  provided 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  Children's  Hospital  Staff. 
Adult  practical  work  is  obtained  through  affiliation  with  the 
Massachusetts  General  and  other  hospitals. 

(d)  An  intensive  summer  course  offered  through  the  Gradu- 
ate Department  of  Harvard  Medical  School  to  women  with 
previous  professional  training  and  experience.  Lectures  are 
given  by  Drs.  Legg  and  Sever  and  others  from  the  Hospital 
and  Medical  School,  while  the  actual  physiotherapy  work  is 
demonstrated  and  carried  on  in  the  clinics.  These  women  come 
from  responsible  positions  all  over  the  country,  and  lack  of 
space  made  it  necessary  to  refuse  many  applications  in  1928 
and  1929. 

Although  this  program  has  been  increasingly  handicapped 
by  the  loss  of  more  clinic  rooms,  due  to  the  remodeling  of 
the  out-patient  building,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  attending  some  of  the  clinics. 

The  Light  Therapy  Clinic  functioned  very  successfully  dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  1928,  until  the  specially  equipped  room 
had  to  be  dismantled.  The  use  of  an  exposure  room  equipped 
with  lamps  hung  from  the  ceiling  proved  most  efficient  from 
the  standpoint  of  clinic  management,  and  equally  beneficial 
in  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  After  this  was  discontinued 
it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  number  of  patients  to  a  small 
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number  who  could  be  cared  for  with  portable  lamps  in  what- 
ever space  happened  to  be  free  at  the  time.  This  resulted  in 
a  decrease  in  1929  of  over  half  the  number  of  treatments 
given  in  1928. 

The  Scoliosis  and  Posture  Clinic  has  struggled  to  carry  on 
with  increasing  attendance  and  only  one  room  to  be  used  for  a 
plaster  room,  an  examining  room  for  three  doctors,  a  class- 
room for  medical  student  teaching,  and  a  photography  record 
room. 

A  specially  designed  table  tub  or  lank,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Henry 
Pope  of  Chicago,  was  installed  in  1928  to  replace  the  old 
wooden  barrel  for  use  in  giving  exercises  under  water,  and 
was  much  appreciated  for  the  few  months  before  the  room 
was  rebuilt  into  another  department. 

The  new  building,  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bader,  is  ex- 
pected to  provide  the  most  modern  and  adequate  facilities  for 
carrying  on  the  best  possible  work  in  all  branches  of  the  de- 
partment, and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  present  patients  when 
told  of  the  generous  gift  is  the  most  convincing  proof  that  it 
supplies  a  much  felt  need.

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Report  of  the  Harvard  Infantile 
Paralysis  Commission  Clinic 

1928  and  1929 


THE  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  Clinic  has 
finished  its  thirteenth  year  and  continues  its  regular 
hospital  clinics  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  mornings. 
A  special  treatment  clinic  was  held  on  Friday  afternoons  dur- 
ing 1928,  and  for  six  months  during  1929,  for  early  treatment 
of  acute  cases.  The  total  number  of  individual  cases  treated 
for  1929  is  practically  the  same  as  1928.  The  total  number  of 
visits  has  decreased  on  account  of  improvement  in  the  cases, 
and  the  need  of  so  many  visits  was  not  required. 

There  was  no  real  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  during 
1928  or  1929.  There  were  439  cases  reported  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  in  1928  against  1,189  in  1927.  In 
1929,  119  cases  were  reported  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health. 

In  1928  it  was  possible  to  carry  on  the  tank  treatment  until 
July  only,  on  account  of  remodeling  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. Tank  treatment  will  not  be  resumed  until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  building. 

The  Community  Health  Association  has  continued  to  give 
valuable  assistance  in  visiting  and  treating  cases  in  Boston. 
In  1928  outside  treatment  clinics  were  held  in  Beverly,  Brock- 
ton, Cambridge,  Dedham,  East  Boston,  Haverhill,  Ipswich, 
Lawrence,  Lynn,  Lowell,  Maiden,  North  Adams,  Quincy, 
Salem,  Woburn  and  Wrentham.  In  1929  the  same  outside 
treatment  clinics  were  held,  with  the  exception  of  Wrentham. 
A  new  treatment  clinic  was  started  in  Waltham  in  1929. 
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The  clinic  continues  to  be  valuable  as  a  teaching  clinic  for 
House  Officers,  Medical  School  students  and  physiotherapy 
students,  who  come  to  the  Hospital  for  special  training. 

The  clinic  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Community  Health 
Association,  to  the  Red  Cross  and  to  Volunteer  Motor  Drivers 
for  their  help  in  transporting  cases  to  and  from  the  clinic.

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Report  of  the  Otolaryngological 
Department 

1928  and  1929 


THE  years  1928  and  1929  have  been  marked  by  out- 
standing and  progressive  changes  in  the  Department 
of  Otolaryngology.  Chief  among  these  has  been  the  increase 
in  personnel  of  the  Staff.  The  names  of  Dr.  Chester  Mills, 
Dr.  Josiah  Quincy  and  Dr.  Maurice  Evans  have  been  added 
as  assistant  surgeons,  thus  bringing  the  total  otolaryngological 
roster  to  seven.  These  additions  have  proved  of  untold  value 
in  the  efficient  running  of  both  the  permanent  ward  and  the 
Out-Patient  Clinic.  Under  the  present  arrangement,  each  of 
the  four  assistant  surgeons  is  in  charge  of  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat  ward  (Ward  6)  for  a  period  of  three  months,  with  the 
Associate  Surgeon  and  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  serving  in  an 
advisory  capacity  and  caring  for  such  specialized  cases  as 
the  foreign  bodies  and  other  more  serious  conditions.  Such  a 
division  should  also  result  in  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  having  the 
opportunity  to  devote  some  time  to  the  working  out  of  special 
problems  and  to  the  developing  of  a  more  intimate  relation- 
ship between  his  own  and  the  Pathological  Service-.  It  has 
long  been  felt  that  this  was  an  opportunity  that  has  heretofore 
been  neglected.  Much  of  value  in  the  study  of  diseases  of 
the  ear,  nose  and  throat  in  children  can  be  learned  from  a 
thorough  study  of  pathological  specimens  sent  for  examina- 
tion by  the  Pathologist,  and  a  correlation  of  the  clinical  and 
pathological  findings  should  prove  an  advance  of  marked  value. 
The  increase  in  the  Staff  personnel  has  likewise  proved  its 
worth  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic.  Heretofore  it  has  been  neces- 
sary for  the  surgeons,  on  finishing  the  afternoon  tonsil  opera-

tions  in  the  clinic,  to  go  downstairs  for  the  examination  of 
the  patients  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic.  This  has  of  necessity 
resulted  in  a  delay  in  the  seeing  of  these  patients,  a  situation 
which  has  naturally  proved  unsatisfactory  for  both  patient 
and  doctor.  Under  the  new  management,  an  assistant  sur- 
geon starts  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  almost  as  soon  as 
it  opens,  leaving  the  operating  surgeon  free  for  that  day  from 
any  clinic  duty  other  than  the  operations.  This  doubling  of 
the  clinic  personnel  results  in  speedier  service  to  the  patients, 
allowing  them  to  return  home  much  sooner  than  formerly. 
Moreover,  it  is  proving  helpful  to  the  doctors,  since  they  are 
permitted  to  divide  a  task  which  can  thus  be  performed  more 
efficiently  and  with  less  sense  of  haste  or  pressure. 

For  a  brief  period  the  department  enjoyed  the  arrangement 
of  having  one  of  the  Medical  House  Officers  as  a  second  in- 
terne on  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  service.  This  proved  such 
a  success  that  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  before  long  this  may 
become  a  permanent  feature,  with  the  medical  interneship 
lengthened  by  three  months,  which  period  is  spent  on  the 
special  service.  It  seems  highly  desirable  that  any  man  in- 
tending to  practice  pediatrics  should  have  at  least  a  working 
knowledge  of  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat,  since  for 
most  pediatricians  a  specialist  will  not  always  be  available  to 
call  upon.  Such  knowledge  can  well  be  acquired  in  the  manner 
above  mentioned.  Moreover,  the  medical  interne  will  prove 
of  great  value  in  his  supervision  of  the  non-surgical  conditions 
which  are  constantly  arising  among  the  otolaryngological  pa- 
tients. Such  an  interne,  in  his  preoperative  examination  of 
the  cases  recommended  for  tonsillectomy,  will  be  able  to 
strengthen  a  former  weak  point  by  giving  these  patients  a 
more  thorough  inspection,  thus  detecting  other  conditions  and 
symptoms  which  might  otherwise  escape  detection.  In  short, 
the  addition  of  the  Medical  House  Officer  on  the  otolaryngo- 
logical service  should  prove  of  great  benefit  to  him  and  like- 
wise to  the  service  itself. 

In  the  clinic  operating  room  a  most  important  change  has 
been  inaugurated.  Formerly  two  graduate  anaesthetists  have 
been  employed,  but  have   been   unable  to  remain  with  each

patient  throughout  the  operation,  during  the  latter  part  of 
which  an  attendant  took  over  the  case.  Two  additional  ether- 
izers have  been  secured,  so  that  at  present  each  anaesthetist 
remains  with  the  patient  throughout  the  entire  operation, 
leaving  the  attendants  free  to  supervise  still  more  carefully 
and  continuously  the  immediate  post-operative  convalescence. 
With  such  a  system  it  is  felt  that  the  operative  clinic  is  now 
carried  out  with  the  highest  possible  degree  of  efficiency  and 
to  the  very  best  interests  of  the  patient.  To  facilitate  this 
arrangement,  compressed  air  has  been  installed  in  the  operating 
room,  thus  relieving  the  anaesthetists  of  the  arduous  task  of 
continually  pumping  ether  by  foot. 

A  further  innovation  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  special 
clinic,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  for  the  treatment  of  chronic 
middle  ear  suppuration  by  what  is  known  as  zinc  ionization. 
This  procedure,  popularized  in  England,  consists  of  passing 
a  weak  electrical  current  into  the  discharging  ear  and  produc- 
ing a  chemical  change,  often  greatly  beneficial  to  it.  No 
condition  seen  in  the  clinic  has  heretofore  been  more  discour- 
aging than  such  chronic  ear  infections,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  new  method,  while  by  no  means  a  cure-all,  may  prove  of 
benefit  and  serve  to  aid  in  the  prevention  of  the  deafness  so 
much  to  be  dreaded  in  these  patients. 

Thus,  the  survey  backward  has  been  a  bright  one.  The  look 
into  the  future  is  still  brighter. 

A  most  desirable  change  which  it  is  hoped  can  soon  be 
achieved  is  the  shifting  of  the  out-patient  operations  for  re- 
moval of  tonsils  and  adenoids  from  the  afternoon  to  the  morn- 
ing. It  is  felt  that  by  this  means  the  patients  can  be  given  a 
more  thorough  and  adequate  preliminary  examination  and 
preparation,  and  at  the  same  time  can  be  kept  in  the  hospital 
for  an  additional  twelve  hours  after  operation,  with  the  result 
that  they  are  returned  home  well  on  the  way  to  a  rapid  con- 
valescence. Certain  important  difficulties  stand  in  the  way 
of  this  modification,  chiefly  the  present  lack  of  physical  space 
in  which  to  accommodate  the  children  under  the  new  condi- 
tions. Such  difficulties  can  be  eliminated  only  by  the  proposed 
expansion  and   rebuilding  of  the  entire  ear,   nose  and   throat 
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suite,  a  project  which  is  contemplated  in  the  near  future, 
coincident  with  the  additions  and  expansions  in  numerous 
other  portions  of  the  hospital.  Under  the  plans  in  view, 
the  Otolaryngological  Department  is  to  benefit  by  the  re- 
modeling of  the  entire  third  floor  of  the  out-patient  build- 
ing. This  will  be  given  over  to  three  new  wards,  an  improved 
operating  room,  two  etherizing  rooms,  a  laboratory,  isolation 
room,  doctor's  office,  and  other  rooms  incidental  to  a  modern 
and  efficient  hospital  department.  These  desirable  changes 
will  relieve  the  present  permanent  ward  and  make  it  avail- 
able for  a  variety  of  other  purposes.  It  is  hoped  to  provide 
18  beds  for  the  tonsil  and  adenoid  cases,  thus  allowing  a  longer 
stay  in  the  hospital  than  was  heretofore  possible.  It  is  felt 
that  such  a  plan  will  be  a  tremendous  advance  in  the  care  of 
these  patients,  and  will  eliminate  all  of  the  undesirable  fea- 
tures which  in  the  past  have  unavoidably  attended  the  man- 
agement of  an  out-patient  operative  clinic. 

The  shifting  of  this  operative  clinic  from  the  afternoon  to 
the  morning  will  have  the  additional  advantage  of  releasing 
more  time  for  the  operations  arising  in  connection  with  the 
permanent  ward,  which  are  now  restricted  to  three  mornings 
a  week,  a  feature  which  should  eliminate  an  element  of  delay 
in  carrying  on  the  regular  ward  work. 

The  department  looks  forward  to  this  important  expansion 
into  larger  and  better  quarters,  and  feels  that  it  will  thus  be 
enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  in  a  far  more  efficient  and  service- 
able manner  than  has  heretofore  been  possible.

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Report  of  the  X-Ray  Department 

1928  and  1929 


DURING  the  summer  of  1927  a  few  alterations  in  the 
arrangements  of  the  X-ray  Department  were  made  and 
a  new  machine  was  installed.  At  that  time  we  estimated  that 
under  the  existing  conditions  an  increase  in  capacity  of  about 
50  per  cent  could  be  expected.  During  1926  some  6,022  cases 
were  examined  and  treated,  but  the  year  just  past  saw  that 
number  increase  to  8,419,  which  is  fairly  close  to  the  upper 
limits  of  what  we  thought  could  be  well  taken  care  of. 

When  the  new  buildings  under  construction  are  completed 
the  X-ray  Department  is  also  to  keep  abreast  of  standards 
set  by  the  Hospital  as  a  whole,  and  plans  are  made  to  augment 
its  present  facilities. 

During  the  past  year  all  films  of  the  nitrocellulose  base 
type  were  discarded.  Many  thousands  of  excellent  records 
were  thus  lost  for  further  study  and  comparison.  However, 
we  are  fortunate  in  having  used  the  safety  type  films  since 
1924,  which  we  believe  should  be  kept  indefinitely  as  part  of 
a  permanent  record  of  cases  examined.

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Report  of  the  Pathological 
Department 

1929 


THIS  report  is  written  on  the  assumption  that  it  will  be 
read  and  considered  by  the  Hospital  trustees,  probably 
a  vain  hope,  as  I  have  written  many  reports  to  hospital  trus- 
tees in  several  institutions  and  have  never  received  any  com- 
ment officially  or  unofficially  indicating  that  any  impression 
favorable  or  unfavorable  had  been  made.  It  is,  however, 
satisfactory  to  report  evidence  of  growth  of  the  Pathological 
Department  of  the  Children's  and  Infants'  Hospital,  and  evi- 
dence of  realization  of  services  rendered  in  the  interests  of 
the  Children's  Hospital  and  medicine. 

The  year  1929  has  broken  records  for  the  number  of  post 
mortems  performed,  and  some  of  the  remarks  which  I  intend 
to  make  are  inspired  by  the  realization  that  in  1915,  when 
the  capacity  of  the  Children's  Hospital  was  practically  as 
large  as  it  is  at  present,  the  total  number  of  post  mortems 
was  in  the  neighborhood  of  forty,  and  that  I  volunteered 
without  compensation  or  assistance,  other  than  one  poorly 
paid  technician,  to  manage  the  Pathological  Department. 
Through  all  these  years  I  have  been  sustained  by  a  high  de- 
gree of  enthusiasm  based  on  the  opportunities  for  service 
and  advancement  of  knowledge  afforded  by  the  character  of 
the  material  of  this  service.  I  have  on  several  occasions 
expressed  my  opinion  that  no  field  of  medicine  offers  greater 
possibilities  for  advances  in  prevention  and  treatment  of 
diseases  than  that  covered  by  the  combined  Infants'  and 
Children's  Services.  The  records  of  the  Pathological  Depart- 
ment at  the  present  time,  and  the  collections  of  material 
carefully  preserved,  represent  a  treasure  house  of  potential 
knowledge.      Enthusiasm,    however,    can   only   be   maintained 
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by  occasional  realizations,  and  realization  is  impossible  while 
in  a  state  of  constant  struggle  to  achieve  the  minimum  satis- 
factory routine.  The  figures  for  the  department  are  as 
follows :

Changes  in  the  Staff 

Dr.  Reginald  Cuff  acted  as  voluntary  assistant  from  Novem- 
ber 1,  1927,  to  November  1,  1929,  during  which  time  he  held 
the  appointment  of  Research  Fellow  in  Pathology  at  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  Rockefeller  Fellow  of  Rockefeller  Insti- 
tute. Other  voluntary  assistants  were  Charlotte  Maddock, 
M.D.,  Ph.D.,  who  served  six  months  from  July,  1929,  and 
Dr.  Roy  Simmon.  At  present  Dr.  Olive  Gates  is  acting  vol- 
untary assistant  for  one  year  from  September  1,  1929.  Dr. 
Lewis  Koplik  also  gave  us  six  months'  voluntary  service  after 
the  expiration  of  his  term  as  Pathological  House  Officer.  Dr. 
Reuben  Z.  Schulz  succeeded  Dr.  Sidney  Farber  as  Resident 
Pathologist  on  September  1,  1928,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Dr.  J.  Mott  Rawlings  on  September  1,  1929.  Dr.  Rawlings 
resigned  February  1,  1930,  because  of  ill  health,  and  again 
Dr.  Lewis  Koplik  has  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of 
resident.  Dr.  James  M.  Baty  succeeded  Dr.  D.  W.  Sherwood 
as  Pathological  House  Officer  in  January,  1928,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  Dr.  Lewis  Koplik  in  January,  1929.  Dr.  Lewis  K. 
Sweet  succeeded  Dr.  Koplik  July  1,  1929.  On  January  first 
Dr.  Sweet  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Francis  MacDonald. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  organization  of  the  de- 
partment is  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Sidney  Farber  as  Assistant 
Pathologist,  without  salary,  from  the  Children's  Hospital.  At 
present  Dr.  Farber  receives  his  remuneration  wholly  from  the 
Department  of  Pathology  and  Harvard  Medical  School. 
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An  inspection  of  the  tables  of  post  mortems  shows  how 
greatly  the  work  of  the  Pathological  Department  has  in- 
creased. With  the  exception  of  the  City  Hospital,  with  its 
capacity  of  more  than  1,000  beds,  our  post-mortem  service 
is  the  largest  in  Boston.  The  work  of  the  last  few  years  could 
not  have  been  done  without  the  help  of  competent  voluntary 
assistants,  and  we  have  been  extraordinarily  fortunate  in 
having  conscientious  and  unusually  well  qualified  volunteers. 
Dr.  Reginald  Cuff's  services  cannot  be  praised  too  highly, 
and  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  him  as  well  as  to  the  Rocke- 
feller Institute,  under  whose  fellowship  he  served.  We  have 
had  very  devoted  service  from  Dr.  Charlotte  Maddock  and 
Dr.  Olive  Gates.  On  the  whole,  it  may  be  regarded  as  sur- 
prising that  persons  of  unusual  attainment  volunteer  to  give 
full-time  daily  service  to  an  institution  which  provides  such 
inadequate  and  dismal  working  quarters.  I  should  like  to 
suggest,  before  it  is  too  late,  that  a  reconsideration  be  given 
to  the  plans  for  housing  the  Department  of  Pathology,  par- 
ticularly in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  will  be  an  ever  in- 
creasing demand  and  necessity  for  neuropathological  studies. 
While  it  will  probably  be  possible  always  to  manage  the 
Pathological  Department  at  a  much  lower  cost  than  most 
hospitals  meet  for  similar  services,  it  is  only  fair  to  inform 
the  trustees  that  more  space  and  a  larger  budget  than  is  at 
present  contemplated  will  have  to  be  met  in  the  near  future. 

The  technical  situation  at  present  is  not  bad,  as  we  have  a 
very  competent  histological  technician  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Harry  McPhee,  and  recently  we  have  been  provided  with  an 
assistant  technician  whose  appointment  was  imperative  be- 
cause of  the  volume  of  our  post-mortem  service.  Additional 
secretarial  service  has  now  become  an  absolute  necessity. 
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Report  of  the  Dental  Department 


THE  Hospital  authorities  have  discontinued  the  general 
Out-Patient  Dental  Clinic.  Now  service  is  rendered 
only  to  house  cases  and  to  the  occasional  special  out-patient 
cases  which  can  be  cared  for,  under  certain  circumstances,  by 
the  chief  of  an  out-patient  clinic.  This  decision  has  naturally 
reduced  the  number  of  dental  operations  considerably  and 
necessitated  the  conducting  of  the  clinic  but  one  day  each  week. 
It  also  necessitated  the  resignation  of  some  members  of  the 
Dental  Staff,  as  there  were  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cases 
to  continue  so  large  a  Staff. 

The  clinic  is  conducted  every  Tuesday  morning.  Those 
cases  which  cannot  be  cared  for  under  the  present  system  are 
referred  to  the  Harvard  Dental  School  or  the  Forsyth  Dental 
Infirmary.  Both  of  these  institutions  have  kindly  consented 
to  render  all  necessary  service  for  the  children  referred  to 
them  from  this  Hospital.  A  marked  improvement  in  the 
general  health  of  many  of  the  children  receiving  treatment 
has  definitely  proved  the  necessity  for  dental  attention,  and 
the  results  recorded  are  most  gratifying. 

The  work  of  the  department  included  cases  of  prophylaxis, 
fillings  of  cement  and  amalgam,  extraction  of  carious  and 
abscessed  teeth  and  roots,  treatment  of  pulpitis,  stomatitis, 
Vincent's  angina,  necrosis,  osteomyelitis,  and  fractures  of  the 
maxillary  bones.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service 
Department 


1928  and  1929 


"  ^  I  ^HE  chief  function  of  a  hospital  Social  Service  Depart- 
-*-  ment  is  service  to  patients  through  reinforcement  of 
their  medical  care  by  social  readjustment." 

In  attempting  to  fulfill  this  aim,  Miss  Marble  has  continued 
for  the  past  two  years  the  policy  of  making  a  survey  visit  to 
the  homes  of  all  children  on  the  Orthopedic  Wards,  and  to 
referred  cases  from  the  Out-Patient  Department,  or  obtaining 
adequate  social  data  from  local  resources  in  cases  where 
patients  come  from  out  of  town. 

These  findings  take  into  consideration  the  standards  of  liv- 
ing, —  economic  status,  maternal  efficiency,  discipline,  racial 
factors,  and  the  ability  of  the  family  to  meet  problems  of 
illness,  —  with  their  attitude  toward  treatment. 

Based  upon  this  background  and  the  recommendations  of 
the  surgeons,  plans  of  after  care  were  made  for  334  new 
patients. 

A  similar  scheme  has  been  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  Medical  Wards,  —  with  arrangements  for  386  children,  — 
either  for  supervision  in  their  homes  or  special  placement  for 
convalescence. 

On  the  Surgical  Service  375  new  cases  required  social  as- 
sistance. Miss  Makaroff  succeeded  Mrs.  Calder  in  October, 
1928. 

In  March,  1928,  we  were  obliged  very  regretfully  to  accept 
Miss  Wirt's  resignation.  We  were  fortunate,  however,  to 
secure  in  her  place  Miss  Stabler,  who  came  to  us  from  the 
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Habit  Clinics  following  an  almost  parallel  preparation  to  that 
of  Miss  Wirt.  Miss  Stabler  has  continued  to  help  Dr.  Crothers 
and  Dr.  Byers  in  the  management  of  mental  difficulties  on 
the  Neurological  Service,  and  until  recently,  when  the  case 
load  became  too  heavy,  has  taken  cases  from  the  general 
Medical  Clinic  which  appear  to  be  disciplinary  problems, 
faulty  habits  or  more  marked  behavior  difficulties.  In  all 
instances,  as  on  the  other  services,  the  preventive  work  is 
stressed  on  the  theory  that  any  modern  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment should  contribute  wherever  possible  to  health  educa- 
tion, from  both  the  physical  and  mental  viewpoint. 

Miss  Barnes  has  continued  to  give  about  four-fifths  of  her 
time  to  the  children  with  heart  disease  and  one-fifth  to  the 
Luetic  Clinic.  There  are  at  present  495  children  on  the  list 
of  the  Cardiac  Clinic.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-two  were 
seen  during  the  year  1929.  One  hundred  and  forty  children 
were  discharged;  21  moved  out  of  town  or  were  lost;  22, 
after  much  effort  on  the  part  of  doctor  and  social  worker, 
failed  to  work  with  the  hospital;  19  are  apparently  well; 
11  died;  36  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals  because  they 
were  over  age  and  17  were  left  in  the  care  of  private  physicians; 
14  were  discharged  medically  well. 

Theoretically,  in  almost  every  instance  home  visits  should 
be  made,  school  adjustments  seen  to,  or  placement  away  from 
home  arranged.  This  makes,  for  Miss  Barnes  a  heavy  case 
load,  so  that  in  practice  the  less  medically  important  cases 
have  to  be  left  untouched. 

In  the  Luetic  Clinic,  70  children  are  now  enrolled.  Eighteen 
have  been  discharged  during  1929,  and  18  new  cases  have  been 
taken  on.  Every  one  of  these  cases  implies  a  social  contact 
on  the  part  of  the  social  worker  in  the  clinic,  and  often  much 
time  and  more  patience  is  required  to  arrange  for  the  exam- 
ination of  the  family,  to  make  the  needed  adjustments  and  to 
keep  up  the  regular  attendance  at  the  clinic. 

In  the  general  Medical  Out-Patient  Clinic,  Miss  Greene  has 
been  relieved  of  some  of  the  clinic  routine  by  the  efficient 
aid  of  several  clinic  volunteers  and  a  clinic  clerk,  enabling 
her  to  give  more  attention  to  the  groups  of  tubercular  chil- 
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dren,  the  malnutrition  cases,  and  the  special  groups,  including 
feeding,  nephritis  and  diabetes,  which  are  her  primary  respon- 
sibility. A  recent  analysis  of  the  work  there  has  just  been 
made. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  families,  never  known  to  any 
other  social  agency,  have  come  to  our  attention  for  advice  or 
assistance.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  have  lived  outside 
of  Boston,  and  have  required  long  distance  after  care,  touching 
all  of  the  New  England  States. 

One  boy  of  five  from  a  remote  rural  district  entered  the 
Hospital  supposed  by  his  family  and  local  physician  to  be 
mentally  deficient  because  he  had  never  talked.  An  ear  con- 
sultation proved  him  stone  deaf;  a  psychological  examination 
proved  him  mentally  alert.  His  physical  findings  were  nega- 
tive. By  correspondence  with  the  Board  of  Education  of  his 
State  he  was  admitted  to  a  resident  school  for  the  deaf  for 
training,  greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  all  concerned.  This  illus- 
trates only  one  of  many  long  distance  adjustments  which 
must  be  made  in  order  to  successfully  complete  medical 
recommendations. 

During  1928  and  1929  the  Social  Service  Department  as- 
sisted in  an  investigation  for  the  purpose  of  studying  methods 
of  supervision  of  diabetic  children  in  the  home  and  in  the 
school.  Dr.  Rachel  Hardwick  made  the  suggestion  that  a 
survey  of  the  group  at  the  Children's  Hospital  be  made,  and 
later,  when  Miss  Mary  Clapp  offered  her  services  as  an  expe- 
rienced research  worker,  it  was  found  desirable  to  include 
groups  from  the  Deaconess,  the  Massachusetts  General  and 
the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospitals.  Sixty-four  children  were 
made  available  for  study.  This  survey  has  been  completed, 
and  its  interesting  conclusions  are  about  to  be  published.  As 
a  practical  outcome  of  this  study  it  has  been  thought  well  to 
get  out  a  leaflet  for  parents  and  teachers  of  diabetic  children. 

Another  study  published  in  1928,  in  which  this  department 
had  a  share,  concerned  the  "Interrelations  of  the  Hospital 
Social  Service  Departments  and  the  Community  Health  Asso- 
ciation of  Boston."  This  study  was  sponsored  by  a  joint 
committee  of  which   Mrs.  George   Monks  was  chairman,   and 
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was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Richards  Day,  who,  after 
a  year's  work,  presented  valuable  recommendations  to  the 
two  groups. 

The  appropriation  of  $500  given  us  for  therapeutic  relief 
during  1928  by  the  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity 
Fund,  Inc.,  and  just  renewed  for  the  coming  year,  has  been 
of  inestimable  assistance.  It  has  been  used  for  apparatus, 
eyeglasses,  insulin,  scales  and  special  convalescence. 

We  wish,  also,  to  express  our  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Irving 
Solby,  whose  interest  in  the  problem  of  transportation  of 
handicapped  children  has  resulted  in  the  gradual  building  up 
of  a  fund  to  serve  in  meeting  that  ever  present  need.

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Report  of  the  School  of  Nursing 

1928  and  1929 


A  REFERENCE  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927,  indi- 
cates that  our  enrollment  at  that  date  was  99,  and  we  set 
before  ourselves  as  one  of  our  objectives  an  increase  in  the 
enrollment  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  On  December  31,  1928, 
we  had  114  students  enrolled  in  the  Children's  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing,  the  largest  number  on  the  closing  day  of  any  year 
in  its  history.  The  number  for  1929  is  117,  so  that  the  num- 
bers for  the  last  two  years  have  kept  about  even,  and,  as  I 
have  indicated  in  other  reports,  cannot  be  increased  very 
materially  and  maintain  high  educational  standards  in  the 
School.  At  the  present  time  we  have  37  affiliating  students, 
of  whom  16  are  on  duty  at  the  Infants'  Hospital  and  21  on 
the  various  wards  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 

As  is  the  case  in  every  school  of  nursing,  we  have  had  a 
number  of  changes  in  personnel  due  to  various  reasons,  but 
all  of  the  positions  have  been  satisfactorily  filled.  One  addi- 
tional graduate  has  been  added  to  the  Staff  during  the  past 
year.  She  is  in  charge  of  the  tonsillectomy  cases  at  night, 
and  on  the  other  nights  relieves  the  Night  Supervisors  and 
the  Admitting  Officer. 

Our  health  record  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Our 
days  of  illness  for  resident  student  nurses  (excluding  leaves  of 
absence  following  illness,  and  students  cared  for  in  contagious 
hospitals)  in  1928  were  1,038.5,  with  an  average  daily  resident 
enrollment  for  the  year  125.95,  or  8.24  days  per  student  for 
the  year.  This  was  the  lowest  record  for  three  years.  In 
1929  we  had  1,354  days  of  illness,  with  an  average  daily  resi- 
dent enrollment  of  127.7,  or  10.6  days  per  student.  The 
increase  for  this  year  is  accounted  for  largely  by  the  influenza 
epidemic  in  January  and  February,  when  we  had  as  many  as 
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28  students  ill  at  one  time.  We  hope  to  improve  on  this  rec- 
ord by  having  more  frequent  health  examinations  of  our  stu- 
dents. The  single  rooms  in  Gardner  House  will  also  be  helpful. 
Days  of  illness  for  stydents  in  schools  of  nursing  in  children's 
hospitals  are  usually  greater  than  for  those  in  adult  hospitals 
for  two  reasons:  first,  they  come  in  closer  contact  with  the 
child  than  with  an  adult,  and  there  are  the  infectious  diseases 
of  childhood  to  be  reckoned  with,  as  we  get  many  children  in 
the  incubation  stage;  second,  because  of  this  close  contact  we 
must  take  students  off  the  ward  on  slighter  provocation. 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  looking  forward  with  keen  antici- 
pation to  the  increase  in  experience  which  can  be  offered  to 
our  student  nurses  through  the  Communicable  Diseases  Wards 
and  the  Neurological  Department.  Experience  in  both  of  these 
branches  of  nursing  is  extremely  desirable  for  all  nurses,  and 
especially  for  those  who  specialize  in  children's  nursing.  These 
new  departments  will  naturally  increase  the  nursing  personnel 
required.  We  cannot  be  concerned  only  with  numbers.  The 
quality  of  our  nursing  service  must  be  considered,  and  this, 
of  course,  not  only  has  its  basis  in  the  quality  of  our  teaching, 
but  in  the  personal  qualifications  of  those  whom  we  admit 
into  the  School.  We  do  not  want  merely  trained  hands,  but 
intelligent,  well  educated,  cultured  young  women. 

We  must  constantly  call  to  mind  that  in  a  school  of  nursing 
the  distribution  of  the  student  nurse's  service  cannot  be  gov- 
erned only  by  hospital  needs.  We  have  a  responsibility  for 
the  educational  value  of  her  course,  and  she  must  have  equally 
distributed  experience  in  the  various  departments  of  the  hos- 
pital. No  hospital,  however,  is  a  good  teaching  field  for 
student  nurses  unless  the  patients  in  that  hospital  are  getting 
adequate  and  high  grade  nursing  service.  In  other  words,  a 
good  school  of  nursing  can  only  exist  in  a  hospital  which  gives 
to  its  patients  good  nursing  care,  and  at  the  same  time  recog- 
nizes the  educational  needs  of  its  student  nurses. 

We  have  made  a  beginning  in  case  nursing  on  the  wards  of 
the  Children's  Hospital.  The  name  "case  nursing"  is  rather 
unfortunate,  because  the  one  thing  which  it  does  is  to  teach 
the  student  nurse  that  she  is  dealing  with  individuals  and  not 
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with  cases.  By  this  type  of  nursing  we  mean  the  assigning  of 
a  definite  number  of  patients  to  a  student  nurse,  the  number 
of  patients  depending  upon  the  patients'  condition  and  the 
student  nurse's  experience  and  ability,  and  having  the  student 
nurse  responsible  for  the  entire  care  of  the  patient  rather  than 
have  one  nurse  take  the  patient's  temperature,  another  give 
him  his  breakfast,  and  perhaps  another  give  him  his  bath 
and  his  medications.  During  the  hours  when  the  student  is 
not  on  duty  these  patients  are  assigned  to  a  second  student. 
The  assigning  of  patients  to  nurses  requires  a  larger  staff  of 
nurses,  but  it  does  mean  better  care  for  the  patient  and  better 
teaching  for  the  student  nurse. 

A  report  of  this  School  of  Nursing  would  be  far  from  com- 
plete did  it  not  mention  our  great  joy  that  our  much  hoped 
for  Nurses'  Home  —  Gardner  House  —  is  soon  to  be  a  reality. 
The  loyalty  of  the  graduates  and  the  student  body  was  clearly 
demonstrated  by  their  work  in  the  campaign  in  behalf  of  the 
Nurses'  Home  and  other  hospital  needs,  nearly  $70,000  having 
been  contributed  through  their  efforts. 

Staff  education  is  having  important  consideration  not  only 
in  industries  but  in  schools  of  nursing.  We  are  holding  Staff 
conferences  for  the  graduate  nurses  every  two  weeks,  discuss- 
ing current  problems  on  the  wards,  and,  in  addition,  some 
phase  of  the  administrative  or  educational  side  of  the  work. 
This  includes  such  discussions  as  cost  of  materials,  waste, 
methods  of  saving  time  and  energy,  standardization  of  pro- 
cedures, student  nurses'  reports,  new  treatments,  etc.  The 
interest  which  head  nurses  and  supervisors  are  taking  in  these 
conferences  is  an  indication  that  we  are  supplying  a  need. 

Early  in  the  year  we  placed  on  each  ward  a  book  containing 
the  directions  for  practical  nursing  procedures  for  the  use  of 
head  nurses  and  student  nurses  for  reference,  and  we  have 
added  recently  a  book  containing  the  procedures  to  be  followed 
in  the  administration  of  the  ward. 

The  doctors  on  the  Staff  are  always  exceedingly  generous  in 
giving  their  time  and  skill  in  caring  for  our  student  nurses 
who  are  referred  by  the  Infirmary  Physician.  The  Ladies' 
Committee  of  the  Infants'  Hospital  and   the  members  of  the 
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Welfare  Committee  have  provided  delightful  teas  each  month 
during  the  winter,  and  individual  members  have  given  pleasure 
to  the  students  through  the  magazines  and  tickets  for  concerts 
which  they  have  sent  us.  We  are  grateful  for  these  evidences 
of  their  interest  in  the  School.  The  Director  of  the  School 
is  also  deeply  appreciative  of  the  counsel  and  co-operation 
which  she  receives  from  the  School  of  Nursing  Committee,  and 
the  loyalty  and  helpfulness  of  the  School  of  Nursing  Staff.

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It  is  hoped  that  this  message  and  report  will  prove  readable  and  acceptable 
to  the  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

All  the  Technical  Medical  Data  are  published  in  a  separate  pamphlet  (Part 
II),  for  distribution  to  doctors,  medical  schools,  etc.,  and  to  any  one  applying 
for  a  copy. 
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Children,  not  over  twelve  years  of  age,  are  given  medical 
and  surgical  treatment,  without  regard  to  sex,  creed,  race  or 
color. 

Prospective  Doctors  are  taught  and  trained  in  all  the 
branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  relating  to  children. 

The  School  of  Nursing  has  an  enrollment  of  135  students, 
and  graduates  .30-35  nurses  a  year  especially  trained  in  the 
care  of  children.  In  addition,  200  affiliating  students  are  re- 
ceived each  year  for  three  months'  experience. 

The  General  Wards  contain  197  beds. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  treated  13,254  new  cases  in 
1930,  with  a  total  of  56,468  visits  made  in  1930. 

The  Social  Service  Department  made  3,708  outside  visits 
in  1930  in  following  up  cases  discharged  from  the  Hospital,  to 
children  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

Clinics  are  held  for  special  groups  of  diseases,  and  the  cor- 
rection of  faulty  postures  and  deformities. 

Infants  and  children  are  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  They 
are  protected  from  diphtheria. 

It  aims  to  keep  children  well  through  a  Well  Baby  Clinic, 
and  a  Nutrition  Clinic. 

Forty-eight  beds  are  available  for  Private  Patients  who  may 
be  accompanied  by  their  mothers. 

It  conducts  research  in  the  preventive  aspects  of  diseases. 

It  provides  special  study  and  treatment  for  certain  types  of 
neurological  disorders. 

It  has  modern  quarters  for  patients  requiring  Special 
Isolation.

It  is  the  same  spirit  which  is  now  making  it  possible 
to  run  the  Hospital  with  all  its  many  departments 
and  its  modern  equipment. 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 

1930 


THE  year  1930  was  marked  with  certain  notable  achieve- 
ments, and  one  regrettable  event.  The  achievements  were 
the  opening  of  Gardner  House  and  Bader  Building  in  May, 
then  the  Ida  C.  Smith  Ward,  and  in  the  fall  the  New  House 
Officers  Quarters,  new  X-Ray  Department  and  New  Nose  and 
Throat  Wards.  The  Isolation  Unit  and  New  Pathological  De- 
partment were  also  60  per  cent  completed  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

The  regrettable  event  was  the  resignation  of  Mr.  George  P. 
Gardner  as  President.  Fortunately  he  continues  as  a  Manager, 
in  which  capacity  he  has  served  since  1885,  and  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  have  the  benefit  of  his  valuable  counsel  and  his  sound 
judgment.  He  was  unanimously  elected  President  Emeritus  of 
the  Hospital. 

Second  only  to  Mr.  Gardner  in  service  and  in  generous  dona- 
tion of  time,  thought  and  material  things,  is  Mr.  Gordon  Abbott, 
the  new  President,  and  the  institution  may  well  be  happy  that 
he  was  able  and  willing  to  assume  the  presidency. 

We  welcome  to  the  Board  of  Managers  Mr.  Louis  F.  S. 
Bader  and  Mr.  Albert  Stone,  Jr. 

It  can  confidently  be  stated  that  The  Children's  Hospital 
ranks  among  the  foremost  of  its  kind  in  the  country — not  only 
as  to  physical  equipment,  but  also  as  to  leadership  and  com- 
munity service. 

Ever  since  the  incorporators  gathered  to  found  the  Insti- 
tution in  1869  it  has  been  the  aim  of  those  affiliated  with  the 
work  to  include  within  its  walls  facilities  for  Departments  of 
all   branches    of   medicine    and    surgery    relating    to    children. 

This  goal  is  a  reality,  or  will  be  in  August  when  the  Iso- 
lation Unit  is  opened. 

No  longer  will  contagious  cases  be  refused  admission  for 
want  of  facilities;   no  longer  will  student  nurses   and  doctors 
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have  to  go  elsewhere  to  study  the  care  and  prevention  of 
any  aspect  of  child  sickness. 

The  Children's  Hospital  is  now  in  every  sense  of  the  word  a 
General  Hospital  for  children.  The  additions  and  betterments 
enable  the  Hospital  to  care  for  all  types  of  disease;  to  vigorously 
search  for  more  knowledge  and  to  give  a  general  training  to 
student  doctors  and  nurses. 

Hand  in  hand  with  increased  facilities  go  increased  per- 
sonnel, increased  costs. 

The  total  cost  of  running  the  Hospital  has  grown  from  $355,- 
331  for  the  year  1924  to  $500,328  for  the  year  1930.  But 
it  may  be  of  interest  to  point  out  that  to  care  for  the  patients 
in  the  245  ward  beds,  to  treat  those  that  visit  the  Out-Patient 
Department  involves  a  large  personnel — a  large  part  of  which 
is  unseen. 

An  average  of  1,824  meals  are  served  daily.  Of  these  637  are 
served  to  nurses;  75  to  doctors;  473  to  employees.  The  dietitian 
must  be  an  able  administrator  to  provide  the  special  diets  for 
patients;  to  feed  over  600  people  daily,  to  supervise  waitresses, 
chefs,  bakers,  etc.  The  raw  food  cost,  per  person,  per  day,  aver- 
aged for  1930  $0.42. 

There  is  another  department  which  is  also  "behind  the 
scenes" — the  Laundry.  Modern  hospital  technique  calls  for 
ultra-sterilization.  Besides  the  usual  equipment,  a  special  gown 
hangs  in  each  cubicle  in  certain  departments,  and  is  only  worn 
by  the  nurse  while  attending  to  that  particular  patient  (see 
photo  of  Ida  C.  Smith  Ward).  In  each  ward  soiled  laundry 
is  dropped  into  a  chute  that  leads  to  baskets  in  the'  tunnel 
that  connects  every  unit  of  the  Hospital.  These  baskets 
are  collected  constantly  and  transported  by  electric  truck  to 
the  laundry,  and  clean  linen  is  delivered  to  elevators  adjoining 
the  chute.  The  flow  is  nearly  constant — one  and  a  half  tons 
of  laundry  being  handled  daily. 

The  tunnels  are,  in  fact,  the  main  arteries  of  the  Institu- 
tion. Through  them  food  is  distributed  in  thermos  containers 
to  the  various  wards;  through  them  go  supplies,  steam  pipes, 
brine  pipes,  electric  wires,  etc.  Hundreds  of  miles  of  pipes  and 
wires  have  to  be  watched  by  the  mechanical  department.  Night 
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and  day  this  service  must  be  kept  in  perfect  order.  Lights 
must  not  go  out  during  an  operation;  steam  heat  must  not  fail 
in  a  ward,  bells  and  telephones  must  summon  urgent  aid  to 
some  bedside.  This  hidden  but  vital  unit  of  the  Hospital  has 
a  heavy  responsibility. 

Another  vital  part  of  the  hospital  machinery  is  the  Records 
Department.  Proper  diagnosis  and  care  of  a  case  depend 
often  on  records  that  must  be  available  at  a  moment's  notice. 
There  is  the  Drug  Department,  the  Supply  Department,  that 
have  to  supply  drugs  and  supplies  promptly  as  needed,  and 
the  Bookkeeping  and  Statistical  Departments. 

All  of  this,  and  more,  has  to  be  supervised  and  managed  by 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  burden  grows 
constantly. 

Modern  methods,  modern  mechanical  facilities,  modern  tech- 
nique, all  are  building  towards  lower  casualties,  more  efficient 
nursing  and  teaching — but  they  all  add  proportionately  to  the 
intricacies  of  the  hidden  workings  of  an  institution  of  this 
kind. 

The  friend  or  the  visitor  may  not,  therefore,  fully  realize 
why  costs  of  running  an  institution  climb  somewhat  dispro- 
portionately with  the  size  of  the  hospital  or  the  number  of  its 
beds,  unless  they  are  given  a  little  insight  into  the  inner  work- 
ings that  cannot  be  seen,  but  that  make  the  whole  a  possibility. 

Efficiency  experts  help  and  advise  as  to  up-to-date  methods 
involving  economies  and  efficiency — but  if  any  method  tends 
to  reduce  the  human  touch,  the  tendency  is  to  reject  it.  The 
Hospital  to  be  effective  must  have  a  personal  and  human  touch. 
It  should  not  and  must  not  develop  into  a  "repair  shop"  nor 
a  "factory,"  for  children  are  particularly  sensitive  to  environ- 
ment. They  flourish  under  a  cheerful  friendly  atmosphere  and 
this  atmosphere,  thanks  to  Miss  Smith,  is  especially  noticeable 
in  The  Children's  Hospital. 

The  many  physical  improvements  that  have  been  made  in 
the  last  two  years  will,  it  is  hoped,  provide  for  many  years 
to  come.  Unless  it  be  for  some  unexpected  development  in 
some  branch  of  medicine,  the  Managers  do  not  anticipate  any 
increase  in  the  bed  capacity  of  the  Hospital. 
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In  fact  the  Isolation  Unit  has  been  constructed  to  allow  for 
considerable  flexibility  both  as  to  the  number  and  nature  of 
cases  that  can  be  treated. 

The  main  problem  that  is  now  faced  is  that  of  operating 
the  new  units  efficiently,  economically  and  to  the  utmost  ad- 
vantage of  the  Community  that  is  served.

These  wards  offer  facilities  to  be  found  only  in  a  hos- 
pital devoted  exclusively  to  the  care  of  children. 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

1930 


DURING  the  year  1930,  5,158  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  Hospital,  3,684  to  the  Wards  and  1,474  to  the.  Private 
Ward.  These  figures  show  a  decrease  compared  with  last  year, 
but  the  very  extensive  construction  program,  carried  on  through 
the  greater  part  of  the  year,  necessitated  the  curtailing  of  ad- 
missions in  numerous  departments.  The  Hospital  receipts  were 
correspondingly  lower,  due  to  the  unemployment  situation 
which  left  parents  without  adequate  financial  resources. 

In  anticipation  of  the  30  per  cent  increase  in  bed  capacity, 
numerous  changes  and  additional  equipment  and  personnel 
were  required.  With  the  construction  of  the  Isolation  Unit, 
which  will  be  opened  in  August,  1931,  our  facilities  for  the  study 
and  treatment  within  our  own  walls,  of  all  phases  of  children's 
diseases  will  be  complete.  Our  bed  capacity  will  then  be  as 
follows :

May  22,  1930  will  long  stand  out  as  a  most  important  day  in 
the  history  of  the  Hospital.  The  formal  opening  of  Gardner 
House  and  Bader  Building  took  place  on  this  day.  Invitations 
were   sent  to  several  thousand  kind   friends   of  the   Hospital 
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whose  contributions  to  the  Building  Fund  made  these  important 
additions  possible.  The  student  and  graduate  nurses  enjoy  their 
new  home  immensely,  and  all  visitors  are  impressed  with  its 
simplicity  and  homelike  appearance.  To  Mrs.  Richard  S. 
Russell,  who  gave  so  generously  of  her  time  in  furnishing 
Gardner  House  so  attractively,  we  are  indeed  grateful.  Mrs. 
George  H.  Monks  and  Mr.  George  P.  Gardner  very  generously 
shared  all  expense  of  furnishing  the  large  reception  room  on 
the  main  floor.  Mrs.  R.  L.  Agassiz  donated  furniture  for 
the  different  reception  rooms,  and  other  friends  and  Managers 
donated  numerous  books  for  the  fiction  library. 

Bader  Building  is  unique  in  the  accommodations  it  offers  for 
the  treatment  of  Neurological  and  Physiotherapeutic  conditions. 
Where  the  average  hospital  sets  aside  thousands  of  dollars  to 
be  spent  on  electro-therapeutic  apparatus,  in  this  hospital  em- 
phasis has  been  placed  on  adequate  space  and  facilities  whereby 
the  trained  worker  may  help  the  children  regain  strength  and 
control  through  properly  directed  exercises  of  various  kinds, 
since  muscle  power  is  known  to  gain  through  proper  use  rather 
than  from  passive  response  to  electrical  stimulation.  In  ad- 
dition to  making  it  possible  for  us  to  expand  our  work  with 
the  patients,  Bader  Building  offers  attractive  opportunities 
for  the  teaching  of  students. 

A  description  of  the  building  may  be  of  interest.  The  pool 
room  on  the  first  floor  contains  a  tiled  exercise  pool,  20  feet 
long  by  10  feet  wide,  the  depth  varying  from  2^4  feet  at  the 
shallow  to  Ay2  feet  at  the  deep  end.  The  bottom  of  the  pool  and 
the  floor  around  it  are  of  a  non-slip  tile.  A  re-circulation  system 
with  filters  and  chlorinator  and  an  automatic  heat  control 
result  in  clear  warm  water,  the  temperature  of  which  can  be 
varied,  according  to  the  type  of  patients  using  the  pool.  Three 
special  tables  are  sunk  about  10  inches  below  water  level. 
The  patients  lie  on  these  with  their  heads  supported  out  of 
water  while  specially  directed  exercises  are  given  by  the  in- 
structor who  wears  a  bathing  suit  and  high  light-weight  rubber 
fishing  boots.  Steps  under  water,  and  a  harness  attached  to 
an  over-head  trolley,  are  used  in  teaching  paralyzed  patients 
to  walk,  since  it  has  been  found  that  walking  is  possible  with 
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the  support  of  water,  when  there  is  not  sufficient  strength  to 
stand  out  of  water.  Adjoining  the  pool  are  shower  compart- 
ment dressing  cubicles  and  the  shallow  exercise  tub  given  to 
the  Hospital  by  Mr.  Pope  of  Chicago.  This  tub  is  used  as  a 
preliminary  in  gaining  the  confidence  of  the  smaller  children 
in  water.  The  over-head  trolley  tracks  enable  the  pool  attend- 
ants to  lift  helpless  patients  on  a  stretcher  in  and  out  of  the 
pool  and  shower.  A  rest  room  is  also  provided  where  out-patient 
cases  may  relax  after  their  pool  treatment  to  prevent  over- 
fatigue and  lessen  the  danger  of  taking  cold  on  the  trips  to  their 
homes. 

The  well-lighted  gymnasium  at  the  other  end  of  this  floor 
is  a  little  larger  than  the  former  gymnasium,  and  is  equipped 
with  the  latest  type  of  exercise  tables  and  stretching  apparatus. 
A  plaster  room,  lecture  room,  dressing  rooms  for  boys  and  girls,, 
isolation  room  for  contagious  cases  and  director's  office  com- 
plete this  suite. 

The  second  floor  is  planned  for  the  muscle-training,  infantile 
paralysis,  birth  injury  and  spastic  paralysis  clinics.  A  large 
treatment  room  bordered  with  gay  circus  posters  has  eleven 
individual  rooms  or  cubicles.  This  opportunity  to  treat  the 
children  individually  is  of  great  help  in  securing  the  co-opera- 
tion and  attention  necessary  for  successful  treatment  work.  A 
large  hanging  electric  baker  which  can  be  lowered  over  a  table, 
on  which  four  children  lie  at  the  same  time,  materially  reduces 
the  time  and  space  required  for  the  preliminary  stage  of  getting 
the  children  thoroughly  warmed  before  their  treatments. 

A  waiting  room,  doctors'  examining  room  and  another  small 
lecture  room  for  students  and  visitors  are  also  on  this  floor. 
Two  rooms  furnished  by  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Com- 
mission have  been  allotted  to  them  for  their  clerical  workers, 
records  and  apparatus  supplies. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are  devoted  entirely  to  the  Neuro- 
logical Service,  with  offices,  examining  and  treatment  rooms, 
play  rooms  and  class  room  on  one  floor,  and  ward  and  private 
room  facilities  on  the  next  floor.  This  ward  is  devoted  to  re- 
search with  special  groups  of  cases. 

The  sixth  and  perhaps  most  interesting  floor  is  planned  for 
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heliotherapy  and  artificial  light  therapy.  A  large  ward  has  its 
entire  southwest  exposure  made  of  Vita  Glass  to  transmit  the 
health-giving  rays  of  the  sun.  A  four-unit  carbon  lamp  with 
special  ventilating  system  is  installed  in  the  ceiling  which  fur- 
nishes on  dark  days  a  light  which  is  thought  to  be  the  nearest 
to  the  sun  spectrum  of  any  artificial  light.  Fifteen  to  twenty 
children  can  be  exposed  in  this  room  at  one  time.  Since  chil- 
dren are  brought  from  the  wards  for  several  hours  during  the 
day,  a  complete  nursing  unit,  consisting  of  diet  kitchen,  utility 
room,  and  linen  closet,  was  included  in  the  plans. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  floor  is  a  waiting  room  for  out- 
patients, a  doctor's  examining  room,  and  a  special  treatment 
room  with  four  quartz  ultra-violet  lights  hanging  behind  a  cur- 
tain. The  curtain  will  protect  the  parents  and  nurse  from  over- 
exposure to  the  strong  therapeutic  rays.  A  water  cooled  quartz 
lamp  has  also  been  installed  on  the  wall.  This  sixth  floor  makes 
a  very  complete  unit  for  all  kinds  of  light  therapy. 

The  "Ida  C.  Smith  Ward"  with  the  most  modern  accommo- 
dations for  the  care  of  twenty-eight  surgical  babies  was  opened 
on  April  6.  The  need  of  expansion  in  this  particular  direction 
has  been  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  the  ward  has  been  run- 
ning to  capacity  since  its  opening.  The  contrast  between  this 
ward  and  the  adjoining  Ward  II  made  it  imperative  to  remodel 
the  latter.  Painting,  renovation  of  utility  rooms  and  a  new 
porch  were  included  in  the  general  alterations  in  progress. 

A  most  generous  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  I.  Prouty 
enabled  us  to  completely  renovate  and  refurnish  one  unit  of 
Ward  I  Lower,  now  called  the  "Prouty  Ward."  A  new  cement 
porch,  new  tile  floor,  painting  throughout,  together  with  new 
equipment  such  as  bedside  tables,  chairs,  dressing  tables,  etc., 
were  made  possible.  In  the  1930  Budget  provision  was  made 
for  a  certain  amount  of  ward  repairs  and  upkeep,  and  the  op- 
posite side  of  Ward  I  and  one  side  of  Ward  IV  were  equipped 
with  new  porches. 

The  Throat  Department  was  closed  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  summer  and  fall,  owing  to  the  reconstruction  of  Ward 
VI  and  the  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  Ward.  The  latter  was  reopened 
on   October   31,   and  the  facilities   offered   are  infinitely  more 
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satisfactory.  Two  etherizing  rooms  and  a  most  complete  utility 
suite  with  new  furniture  and  instruments  should  enable  this 
department  to  show  excellent  results.  A  delightful  waiting 
room  opposite  the  operating  suite  houses  the  children  until  their 
turn,  and  no  child  is  in  the  ward  to  witness  another  returning 
from  operation. 

The  X-Ray  Department  moved  to  its  new  and  larger 
quarters  during  October,  and  much  new  equipment  purchased 
and  installed  should  obviously  take  care  of  all  requirements  in 
this  branch  of  work  for  many  years  to  come. 

In  June  it  was  necessary  to  move  all  employees  from  the 
rear  wing  of  the  Administration  Building  to  the  three  houses 
on  Binney  Street.  The  doctors  were  transferred  at  the  same 
time  to  the  Longwood  Avenue  block  to  permit  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  doctors'  quarters.  In  October  they  moved  back  to 
their  new  quarters  and  they  are  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  making  these  improvements  possible.  Sincere 
thanks  is  expressed  to  Mrs.  George  H.  Monks  for  her  dona- 
tion of  easy-chairs,  pictures,  reading  lamps,  and  cushions  for 
their  living  room  and  library. 

To  Miss  Ruth  Dillon  we  are  grateful  for  furniture  and  pic- 
tures donated  for  the  doctors'  living  room,  and  also  to  Mrs. 
Charles  Gilbert  for  a  large  donation  of  books  for  their  fiction 
library. 

The  extension  of  the  dictograph  inter-communication  system 
to  the  Private  Ward,  Wards,  and  miscellaneous  offices  and  de- 
partments has  been  a  great  comfort  and  has  relieved  the  pres- 
sure on  the  switchboard  to  a  large  extent.  The  Bookkeeping  and 
Purchasing  Departments  were  granted  new  and  larger  quarters 
when  they  moved  into  the  space  vacated  by  the  X-Ray 
Department. 

Reports  from  the  Dietitian's  Department  show  a  decrease  in 
the  yearly  per  capita  cost  of  raw  food  compared  with  last  year. 
For  1929  the  cost  was  $0,433  and  in  1930  it  was  $0.42.  There 
were  7,391  special  diets  prepared  in  1930  as  against  6,486  in 
1929,  or  an  increase  of  90S. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  made  a  com- 
plete inspection  of  the  Hospital  Buildings  and  grounds,  submit- 
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ting  recommendations  for  necessary  repair  and  upkeep.  Accord- 
ingly an  order  was  placed  for  painting  all  exterior  woodwork  and 
iron  work  on  the  Administration  Building,  and  pointing  of  walls 
where  necessary.  Other  renovations  taken  care  of  during  the 
year  consisted  of  painting  the  main  operating  room  suite  and 
the  second  and  third  floors  of  the  Private  Ward.  A  room  where 
male  employees  could  spend  time  ofF  duty  was  included  in  the 
alterations  and  recently  completed  in  the  basement.  This  room 
has  been  equipped  with  individual  lockers  and  it  is  very  much 
appreciated  by  the  men. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  very  few  changes  in 
the  Staff.  Dr.  Harry  Perkins  was  appointed  at  the  request  of 
the  Staff  to  do  some  special  dental  work  on  cleft  palate  cases. 
A  fund  was  contributed  by  the  Alumni  for  this  purpose  and 
the  regular  dental  room  now  on  the  X-Ray  floor  is  used.  Dr. 
Philip  Johnson  takes  care  of  the  routine  dental  requirements  of 
ward  cases. 

Miss  Atkinson,  Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  re- 
signed after  four  years  of  efficient  service,  during  which  time 
she  reorganized  the  various  clinic  procedures  and  inaugurated 
a  splendid  teaching  program  for  student  nurses.  Miss  Lila  M. 
Dalrymple,  a  graduate  of  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital, 
was  appointed  to  the  position. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Meserve  on  February  13,  the 
Hospital  lost  a  cherished  friend  and  a  faithful  conscientious 
worker.  He  came  to  the  Hospital  in  1920  as  assistant  to  Dr. 
D.  Crosby  Greene,  and  until  he  was  forced  to  give  up  work 
on  account  of  ill  health,  he  was  one  of  the  most  active  doctors 
on  the  Throat  Staff. 

New  equipment  requested  and  granted  to  the  various  de- 
partments consisted  of  a  complete  set-up  of  the  most  modern 
type  of  instruments  for  use  in  brain  and  spine  operating.  A 
coagulating  electric  knife  known  as  an  "Endotherm"  was  also 
added  to  our  equipment  for  use  in  the  Private  Ward  and  main 
operating  rooms.  Another  respirator  is  to  be  added  to  our 
facilities  through  a  generous  gift  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Shearer,  Jr. 
These  are  used  with  increased  frequency  and  gratifying  re- 
sults, as  are  also  the  new  oxygen  tents  made  for  ward  use  and 
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paid  for  out  of  a  special  donation  by  Mrs.  Thomas  P.  Mathews 
of  California. 

A  new  refrigerator  for  the  bakery  and  a  new  gas  electric 
toaster  for  the  nurses'  serving  room  were  added  to  the  kitchen 
equipment.  In  the  laundry  additional  machinery  and  replace- 
ment of  obsolete  machinery  to  take  care  of  the  increased  vol- 
ume of  work  was  necessary.  Mr.  Louis  E.  Kirstein  very  kindly 
sent  the  foreman  of  Filene's  laundry  to  study  conditions  and 
make  recommendations  before  any  orders  were  placed. 

Mrs.  Theodore  G.  Bremer  contributed  a  check  towards  the 
purchase  of  a  new  Ford  truck,  replacing  one  originally  donated 
by  her. 

Statistics  from  the  Out-Patient  Department  show  a  falling 
off  in  nearly  all  clinics.  Whether  or  not  this  is  due  in  part  to 
economic  depression  and  unemployment  which  has  existed  so 
generally  throughout  the  year,  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  Though 
admission  would  never  be  denied  any  patient  because  of  in- 
ability to  pay,  it  is  felt  that  many  parents  rather  than  ask  for 
free  admission  went  either  to  a  free  clinic  or  were  taken  care  of 
at  home.  Statistics  showing  heads  of  families  out  of  work  are 
practically  double  those  of  last  year.  There  were  6,422  cases 
out  of  a  total  of  56,468  treated  free  (11.3  per  cent);  2,022  cases 
were  reduced  (3.6  per  cent)  leaving  a  total  of  about  85  per 
cent  who  paid  in  full,  against  87  per  cent  for  the  year  before. 

Although  it  is  thoroughly  understood  that  at  the  present  time 
funds  are  not  available  for  additional  alterations,  there  are  sev- 
eral very  definite  needs  which  should  be  given  consideration 
when  the  opportunity  presents  itself.  A  central  linen  room  and 
sewing  room  is  imperative  as  the  latter  is  now  located  at  63 
Binney  Street,  a  long  distance  from  the  laundry  and  the  hos- 
pital. The  operating  and  sterilizing  rooms  have  the  original 
space  allotted  to  them,  and  with  the  transfer  of  the  Pathological 
Department  to  its  new  quarters,  additional  space  will  be  avail- 
able Avhich  can  be  utilized  as  required.  The  grounds  and  shrubs 
are  also  in  need  of  attention. 

Throughout  the  year  miscellaneous  gifts  of  clothing,  toys, 
games,  scrap-books,  cards,  flowers,  fruit  and  vegetables  gave 
much   pleasure   to  the   children,    as    did   theatre    and   concert 
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tickets,  books  and  afternoon  teas  which  were  so  thoughtfully 
provided  for  the  nurses  and  doctors.  A  list  of  all  contributors 
is  kept  on  file  at  the  hospital,  and  a  card  or  letter  of  thanks  is 
sent  to  all  donors. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Managers  of  the  Convalescent 
Home  and  to  the  Welfare  Committee  for  their  support  and 
interest.  A  splendid  group  of  volunteer  workers  both  in  the 
Wards  and  Out-Patient  Department  have  served  faithfully 
throughout  the  year,  first  under  Mrs.  Gardner  Davis,  and 
recently  under  Miss  Constance  Creighton,  who  is  at  present  in 
charge  of  the  volunteers. 

Acknowledgment  is  recorded  of  the  fine  spirit  shown  by 
House  Officers,  Nursing  and  Employee  Staff  during  the  period 
of  transition  and  readjustment.  Everyone  seemed  happy  in  the 
knowledge  that  their  temporary  discomfort  meant  ultimate 
better  facilities  for  the  care  of  sick  children,  and  their  willing  co- 
operation was  very  much  appreciated. 

To  the  Managers,  individually,  deep  appreciation  is  expressed 
for  their  loyal  assistance,  advice,  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year,  and  sincere  gratitude  for  making  possible  during  the 
past  year  the  realization  of  our  cherished  desires.

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WHEN  the  Children's  Hospital  moved  from  its  building  on 
Huntington  Avenue  to  its  present  quarters  on  Longwood 
Avenue  in  1914,  it  was  felt  that,  with  its  greatly  enlarged  plant 
and  increased  facilities  for  the  care  of  sick  children,  many 
years  would  elapse  before  additions  would  have  to  be  made. 
Medical  science,  hospital  standards  and  technique  for  the 
care  of  the  sick,  methods  of  teaching  young  men  to  become 
doctors  and  young  women  to  become  nurses  do  not  stand  still; 
all  factors  enter  into  the  causes  that  make  hospitals  grow.  It 
was  not  therefore  very  long  before  increased  demands  were 
made  upon  the  trustees  for  larger  quarters  and  better  facilities. 

When  it  became  apparent  in  1928  that  the  buildings  con- 
structed in  1914  in  many  respects  had  become  inadequate  and 
overcrowded,  making  it  impossible  to  expand  so  as  to1  enlarge 
the  scope  of  the  work,  the  Board  of  Managers  appointed  a 
special  committee  to  look  into  the  immediate  and  future  needs 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  Staff  was  asked  to  prepare  a  resume  of  the  advance- 
ments for  the  past  ten  years  and,  if  possible,  to  indicate  the 
trend  of  developments  for  the  coming  ten  years. 

This  report  of  the  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers working  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  the 
Staff  and  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  called  for  an  expendi- 
ture of  nearly  $1,500,000  for  alterations  and  construction,  as 
follows :- 

1.  A  new  Nurses'  Home  was  imperatively  needed  to  house 
the  School  and  Graduate  Nursing  Staff. 

2.  Larger  and  better  quarters  for  the  Orthopedic,  Physio- 
therapy, and  Neurological  Department  were  essential. 

3.  The  Nose  and  Throat  Department  should  have  some- 
what larger  and  much  better  adapted  quarters  for  its 
work. 

5.  The  Surgical  Service  should  have  a  larger  number  of  beds. 

6.  The  Pathological  Department  should  have  better  quarters. 
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7.  The  X-Ray  plant  should  be  moved  to  larger  quarters, 
8..  The  nurses'  dining-room  should  be  enlarged. 
9.  The  House  Officers  should  be  given  larger  quarters. 
10.  That  an  Isolation  Unit  should  be  added  to  the  hospital 
facilities. 

In  the  summer  of  1928,  the  Building  Committee,  anticipat- 
ing that  sufficient  money  would  soon  be  at  hand,  with  the  au- 
thorization of  the  Managers,  began  the  building  program.  The 
Out-Patient  Department  admitting  space  was  entirely  remod- 
elled and  added  to,  and  the  nurses'  dining-room  was  remodelled 
in  the  autumn  of  1928  and  the  Records  Room  was  modernized. 

The  recently  constructed  buildings,  Gardner  House,  the 
Bader  Building,  and  the  Ida  C.  Smith  Surgical  Ward  are  fin- 
ished and  in  use.  (The  new  Pathological  and  Contagious  Unit 
is  well  under  way  and  should  be  completed  in  the  spring.) 

Gardner  House  is  the  new  nurses'  school  and  residence.  It 
is  opposite  the  main  Hospital  but  connected  by  underground 
passageway.  It  has  a  capacity  for  226  nurses.  Each  nurse  has 
a  single  room  with  running  water.  There  are  also'  comfortable 
living  rooms  and  adequate  class  rooms.  It  provides  a  basic 
course  in  nursing  with  a  major  in  Pediatrics.  The  enrollment  is 
120  students.  In  addition  to  its  own  School  of  Nursing,  it  pro- 
vides affiliation  for  a  three  months'  course  in  Pediatrics  to  stu- 
dent nurses  from  nine  other  schools  of  nursing.  One  hundred 
and  thirty-five  students  receive  the  benefit  of  this  instruction. 

The  Bader  Building,  on  the  corner  of  Van  Dyke  and  Vila 
Streets,  is  connected  to  the  Main  Hospital  Building  and  has 
been  in  operation  now  for  several  months.  In  this'  building 
enlarged  and  modern  facilities  for  physiotherapy  and  neurology 
have  been  made  possible.  In  it,  in  addition  to  a  large  gym- 
nasium and  quiet  cubicles  for  muscle  training,  massage,  bak- 
ing, etc.,  there  has  been  provided  a  large  pool  for  the  exercise 
of  infantile  paralysis  cases  while  they  are  supported  in  and  by 
the  water.  This  modern  method  has  already  proved  to  be  a 
means  by  which  paralyzed  muscles  can  be  more  quickly  re- 
stored to  function  than  by  any  method  heretofore  devised. 
The  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Clinic  is  carried  on  in  this 
building. 
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The  entire  top  floor  has  been  equipped  with  the  most  ap- 
proved apparatus  to  afford  sunlight  and  artificial  lamp  treat- 
ment in  summer  and  winter  and  on  clear  and  cloudy  days. 

The  new  Neurological  Unit  occupies  two  floors  of  the  Bader 
Building.  The  aims  and  methods  of  this  new  neurological  ex- 
periment are  unusual  in  hospitals.  Here  facilities  have  been 
arranged  for  continuous  observation  of  twenty  patients  under 
relatively  normal  conditions.  On  one  floor  is  a  dormitory  with 
isolation  rooms  and  few  private  rooms.  Each  child  has  a 
locker  and  every  child  is  taught  to  care  for  his  or  her  belong- 
ings. Adequate  toilet  facilities  are  set  aside,  so  acceptable  per- 
sonal habits  are  acquired.  On  the  other  floor  a  playroom  has 
been  set  aside,  as  also  a  class  room  and  rooms  for  psycho- 
logical investigation  and  treatment.  Outside  is  a  small  play- 
ground which  has  been  equipped  for  this  special  purpose. 

A  well-trained  psychologist,  an  experienced  physiotherapist, 
and  a  teacher  are  co-operating  with  the  Medical  Staff  in  dis- 
covering and  utilizing  every  possible  physical  and  mental  asset 
of  each  child.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  conduct  a  series  of  acute 
optimistic  and  educational  experiments  in  a  field  where  pessi- 
mism has  been  almost  universal. 

At  the  same  time  this  new  unit  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
Children's  Hospital  and  the  work  is  conducted  in  co-operation 
with  the  other  services,  which  simplifies  all  sorts  of  problems. 
The  other  services  benefit  equally  from  this  association  with 
the  highly  specialized  group  of  workers. 

The  third  floor  of  the  Bader  Building  has  been  set  aside 
for  future  expansion  except  for  assigned  space  where  the  Har- 
vard Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  is  to  carry  on  the  con- 
tinuation treatment  of  respiratory  paralysis  attributable  to 
poliomyelitis. 

During  the  autumn  of  1929,  the  Ida  C.  Smith  Ward  for 
the  addition  of  sixteen  much  needed  surgical  beds  was  started, 
and  this  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1930. 

In  the  early  part  of  1930,  the  various  changes  were  begun 
in  the  Administration  Building  and  Out-Patient  Wing  to  take 
care  of  the  needs  of  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department,  the 
X-Ray   Department,   and  the  housing  of  the  House   Officers, 
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and  the  addition  of  needed  space  for  the  Bookkeeping  De- 
partment. The  fourth  floor  of  the  Out-Patient  wing  was  re- 
modelled to  care  for  the  Nose  and  Throat  and  the  top  floor 
for  the  X-Ray  Department. 

Three  floors  of  the  wing  that  formerly  housed  employees 
were  entirely  remodelled  for  the  use  of  House  Officers.  On  the 
second  floor  there  is  a  large  living  room,  a  dining  room,  and  a 
billiard  room,  and  on  this  floor  has  been  placed  the  Hospital 
Library.  The  rooms  on  the  third,  and  two  mezzanine  floors  have 
been  altered  so  that  each  House  Officer  has  a  single  room, 
comfortably  and  attractively  furnished.  The  result  is  that  all 
of  the  House  Officers  "live  in,"  and  the  employees  "live  out," 
that  is  in  outside  hospital  buildings. 

The  Bookkeeping  Office  has  been  established  in  the  old  X- 
Ray  quarters  and  the  Records  Department  has  been  enlarged 
and  modernized. 

It  has  been  recognized  for  a  long  time  that  The  Children's 
Hospital  needed  a  contagious  ward  for  the  observation  of 
suspected  cases  of  contagion  and  to  care  for  the  patients  when 
contagious  cases  develop  within  the  Hospital.  On  the  space 
between  the  Bader  Building  and  the  School  of  Public  Health 
there  is  nearing  completion  a  building  for  the  combined  purpose 
of  caring  for  such  patients  and  also  enlarging  the  accommoda- 
tions for  the  Pathological  Department.  This  latter  Depart- 
ment will  occupy  the  larger  part  of  the  basement  and  the  first 
floor.  The  rapidity  of  growth  of  the  Pathological  Department 
has  been  surprising,  and  as  there  is  a  great  opportunity  for 
the  advancement  of  knowledge  regarding  disease  in  this  field, 
it  is  fitting  that  The  Children's  Hospital  should  have  built 
more  adequate  quarters  for  this  work  to  be  carried  forward. 

Therefore  during  a  period  of  about  three  years  the  Hospital 
has  studied  and  planned  its  needs,  has  raised  its  money,  and 
will  have  built  three  new  buildings  and  remodelled  many  of 
its  old  buildings.. 

The  Institution  is  now  self-sufficient,  for  it  will  no  longer 
have  to  call  on  other  hospitals  for  the  care  of  contagious  cases. 
This  is  the  realization  of  a  long-felt  want. 

Medical  science  will  continue  to  make  new  demands,  educa- 
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tion  of  the  doctors  and  nurses  will  continue  to  need  better 
facilities  from  the  hospitals,  but  the  Managers  of  The  Children's 
Hospital  feel  that  for  some  years  to  come  there  should  be  no 
further  demands  for  new  building  space. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  congratulate  the  Architects  Messrs. 
Coolidge,  Shepley,  Bulfinch  &  Abbott  and  the  various  con- 
tractors— George  B.  H.  Macomber  Co.  (Gardner  House),  J. 
Slotnik  Co.  (Bader  Building),  L.  D.  Wilcutt  &  Sons  Co.  (sun- 
dry alterations  and  Ida  C.  Smith  Ward),  and  The  Turner 
Construction  Co.  (Isolation  and  Pathological  Unit)  for  the 
excellence  of  the  work. 

There  follows  a  detailed  financial  report  of  the  money  re- 
ceived or  promised  and  the  money  spent  or  due  against  con- 
tracts. It  will  be  noted  that  the  Building  Fund  is  overdrawn. 
This  is  due,  not  to  faulty  estimates,  but  advisedly  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons:  After  the  Fund  had  been  raised,  the  plans  of 
the  Isolation  Unit  were  changed  as  a  result  of  careful  study 
and  the  Pathological  Department  enlarged  and  made  a  part 
of  the  Isolation  Unit.  An  extra  (third)  floor  was  inserted  in  the 
Bader  Building  and  is  being  held  vacant  for  future  needs  and 
expansion,  and  various  changes  for  the  better  were  made  in 
the  plans  for  the  X-Ray  and  Nose  and  Throat  Departments. 
The  actual  building  (as  figured  on  a  per  cubic  foot  basis)  was 
done  more  economically  than  had  been  estimated,  due  to 
opportune  building  costs  and  competitive  bidding. 

A  statement  of  the  total  receipts  and  total  expenditures  of 
the  Building  Fund  follows  on  the  next  page.

We  were  obliged  to  move  into 
larger  quarters  to  meet  the  requirements  of  our  ever  increasing 
clientele,  and  are  now  located  at  22  Clarendon  Street,  Boston. 

Our  C.  H.  Clubs  are  still  thriving  under  the  leadership  of 
their  able  chairman  and  advisers,  who  so  skilfully  supervise  the 
activities  of  their  respective  clubs. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  interest  of  the  donors  of  the 
C.  H.  Days  but  would  like  to  increase  the  list  of  subscribers.  To 
dedicate  the  service  of  the  hospital  or  ward  for  a  day  in  memory 
of  a  beloved  one  seems  an  ideal  remembrance  and  at  the  same 
time  benefits  the  hospital  very  materially. 

Our  Committee  had  the  privilege  of  furnishing  the  new  Gard- 
ner House.  All  furnishings  and  hangings  were  chosen  with  a 
view  to  make  the  rooms  attractive  and  cheerful  and  everything 
was  in  readiness  for  the  Opening  Day  on  May  22nd. 

The  Nurses'  Teas  given  jointly  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  In- 
fants' Hospital  and  the  Welfare  Committee  were  held  in  the 
reception  room  of  their  new  home  where  we  had  the  pleasure 
of  renewing  old  acquaintances  and  welcoming  new  ones. 

The  celebration  of  our  Annual  Donation  Day  was  enjoyed 
by  the  visitors  and  patients,  and  we  are  much  indebted  to 
Filene's  Band  for  the  fine  program  it  rendered  on  that  occasion. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  that  took  place  this  year  was 
the  fine  entertainment  sponsored  by  Mrs.  Irving  Solby  at 
Filene's  last  May,  in  which  the  pupils  of  Mrs.  Lucille  Perry 
Hall  participated.  It  was  well  attended  and  proved  most  en- 
joyable. This  entertainment  is  given  annually  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Transportation  Fund  which  takes  care  of  our  crippled 
children. 
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This  year  we  established  an  Annual  Birthday  Bed  Fund  in 
which  we  have  enrolled  over  a  hundred  children  and  hope  to  in- 
crease the  number  considerably  next  year.  The  babies  and  chil- 
dren enrolled  in  this  fund  receive  a  pretty  birthday  card  on 
their  birthdays,  and  in  return  they  remember  the  little  patients 
in  the  hospital. 

We  also  formed  a  Holiday  Committee  which  is  responsible 
for  having  appropriate  gifts  sent  to  the  children  in  the  hospital 
on  the  various  holidays  throughout  the  year. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  splendid  support  given  us  by 
organizations,  such  as  Labor,  Fraternal,  Girl  Scouts  and 
Women's  Clubs,  as  well  as  individuals,  not  only  in  giving  money 
but  in  furnishing  knitted  garments,  toys  and  books  for  the  little 
patients;  and  to  the  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  we  express  our  appreciation  of  their  courtesy 
in  allowing  us  to  share  their  exhibition  at  their  annual  confer- 
ence in  Swampscott  last  May.

As  usual  our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  visiting  doc- 
tors; Miss  Guillod,  our  untiring  Superintendent,  and  her  Staff 
for  their  splendid  work;  and  to  all  the  many  kind  friends  who 
help  us  year  by  year.  Not  a  month  in  the  year  passes  in  which 
we  do  not  realize  that  the  Home  is  in  the  minds  of  our  friends, 
either  individuals  or  organizations,  and  we  regret  that  we  can- 
not mention  each  gift  in  detail. 

Statistics  are  not  necessarily  dull  things  and  perhaps  there 
is  no  better  way  to  tell  the  facts  about  our  past  successful  year 
than  by  giving  a  few  definite  figures.  We  have  cared  for  450 
children:  of  these  170  paid  some  board  and  280  received  abso- 
lutely free  care;  110  children  received  physiotherapy  treatment, 
179  children  were  given  dental  treatment,  and  we  have  had  a 
daily  average  of  25  pupils  in  our  very  efficient  schoolroom. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  our  policy  not  to  admit  children  under 
two  years  of  age,  but  this  year  we  decided  to  enlarge  our  work 
by  having  a  Babies'  Ward  during  the  summer  months.  We  had 
two  reasons  for  undertaking  this  work;  the  first  being  that  there 
was  great  need  for  the  convalescent  care  of  infants,  and  the 
second  reason  being  that  in  training  nursemaids  as  we  do,  we 
felt  that  their  training  was  more  complete  if  they  had  the  care 
of  infants  as  well  as  older  children.  These  nursemaids  receive 
diplomas  from  us  after  a  year's  training  and  those  that  have 
graduated  and  gone  into  private  families  are  giving  great  satis- 
faction. Our  Babies'  Ward  was  opened  in  June  and  we  had 
twelve  babies  until  October  when,  owing  to  the  lack  of  heating 
facilities,  we  were  forced  to  close  it.  However,  in  another  year 
we  hope  to  have  this  a  permanent  ward,  as  it  proved  so  suc- 
cessful that  the  Infants'  and  Children's  Hospitals  beg  us  to 
continue  this  work. 
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In  my  report  two  years  ago  I  dwelt  at  length  on  the  fact  that 
every  institution  that  looks  after  children  should  have  adequate 
facilities  for  isolation,  and  told  of  how  often  we  were  handi- 
capped by  the  problem  of  contagion  owing  to  the  fact  that  we 
had  no  such  ward.  To  meet  this  urgent  need  a  small  committee 
was  organized,  and  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  Nelson 
S.  Bartlett  this  committee  raised  over  fifty  thousand  dollars 
and  built  and  equipped  an  Isolation  Ward  of  twelve  beds.  It 
is  a  complete  unit,  and  so  well  planned  and  divided  with  its  glass 
partitions  that  it  can  be  used  not  only  for  suspect  cases  but 
will  be  available  also  for  the  child  who  needs  rest  and  quiet 
away  from  the  other  children.  It  will  add  greatly  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Home  and  we  are  grateful  to  each  and  all  who 
through  their  generosity  made  this  building  possible. 

Each  year  when  we  again  appeal  to  the  public  for  funds  it 
seems  advisable  to  reiterate  the  type  of  work  we  aim  to  accom- 
plish for  the  Community.  Convalescence  is  a  period  of  transition 
from  sickness  to  health,  a  period  which  under  favoring  condi- 
tions can  be  shortened  and  the  health  of  the  individual  more 
firmly  established.  The  proper  surroundings,  the  kind  and  the 
degree  of  care,  and  the  intelligent  oversight  that  are  necessary 
in  order  to  secure  this  cannot  be  realized  in  city  hospitals  or 
in  the  homes  of  the  poorer  classes  or  even  those  in  moderate 
circumstances.  These  facts  are  well  known  and  yet  it  is  remark- 
able that  more  has  not  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  making 
provision  for  the  care  of  convalescent  patients.  The  cost  of  a 
convalescent  patient  in  our  home  is  about  one-third  of  the  cost 
in  a  hospital  and  each  time  a  child  comes  to  us  it  relieves 
a  bed  for  an  acutely  ill  child  at  a  hospital.  The  time  necessary 
for  proper  convalescence  varies  with  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  illness  as  well  as  with  the  recuperative  powers  of  the  indi- 
vidual. No  hard-and-fast  rule  can  be  laid  down  in  this  respect, 
nor  can  it  be  definitely  measured  in  months,  weeks  or  days,  and 
the  time  element  must  be  kept  elastic.  Therefore  we  have  no 
rules  as  to  the  length  of  stay  of  a  child,  but  we  do  not  admit  a 
patient  that  will  not  in  all  probability  regain  his  or  her  strength 
in  due  time.  It  is  generally  considered  that  a  month  is  about 
the  minimum  that  a  child  should  be  at  a  convalescent  home, 
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especially  if  it  returns  to  a  tenement.  Our  aim  is  to  complete  the 
work  begun  at  the  hospital  and  return  a  normal  child  to  its 
parents  and  not  one  that  will  soon  again  be  an  expense  and  care 
to  the  community.  Once  the  public  is  awakened  to  these  simple 
facts  of  the  necessity  and  economy  to  public  health  of  conva- 
lescent care  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  raising  the  necessary 
funds  to  carry  on  our  work.  The  Home  is  a  separate  organiza- 
tion from  The  Children's  Hospital  and  receives  no  financial  aid 
from  the  Hospital.  Will  you  not  help  restore  a  child  to  health 
by  sending  us  a  contribution  at  your  earliest  opportunity?

A  I  ^HIS  year,  as  the  result  of  the  enlarged  facilities  afforded 

■*-     by   the   Building   Fund   program,   there   have   been   two 

notable  developments  in  the  activities  of  the  medical  service. 

One-half  of  Ward  I  (lower)  which  is  to  be  used  for  pa- 
tients suffering  with  diseases  requiring  long-time  observation, 
special  dietetic  attention  and  study  (Diabetes,  Epilepsy, 
Cceliac  disease,  Nephritis,  etc.)  has  been  remodeled  through 
the  generosity  and  interest  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  I.  Prouty. 
Since  the  Prouty  ward  was  finished,  investigations  directed 
toward  the  treatment  of  epilepsy  were  made  possible  by  the 
granting  of  a  fund  by  the  Harvard  Epilepsy  Commission 
for  special  nurses.  This  ward,  being  directly  accessible  to  the 
research  laboratory,   lends   itself   admirably   for  this   purpose. 

The  investigative  staff  and  the  equipment  in  the  research 
laboratory,  maintained  in  co-operation  with  the  Harvard 
Medical  School,  is  adequate  for  the  continuation  of  similar 
studies.  However,  inasmuch  as  the  stay  in  the  ward  of  such 
patients  requiring  special  study  is  often  longer  than  the  aver- 
age stay  of  other  patients,  and  inasmuch  as  they  require  the 
full-time  attention  of  special  nurses,  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  fund  to  meet  these  needs  is  hopefully  awaited. 

It  has  always  been  clear  that  many  children  who  had  re- 
covered from  the  immediate  effects  of  injury  or  infection  of 
the  central  nervous  system  were  handicapped  in  ways  that 
complicated  or  prevented  conventional  educational  procedures. 
During  the  year  the  new  neurological  ward  has  been  occupied 
and  an  experiment  in  education  and  medicine,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Crothers,  is  in  progress. 

The  predictable  difficulties  in  education  are  particularly 
obvious  in  cases  where  speech  defects  or  extreme  degrees  of 
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motor  disorder  make  it  difficult  to  find  out  whether  the  child  is 
normally  intelligent. 

In  the  new  ward  it  is  possible  to  carry  out  logical  investiga- 
tion and  treatment.  In  the  first  place,  there  is  a  well-equipped 
ward  where  conventional  medical  procedures  can  be  carried  on. 
In  addition  there  are  playrooms,  a  small  dining-room,  and  a 
schoolroom.  This  rather  elaborate  equipment  is  supervised  by  a 
psychologist,  a  physiotherapist,  a  teacher  for  school  grades,  and 
a  nursery  school  teacher.  In  the  background  are  doctors  who 
give  practically  full  time  to  the  unit. 

The  new  unit  certainly  gives  the  children  who  come  into  the 
ward  satisfactory  medical  service.  In  addition,  we  believe  that 
difficulties  in  education  can  be  foreseen,  and  to  some  extent 
avoided.  Every  effort  is  made  to*  determine  the  exact  physiologi- 
cal and  intellectual  assets  of  each  child.  The  diagnosis  includes 
not  only  a  statement  regarding  the  extent  of  the  original  in- 
jury or  disease  but  a  statement  of  the  apparent  difficulties  which 
need  consideration  in  making  educational  plans. 

In  principle  there  is  nothing  new  in  this  whole  point  of  view. 
As  a  practical  matter,  however,  the  establishment  of  an  ade- 
quate organization  for  educational  research  in  a  children's  hos- 
pital has  not  been  attempted.  The  large  expense  of  this  particu- 
lar experiment  is  met,  in  part,  by  a  grant  from  the  Julius  Rosen- 
wald  Fund  and  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  K.  Stern.  In  addition, 
the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  are  giving  generous  and  under- 
standing support. 

That  such  a  unit  meets  the  needs  of  many  harassed  parents 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  patients  are  brought  from  con- 
siderable distances.  The  origin  of  the  cases  admitted  during  1930 
was  as  follows:

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The  medical  service  accepts  as  one  of  its  main  responsibilities 
the  acquisition  of  information  regarding  the  claims  made  as  to 
the  soundness  of  the  newer  methods  of  treatment  which  are 
constantly  being  introduced.  In  this  connection  it  should  be 
mentioned  that  the  experience  gained  by  the  use  of  the  Drinker 
Respirator  in  the  treatment  of  patients  with  certain  acute  types 
of  infantile  paralysis  has  substantiated  the  usefulness  of  this 
procedure.  Seventeen  patients  with  paralysis  affecting  respira- 
tion have  been  treated.  The  mortality  in  the  past  has  been 
uniformly  high,  but  with  the  addition  of  this  method  of  treat- 
ment, ten  paralyzed  children  in  this  series  recovered.  Further- 
more, as  the  result  of  the  investigations  which  have  been  made, 
valuable  information  relating  to  the  beginning  and  continuation 
of  the  treatment  and  the  special  types  of  respiratory  paralysis 
in  which  this  form  of  treatment  is  indicated  has  been  secured. 

The  period  of  training  for  the  house  officers  has  been  changed 
from  fifteen  to  twenty-one  months.  By  so  lengthening  this  serv- 
ice it  will  be  possible  for  these  future  doctors  to  become  more 
experienced  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  all  types  of  dis- 
eases incident  to  childhood.  The  first  three  months  will  be 
spent  in  the  surgical,  orthopedic-surgical,  and  the  otolaryngo- 
logical  wards,  and  the  next  three  months'  service  in  the  isola- 
tion unit,  where  they  will  be  seeing  patients  with  communicable 
diseases.  They  will  be  assigned  to  the  general  medical  wards 
and  the  Infants'  Hospital  for  the  following  twelve  months,  and 
the  final  three  months  to  the  medical  out-patient  department, 
the  well  baby  clinic,  and  the  newly-born  clinic  at  the  Boston 
Lying-in  Hospital.  The  Boston  Children's  Hospital  is  uniquely 
adapted  with  its  general  and  well-rounded  services  to  offer  this 
opportunity.  As  the  pediatrician  of  today  is  the  general  practi- 
tioner of  children,  his  training  before  going  out  to  practice 
should  be  broad  and  embrace  experience  in  all  fields  of  chil- 
dren's diseases. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  mention  were  not  made 
of  the  more  routine  service  to  the  sick  children.  Last  summer 
was  an  exceedingly  busy  one,  offering  relief  to  the  large  number 
of  patients  with  the  milder  forms  of  infantile  paralysis.  Also, 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  ill  with  menin-

gitis  and  rheumatic  fever.  The  general  medical  out-patient  de- 
partment, as  well  as  the  clinics  arranged  for  the  ambulatory 
patients — with  diabetes,  eczema,  asthma,  and  so  forth,  has  been 
most  active. 

In  respect  to  the  teaching  of  undergraduate  medical  students, 
no  essential  changes  have  been  made  other  than  those  mentioned 
last  year  for  the  Junior  class.  It  may  be  of  satisfaction  to  know 
that  this  class  expressed  their  opinion  regarding  their  instruc- 
tion while  at  the  Children's  Hospital  as  follows:  "Everyone 
agrees  that  this  was  an  excellent  course." 

It  is  of  interest  to  take  into  account  the  total  numbers  of 
patients  treated.  There  will  be  always  low  and  high  fluctua- 
tions from  year  to  year  on  account  of  the  variation  in  the  inci- 
dence of  dis.ease,  socio-economic  conditions,  etc.,  which  are  im- 
portant factors  determining  the  number  of  children  seeking  care 
in  the  hospital.  This  year  fortunately  has  been  a  particularly 
healthful  year.  Even  so,  there  have  been  only  ninety-nine  less 
new  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  and  eighty-five  less  new 
patients  to  the  medical  out-patient  clinic  than  in  1929. 

Special  recognition  should  be  given  to  the  Superintendent, 
the  members  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  and  the  Social 
Service  staff  for  their  unselfish  and  conscientious  devotion  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  children  and  the  hospital.

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Report  of  the  Surgical  Department 

1930 


THE  year  1930  was  the  second  year  of  the  new  system  of 
instruction  for  third  and  fourth-year  students  of  Harvard 
Medical  School  on  the  Surgical  Service.  The  changes  of  1929 
required  to  meet  these  conditions  became  more  stabilized  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  except  for  minor  readjustments  the  plan 
is  now  well  established.  It  is  working  well  as  regards  the  instruc- 
tion given  the  students,  and  does  not  now  greatly  interfere  with 
the  administrative  routine  of  the  service. 

One  morning  a  week  is  still  devoted  largely  to  teaching  pur- 
poses on  the  wards  and  only  urgent  operations  are  performed 
on  that  morning.  In  spite  of  this,  and  due  to  better  organiza- 
tion of  the  teaching  course,  1,205  operations  were  done  on  the 
Surgical  Service  in  1930  as  compared  with  1,056  done  in  1929. 

While  the  Out-Patient  visits  show  a  very  slight  decrease  in 
1930  as  compared  with  1929,  there  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Surgical  Ward. 

The  Ida  C.  Smith  Ward  was  opened  in  April,  1930,  and  this 
has  increased  our  bed  capacity  by  fifteen.  The  new  ward  has 
greatly  increased  our  ability  to  take  care  of  the  surgical  condi- 
tions of  infants.  During  the  construction  of  this  ward,  the 
Throat  Service  as  well  as  the  Infants'  Hospital  co-operated 
generously  with  us  in  allowing  the  use  of  their  beds  for  sur- 
gical cases. 

The  increase  in  value  of  a  Surgical  Service  such  as  that  at 
the  Children's  Hospital  cannot  be  judged  by  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  cared  for  alone.  One  of  the  important  functions 
of  a  teaching  Hospital  is  the  investigation  of  newer  forms  and 
methods  of  treatment  and  to  give  the  results  of  its  investigation 
to  the  profession. 

The  satisfactory  evaluation  of  these  newer  methods  requires 
long,  thorough,  and  conservative  study.  Only  when  carried  out 
in  this  manner  are  the  results  of  any  value. 

[28] 
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During  the  past  year  studies  of  newer  forms  of  anesthesia 
have  been  made,  notably,  observations  in  the  use  of  Avertin, 
an  anesthetic  drug  administered  by  rectum.  This  would  appear 
to  have  a  definite  value  in  the  surgery  of  children.  There  was 
also  carried  out  an  investigation  of  the  newer  methods  of 
obtaining  radiographic  visualization  of  the  genito-urinary  tract 
by  the  intravenous  injection  of  certain  drugs.  The  advantages, 
disadvantages,  and  limitations  of  this  method  were  thoroughly 
worked  out.  Results  of  these  investigations  are  to  be  published 
shortly. 

The  proper  care  of  the  patient  is  the  large  and  important 
part  of  the  duties  of  the  Hospital  to  the  community.  The  work 
done  at  the  Hospital  for  the  improvement  of  this  care,  by  newer 
methods,  is  another  great  duty  of  a  hospital  such  as  this. 
Unless  the  service  continues  to  further  this  work,  it  is  not 
fulfilling,  to  the  best  of  its  power,  its  duty  to  the  community 
and  the  profession. 

The  relationship  between  the  Surgical  and  the  other  services 
of  the  Hospital  is  becoming  closer.  This  results  in  better  care 
given  tO'  all  cases.  The  interdependence  of  all  services  on  each 
other  is  better  appreciated.  The  Hospital  Staff  realize  that  the 
Children's  Hospital  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  true  general 
hospital  treating  the  manifestations  of  disease  in  an  age  group. 
To  be  merely  a  collected  group  of  special  services,  acting  more 
or  less  separately  and  sharply  divided,  cannot  give  either  the 
best  care  of  these  diseases,  nor  the  proper  and  adequate  instruc- 
tion in  these  diseases  to  students  of  the  profession.

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Report  of  the  Orthopedic 
Department 

1930 


THE  volume  of  work  of  the  Orthopedic  Department  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  seen  and  in  the  number  of  total  visits 
made  by  the  patients  was  approximately  the  same  in  1930 
as  in  1929.  There  were  a  few  more  new  cases  seen  and  there 
were  slightly  fewer  visits  of  old  patients  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department. 

The  organization  of  the  Department  and  the  Staff  has  not  es- 
sentially changed.  There  have  been  no  resignations  or  new  ap- 
pointments. The  weekly  exchange  visits  with  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Surgical  Service  on  Tuesday  mornings  still  prove  very 
profitable.  The  regular  ward  rounds,  attended  by  the  whole 
Orthopedic  Staff  on  Thursday  mornings,  and  the  foregathering 
of  the  house  officers  with  some  of  the  members  of  the  staff  for 
tea  and  medical  chat  on  Thursday  afternoons  afford  opportunity 
for  desirable  formal  and  informal  contacts.  The  accessory  out- 
patient clinics  in  Infantile  Paralysis  (in  association  with  the 
Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission),  Lateral  Curvature  of 
the  Spine,  and  Posture,  and  the  bi-monthly  "follow  up"  Sun- 
day clinics  have  continued  as  in  1929. 

During  the  two  or  three  months  in  which  Infantile  Paralysis 
was  most  prevalent,  from  ten  to  fifteen  beds  were  allocated  to 
children  who  had  recovered  from  the  acute  stage  of  the  disease, 
but  who  were  threatened  with  the  development  of  deformities 
due  to  the  action  of  the  unparalyzed  muscles  against  the  slow 
recovering  groups  of  muscles  affected  by  the  disease.  We  feel 
sure  that  this  has  been  a  very  important  bit  of  preventive  sur- 
gery and  has  resulted  in  a  more  complete  return  of  function  of 
the  paralyzed  muscles. 

In  this  ward  has  been  installed  a  Drinker  apparatus  for  arti- 
ficial respiration  which  has  demonstrated  its  extreme  value,  not 
only  in  saving  the  lives  of  children  suffering  from  the  type  of 
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Infantile  Paralysis  in  which  the  muscles  of  respiration  are 
temporarily  paralyzed  but  also  in  helping  to  coax  back  to  full 
power  these  paralyzed  muscles,  by  providing  rest  periods  during 
convalescence.  Before  this  apparatus  was  invented  by  Mr. 
Philip  Drinker  and  Mr.  Louis  A.  Shaw  of  the  Harvard  School 
of  Public  Health,  the  majority  of  the  children  thus  affected 
by  the  disease  died  from  pneumonia.  By  its  use  the  majority  of 
them  now  live  and  recover  the  use  of  their  breathing  muscles. 

Teaching. — The  teaching  of  the  Third  Year  Harvard  Medi- 
cal School  students  brings  groups  of  between  twenty  and  thirty 
students  to  the  Children's  Hospital  every  month.  During  this 
month  they  receive  all  their  intensive  clinical  training  in  the 
medical,  surgical,  and  orthopedic  diseases  of  children.  This 
teaching  occupies  all  their  time  during  this  period.  Opinions 
of  the  students  as  to  the  value  of  this  teaching  were  obtained 
at  the  end  of  the  1929-1930  academic  year.  It  was  interesting  to 
find  that  the  students  were  eager  for  more  rather  than  less  work 
in  Orthopedic  Surgery.  A  plan  has  been  worked  out  which 
gives  these  students  more  intimate  contact  with  both  the  out- 
patient and  ward  cases,  entailing  more  time  spent  by  them  and 
by  their  instructors  but  increasing  considerably,  we  believe,  the 
value  of  the  instruction  given.  The  required  whole  class  lectures 
in  Orthopedic  Surgery  continue  to  be  given  once  a  week  for 
eight  weeks  in  the  Amphitheater  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 

The  Orthopedic  Resident  Teaching  Fellow,  Dr.  F.  C.  Bost, 
has  given  invaluable  service  in  organizing  the  somewhat  com- 
plicated teaching  detail  and  seeing  to  it  that  the  demands  of 
this  detail  are  met  by  both  instructors  and  students. 

With  the  Bader  Building  and  the  opening  of  the  new  isola- 
tion wards  and  new,  adequate  quarters  for  the  Pathological 
Departments,  the  Hospital  will  represent  the  most  perfect  unit 
for  the  teaching  of  the  diagnosis  and  the  treatment  of  all  those 
diseases  and  conditions  of  children  which  interfere  with  their 
health  and  well-being.  It  will  undoubtedly  be  so  recognized,  and 
this  fact  should  furnish  the  most  powerful  incentive  to  the  Staff 
to  see  to  it  that  their  diagnoses  are  correct  and  that  the  treat- 
ment which  is  given  to  the  children  under  their  charge  is  most 
humane  and  efficient. 
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Social  Service. — Annually  the  Orthopedic  Department  ex- 
presses its  gratitude  to- the  Social  Service  Department.  Without 
its  aid,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  provide  that  continuing  care 
which  is  so  essential  to  the  ultimate  recovery  of  so  many  cases 
of  bone  and  joint  disease.  Because  of  illness  in  her  family,  Miss 
Helen  Marble  has  resigned  her  position  as  Orthopedic  Social 
Service  worker.  We  felt  the  loss  of  her  devoted  work  keenly,  but 
Miss  Emily  Rice,  who  has  been  appointed  in  her  place,  is  ful- 
filling the  traditions  of  outstanding  service. 

Needs.— The  most  crying  need  of  the  Orthopedic  Depart- 
ment is  an  opportunity  to  pursue  research  work  in  the  many 
unsolved  problems  of  Orthopedic  Surgery.  The  small  animal 
room  and  cramped  laboratory  quarters  are  unsatisfactory  to 
both  the  Orthopedic  and  the  Surgical  Departments  of  the 
Hospital.  It  is  the  strong  hope  of  the  department  that  better, 
and  we  may  almost  say,  safer  quarters  for  such  important  work 
may  be  made  available  in  the  near  future.  The  spirit  of  re- 
search among  the  Staff  and  the  interns  is  active,  but  the  op- 
portunities are  at  the  present  moment  entirely  inadequate  at 
both  the  Medical  School  and  the  Hospital. 

Bader  Building. — We  wish  that  all  the  patrons  of  the  Boston 
Children's  Hospital  would  visit  the  Bader  Building,  which  was 
nearing  completion  when  the  1929  Report  was  published.  For 
the  last  six  months  it  has  been  in  full  operation.  Almost  ideally 
arranged  space  for  quiet  muscle  training  and  corrective  exer- 
cise work  is  provided,  and  for  the  first  time  in  Massachusetts 
it  has  made  possible  the  water-tank  treatment  of  both  the  very 
early  and  the  late  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  improve- 
ment in  morale  and  the  sheer  joy  which  these  children  exhibit 
when  exercising  in  the  large  pool  of  sterile  warmed  water  is  an 
amazing  and  happy  sight.  In  addition  to  the  two  neurological 
wards  and  a  fully  equipped  room  for  light  therapy,  the  building 
affords  office  space  for  close  co-operation  between  the  Harvard 
Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  and  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapy  of  the  Boston  Children's  Hospital.  This  co-operation  is 
essential  to  the  unique  service  which  these  two  groups  are  able 
to  render  to  their  appealing  patients.  Here  is  another  evidence 
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of  the  generous  support  which  the  Hospital  has  received  from 
individuals  and  foundations  and  of  far-seeing  planning  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Superintendent.

Laboratory

|"T  is  felt  desirable  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of 
-*-  Managers  the  excellent  co-operation  and  service  which  is 
being  maintained  with  the  bacteriology  department  at  the  Medi- 
cal School.  With  the  exception  of  the  technician's  time,  the 
media  used  are  supplied  entirely  by  this  department.  In  order 
to  make  our  own  media  it  would  necessitate  a  special  room 
with  expensive  equipment,  the  necessary  current  raw  materials, 
and  the  services  of  an  additional,  well-trained,  full-time  tech- 
nician. Dr.  Zinsser  has  always  made  a  decided  effort  to  co- 
operate in  every  way,  and  the  Laboratory  wishes  to  express 
its  gratitude  for  his  assistance.  The  close  co-operative  associ- 
ation of  our  Laboratory  with  his  department  is  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  Hospital. 

Last  summer  the  Laboratory  made  arrangements  with  E.  R. 
Squibb  &  Co.  to  get  erysipelas  serum  at  a  considerably  reduced 
price.  A  large  amount  of  this  serum  is  used,  and  this  will  mean 
a  considerable  saving  not  only  to  the  Hospital  but  to  patients. 

Bacteriological  glassware  and  equipment  needs  meticulous 
care  and  it  always  takes  considerable  time  to  train  a  person  to 
do  this  satisfactorily.  This  year  we  are  particularly  grateful 
for  having  had  it  made  possible  to  secure  the  services  of  an  in- 
dividual who  fills  this  position  exceedingly  well. 

Miss  Marion  Sweet  has  continued  as  assistant  bacteriologist. 
Dr.  Nelson  finished  his  year  as  resident  bacteriologist  December 
15.  Dr.  Harder  and  Dr.  Miller  served  six  months  each  as  house 
officers  in  bacteriology  last  year.

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Report  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics 

1930 


THE  outstanding  occurrence  of  the  year  was  the  removal  of 
the  Physical  Therapy  Department,  in  June,  from  its  out- 
grown quarters  to  the  new  Bader  Building,  which  had  been 
specially  planned  for  the  physical  therapy  treatment  of  chil- 
dren. The  new  space  and  facilities  have  many  advantages. 

The  therapeutic  exercise  pool  is  a  great  asset.  Previous  ex- 
perience with  various  small  tubs  had  shown  that  some  patients 
progressed  faster  when  given  their  exercises  in  water.  The  size 
of  the  new  pool  makes  it  possible  for  several  patients  at  a  time 
to  receive  their  muscle  training  on  the  sunken  tables,  and  it 
also  allows  room  for  water  play  and  learning  to  swim.  The  value 
of  a  recreational  activity  for  badly  paralyzed  children,  who  are 
cut  off  from  most  forms  of  play,  is  a  very  definite  factor  in 
their  well-being,  and,  from  a  therapeutic  standpoint,  this  ex- 
perience in  a  general  functional  activity  without  the  harmful 
elements  of  overstrain  from  faulty  weight-bearing,  seems  to  be 
a  help  in  gaining  equilibrium  and  efficiency  outside  of  the  water. 

Nearly  1,800  treatments  have  been  given  in  the  pool  during 
the  seven  months  it  has  been  in  use.  These  were  mostly  in 
three  groups:  the  infantile  paralysis  patients  from  the  special 
unit  of  the  Orthopedic  Ward,  which  was  set  aside  to  take  care 
of  some  of  the  most  badly  paralyzed  cases  of  the  1930  group; 
the  children  from  the  Neurological  Ward;  and  patients  from 
the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  Clinic. 

Another  feature  of  the  equipment  of  the  Bader  Building  is 
the  Solarium,  with  a  large  carbon-arc  therapeutic  lamp  for 
the  exposure  of  a  group  of  children.  This  was  put  into  use  in 
December,  and  is  being  helpful  in  maintaining  the  general 
health  of  children  who  are  obliged  to  spend  some  months  in  the 
Hospital.  Later  in  the  year,  the  direct  sun  rays  coming  through 
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the  Vita  glass  windows  will  also  be  used.  At  the  other  end  of 
the  same  floor  are  facilities  for  the  individual  or  group  expo- 
sure of  children  from  the  Out-Patient  clinics  to  the  ultra- 
violet rays  of  the  quartz  lamp. 

The  facilities  for  handling  patients  and  students  in  the  other 
clinics  are  much  better  than  formerly,  and  it  is  possible  to  do 
much  more  satisfactory  work.  The  slight  drop  in  attendance  at 
some  of  the  Out-Patient  clinics  was  partly  due  to  the  transition 
period  of  moving  equipment  from  the  old  building,  when  it  was 
necessary  to  refuse  all  but  the  most  urgent  cases,  and  partly 
to  the  general  financial  depression,  which  has  made  regular 
visits  for  chronic  conditions  an  impossibility  for  many  of  the 
parents. 

Teaching  of  physical  therapy  students,  physical  education 
students,  and  nurses  has  been  carried  on  as  in  the  past,  under 
greatly  improved  conditions. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  feel  that  the  past  work  of  the 
department  has  been  considered  of  sufficient  value  to  the  Hos- 
pital and  its  patients  to  have  warranted  the  erection  of  this 
new  building  for  the  physical  therapeutic  clinics. 

The  policy  of  the  Managers  when  planning  the  building,  in 
giving  the  utmost  consideration  to  the  ideas  of  those  members 
of  the  Staff  who  were  to  be  in  charge  of  clinics  in  the  new  build- 
ing, was  greatly  appreciated.

h  I  A  HE  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission  Clinic  has 
-■-  finished  its  fourteenth  year  and  continues  its  regular  hos- 
pital clinic  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  mornings.  The 
new  treatment  rooms  and  offices  in  the  Bader  Building  offer 
far  greater  facilities  for  handling  the  cases  and  were  especially 
appreciated  with  the  increase  of  new  cases  last  fall.  The  Com- 
mission is  very  grateful  to  the  Children's  Hospital  for  the  added 
facilities  with  which  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  the  work. 

The  treatment  of  both  early  and  late  cases  by  exercises  given 
while  the  patient  is  supported  by  warm  water  has  proved  of 
greatest  value.  The  beautiful  new  pool  in  the  Bader  Building 
makes  it  possible  to  employ  this  treatment  more  generally  and 
much  more  efficiently.  Before  this  was  provided,  the  only  facility 
for  this  treatment  was  afforded  by  a  small  wooden  tank.  This 
demonstrated  the  value  of  the  method  but  greatly  limited 
its  employment.  In  1930,  624  treatments  were  given  to  Out- 
Patient  Infantile  Paralysis  cases. 

During  1930,  506  new  cases  were  reported  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health.  Of  this  number  we  have  seen  and  are 
treating  227  cases,  with  onsets  in  1930,  in  the  Clinic. 

The  Community  Health  Association  continues  to  give  valu- 
able service  in  visiting  and  treating  cases  in  Boston.  In  1930, 
outside  treatment  clinics  were  held  in  Beverly,  Cambridge, 
Dedham,  East  Boston,  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  Lowell,  Lynn, 
Maiden,  North  Adams,  Quincy,  Salem,  Waltham,  and  Woburn. 
Clinics  were  discontinued  during  the  year  in  Brockton  and  Ips- 
wich. A  new  treatment  clinic  was  started  in  Arlington  during 
the  year  1930. 

The  Clinic  continues  to  be  valuable  as  a  teaching  clinic  to 
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House  Officers,  Medical  School  students,   and  Physiotherapy 
students  who  come  to  the  Hospital  for  special  training. 

The  Clinic  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Community  Health  As- 
sociation for  their  assistance,  to  the  Red  Cross  and  to  volun- 
teer motor  drivers  for  their  help  in  transporting  cases  to  and 
from  the  Clinic,  and  to  the  Noemi  Club  No.  11,  U.  O.  T.  S., 
for  their  financial  help  to  patients  for  apparatus,  transportation, 
and  vacations.

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Report  of  the  Otolaryngological 
Department 

1930 


^  I  ^HE  activities  of  the  Department  of  Otolaryngology  during 
■*•  1930  stand  out  primarily  as  those  of  renovation  and  re- 
modeling of  the  entire  physical  plant.  This  work  necessitated 
the  closing  of  the  wards  and  operating  rooms  from  July  to 
November,  during  which  period  the  entire  third  floor  of  the 
out-patient  building  was  in  a  hopeless  state  of  confusion,  as 
plumbers,  painters,  plasterers,  and  carpenters  sought  to  transfer 
a  heterogeneous  group  of  rooms,  formerly  used  for  a  dozen  dif- 
ferent medical  purposes,  into  a  compact  and  up-to-date  ear, 
nose,  and  throat  unit.  How  well  they  succeeded  can  only  be 
realized  by  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  complete  unit.  The  op- 
erating suite  now  comprises  the  original  operating  room,  en- 
larged and  recolored,  two  etherizing  rooms,  a  sterilizing  room, 
and  appropriate  storeroom  and  closet  space.  We  have  a  beauti- 
fully equipped  laboratory,  nurses'  and  doctors'  dressing  rooms, 
offices,  linen  closets,  and  utility  rooms.  The  old  gymnasium,  no 
longer  recognizable  as  such,  has  been  transformed  into  an  ideal 
tonsil  ward  of  fourteen  beds,  with  every  modern  convenience 
and  safeguard  for  the  care  of  those  children  who  come  in  three 
times  a  week  for  tonsillectomy.  The  former  nurses'  classroom, 
amplified  by  a  truly  remarkable  piece  of  building,  by  extension 
over  a  former  roof  top,  now  appears  as  a  twenty-bed  permanent 
ward,  which  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  It  contains  two  units, 
with  individual  isolation  rooms,  toilets,  and  utility  rooms.  Sun- 
shine enters  almost  the  entire  day,  and  already  interested  friends 
are  planning  to  decorate  the  walls  with  attractive  Mother  Goose 
friezes.  The  necessary  kitchen  is  close  by,  with  all  its  modern 
equipment,  and  a  treatment  room  provides  facilities  for  dress- 
ings away  from  the  ward  and  its  occupants.  An  attractive  wait- 
ing room,  filled  with  books  and  toys,  completes  the  suite,  and 
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provides  a  place  for  entertainment  of  the  children  before  their 
transportation  to  the  operating  room.  In  short,  we  believe,  we 
now  have  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  treatment  of  the  ear, 
nose,  and  throat  in  children,  which  will  bear  comparison  with 
those  of  any  other  hospital  in  the  world  and  surpass  almost  all 
of  them. 

Our  staff  continues  to  grow  and  now  numbers  eight  part-time 
visiting  men.  Since  our  last  report  we  have  added  the  names  of 
Dr.  Donald  MacDonald  and  Dr.  Charles  Allman,  as  Assistant 
Surgeons.  No  additions,  however,  can  fill  the  place  left  vacant 
last  spring  by  the  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Meserve,  for 
many  years  a  faithful  and  invaluable  worker  on  the  staff.  Blood 
poisoning  acquired  in  the  performance  of  his  work  proved  fatal 
just  as  he  was  entering  into  the  fullest  success  of  his  career, 
and  his  loss  is  keenly  felt  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

In  a  short  time  we  plan  to  resume  the  arrangement  whereby 
the  medical  internship  will  include  a  period  of  service  in  the 
otolaryngological  department  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  two. 
There  will  thus  be  a  medical  and  surgical  intern  on  the  ear, 
nose,  and  throat  service  all  the  time,  an  arrangement  which 
should  mean  the  most  efficient  care  of  patients  and  avoidance 
of  the  too  narrow  point  of  view  which  tends  to  creep  into  any 
specialty.

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Report  of  the  Pathological 
Department 

1930 


/  I  A  HE  year  1930  has  been  one  of  some  progress  in  bringing 
■*--  our  records  up  to  date  and  in  the  cross-cataloguing  of  the 
work  of  the  early  years  of  the  department.  This  has  been  made 
possible  by  additional  secretarial  service.  The  figures  for  the  de- 
partment which  follow  show  the  volume  of  work  to  be  greater 
as  far  as  surgical  material  is  concerned,  but  five  autopsies  fewer 
than  in  1929.' 

On  the  whole,  co-operation  between  the  pathological  depart- 
ment and  the  clinical  departments  is  on  the  increase,  and  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  pathological  laboratory  floor  we  shall 
probably  be  able  to  bring  about  important  correlations  of 
clinical  and  pathological  data,  inasmuch  as  we  shall  be  able  to 
provide  room  for  special  workers.  In  fact,  there  are  several 
problems  for  which  we  have  outstanding  material  that  may 
profitably  be  attacked  by  this  method.  The  outstanding  example 
of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  large  number  of  carefully  studied 
post-mortems  on  infants  dying  of  nutritional  diseases  of  un- 
certain pathogenesis.  There  is  also  a  large  series  of  cases  of 
salivary  gland  diseases  with  distinctive  pathology  but  as  yet 
of  unevaluated  importance. 

There  are  two  lines  of  development  which  I  should  like  to 
see  progress' — one,  neuropathology,  the  need  for  which  is 
urgent;  the  other,  bone  pathology.  With  the  development  of 
the  neuropathological  service  at  the  Children's  Hospital  it  has 
become  apparent  that  our  present  equipment,  personnel,  and 
resources  are  not  adequate  for  the  type  of  studies  necessary  for 
productive  work.  Neuropathological  studies  are  often  tedious, 
intricate,  and  expensive  and  are  all  too  frequently  shirked 
or  disregarded  as  a  part  of  the  routine  of  a  pathological  labor- 
atory. It  is,  I  believe,  a  conservative  estimate  to  fix  the  cost 
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of  additional  neuropathological  work,  provided  this  is  done 
adequately  from  Dr.  Crothers'  standpoint,  as  equal  to  the 
present  cost  of  the  laboratory.  There  is  no  organization  in  any 
of  the  Boston  hospitals,  or,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  in  the  Harvard 
Medical  School,  which  conducts  careful  and  complete  neuro- 
pathological studies  for  the  purpose  of  correlation  with  func- 
tional disturbances.  If  the  Children's  Hospital  trustees  could 
manage  to  support  neuropathological  studies  as  a  part  of  its 
laboratory  routine  they  would  perform  a  pioneer  service  for 
this  community.  It  is  just  as  well  to  mention,  however,  that 
should  a  neuropathological  service  be  developed,  the  assignment 
of  space  necessary  would  seriously  cramp  even  the  new  quarters 
now  being  provided  for  pathology,  so  that  space  would  have 
to  be  provided  somewhere  in  the  territory  of  the  pathological 
department  in  the  Medical  School. 

Casual  studies  of  changes  in  bones  made  during  the  last 
year  have  convinced  me  that  complete  understanding  of  the 
pathology  of  a  number  of  diseases  of  early  life  requires  much 
more  complete  examination  of  bones  than  is  provided  for  in 
the  routine  of  any  laboratory  I  know  of.  It  will  be  our  endeavor 
to  make  progress  in  this  line  without  materially  increasing  the 
laboratory  budget.

Changes  in  the  Staff 
Dr.  Rudolf  Osgood  succeeded  Dr.  L.  H.  Koplik  as  Resident 
Pathologist  on  September  1,  1930.  Dr.  F.  K.  Harder  succeeded 
Dr.  Francis  McDonald  as  house  officer  in  Pathology  on  July  1, 
1930.  Dr.  John  Walker  served  as  surgical  house  officer  in 
Pathology  for  three  months,  from  September  1,  1930.

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THE  dental  service  is  now  rendered  only  to  the  house  cases 
and  special  out-patient  cases  which  can  be  cared  for  under 
certain  circumstances  by  the  chief  of  an  out-patient  clinic.  There- 
fore, the  number  of  dental  operations  and  treatments  has  de- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  the  regular  clinic  days  have  been 
discontinued.  Service  is  now  rendered  on  call.  Those  cases  which 
cannot  be  cared  for  under  the  present  system  are  referred  to  the 
Harvard  Dental  School  or  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary.  Both 
of  these  institutions  have  kindly  consented  to  render  all  neces- 
sary service  for  the  children  referred  to  them  from  this  Hospital. 
The  work  of  the  department  included  cases  of  fillings,  extrac- 
tions of  carious  and  abscessed  teeth  and  roots,  treatment  of 
stomatitus,  Vincent's  angina,  osteomyelitis,  and  fractures  of 
the  maxillary  bones. 

PHILIP  I.  JOHNSON. 
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TOURING  the  year  1930,  1,400  families  came  under  the  care 
~*-^  of  the  Social  Service  Department,  of  which  1,083  consti- 
tuted new  cases.  Of  these  new  cases,  375  had  never  been  known 
to  any  other  hospital  or  social  agency,  and  247  families  lived 
outside  greater  Boston.  There  were  3,708  visits  made. 

There  have  been  no  radical  changes  in  policy,  and  but  two 
changes  in  the  staff — -Miss  Rice  having  succeeded  Miss  Marble 
on  the  Orthopedic  Service  and  Miss  Irwin  having  taken  over 
Miss  Greene's  work  in  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department. 

Medical  Out-Patient  Department  and  Wards. — Children 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  malnutrition,  asthma,  diabetes, 
rheumatic  fever,  chorea,  cardiac  conditions,  and  congenital  lues 
have  continued  to  represent  the  largest  diagnostic  groups  with 
which  the  two  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  workers  have 
been  called  upon  to  assist. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  are  always  referred  by  the  doctors  while 
the  patients  are  in  the  clinic.  With  children  under  three  years 
of  age,  resources  for  placement  are  few  and  the  problem  re- 
solves itself  into  the  planning  of  a  hygienic  regime  in  the  home 
and  the  arrangement  for  the  examination  of  contact  cases.  Often 
this  is  accomplished  through  co-operation  with  local  public 
health  agencies. 

Children  needing  institutional  care  are  still  being  sent  to  our 
State  Sanitoria  at  Westfield,  North  Reading,  and  Lakeville,  with 
excellent  end  results.  On  discharge  from  these  special  institu- 
tions, supervision  is  at  once  re-established  in  the  Medical  Clinic. 
The  co-operation  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  State  Sanitoria 
and  of  the  two  special  workers  at  the  State  Division  of  Tuber- 
culosis have  now  made  it  practically  impossible  for  continuous 
medical  and  social  supervision  to  lapse. 

Prendergast  Preventorium  accepts  our  Boston  children  who 
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have  been  exposed  but  who  have  no  activity,  and  fills  for  us  a 
very  great  need. 

With  all  our  diabetic  children  a  home  and  school  survey  is 
made.  These  visits  show  how  well  prepared  the  family  is  for 
caring  for  the  patient  and  whether  school  adjustments  are  in 
order.  The  initial  cost  for  a  child's  equipment  is  about  $15,  and 
insulin,  needles,  syringe,  etc.,  cost  about  $6  a  month.  The  diet 
varies,  but  is  more  expensive  than  an  ordinary  diet,  and  costs 
from  $7  a  week  up.  This  frequently  complicates  treatment  and 
must  be  satisfactorily  adjusted  if  good  results  are  to  be  obtained. 

A  four-page  leaflet  for  parents  and  teachers  of  diabetic  chil- 
dren written  by  Dr.  Rachel  Hardwick  has  been  of  great  assist- 
ance, particularly  in  the  reassurance  of  teachers. 

Of  the  660  cases  under  supervision  in  the  Cardiac  Clinic  dur- 
ing 1930,  468  were  seen  during  the  year,  and  166  were  closed  or 
transferred  to  other  hospitals  because  the  children  were  over- 
age; and  165  new  cases  were  seen.  Of  the  166  closed,  35  moved 
out  of  town;  16  failed  to  co-operate  with  the  clinic;  8  lapsed  be- 
cause the  parents  felt  that  the  children  were  well;  54  over-age 
patients  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals,  and  30  to  other 
medical  treatment.  Eleven  died,  and  12  more  were  found  to 
have  no  heart  condition  and  were  discharged  from  the  clinic. 

In  an  effort  to  lighten  pressure  both  on  the  clinic  and  on  out- 
side visiting,  a  monthly  report  card  has  been  made  up  which 
is  to  be  sent  by  Miss  Barnes  to  a  group  of  cases  selected  by 
Dr.  Green.  It  is  hoped  that  in  this  way  a  certain  number  of 
children  may  come  to  the  clinic  less  frequently  and  still  be 
checked  up  more  often  than  before.  Immediate  appointments 
will  be  made  for  those  reporting  any  acute  symptoms.  Because 
of  the  impression  that  certain  sections  of  greater  Boston  fur- 
nish the  larger  proportion  of  cases  of  rheumatic  heart  disease, 
Miss  Barnes  has  started  to  chart  a  mounted  street  map  in  an 
effort  to  determine  the  distribution  of  our  active  cases. 

We  have  been  greatly  helped  by  the  Community  Health  As- 
sociation, which  has  given  nursing  care  and  instruction  to  the 
cardiac  children  receiving  bed  care  at  home;  and  we  have  re- 
ceived valuable  assistance  from  four  volunteer  tutors  who  have 
given  generously   of  their  time  in   home  teaching  of  children 
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unable  to  attend  school  for  even  one  session.  In  addition,  another 
volunteer  has  given  aid  in  transportation  and  in  medical 
folloAV-up. 

Although  we  consider  the  potential  heart  cases  the  most  im- 
portant in  social  treatment,  there  is  obviously  still  a  great  need 
for  increased  facilities  for  children  who  must  have  a  long  period 
of  after  care  in  bed,  and  who  should  have  educational  and  occu- 
pational activities  along  with  treatment. 

In  the  Luetic  Clinic,  67  children  are  under  medical  and  social 
supervision,  14  new  cases  have  been  taken  on  during  the  year 
and  17  have  been  closed,  the  majority  through  transfer  of 
treatment  to  other  hospitals. 

Miss  Stabler  has  continued  with  the  habit  difficulties,  which 
have  implied  a  need  for  improved  mental  hygiene  for  patient  or 
parents,  and  with  behavior  problems  where  change  of  environ- 
ment and  training  are  needed.  Recently  she  has  added  to  her 
program  any  cases  which  may  be  referred  to  her  from  the  new 
Guidance  Clinic  which  has  been  established  in  the  Medical 
Out-Patient  Department. 

On  the  Medical  Ward,  plans  for  after  care  have  been  made 
for  all  children  where  the  diagnosis  is  significant. 

Surgical  Service. — Children  suffering  from  empyema,  T.  B. 
cervical  adenitis,  osteomyelitis,  or  any  illness  pointing  toward 
the  need  for  prolonged  after  care,  are  planned  for  socially  by 
Miss  Makaroff.  A  home  visit  is  made,  while  the  patient  is  on 
the  ward,  and  plans  are  made  with  the  family.  Temporary  con- 
valescence, special  institutional  care,  or  readjustments  in  the 
home  are  arranged. 

In  the  Surgical  Out-Patient  Department,  much  work  has  been 
spent  on  children  with  cleft  palates  who  need  to  have  special 
dental  work  done  before  any  further  operation  can  be  per- 
formed. Although  this  clinic  is  small  and  the  patients  are  spe- 
cially selected  after  examination,  much  sifting  has  to  be  done. 
All  children  with  speech  defect  are  connected  up  with  special 
speech  classes. 

During  1930,  Miss  Makaroff  has  also  taken  cases  specially  re- 
ferred to  her  from  the  Throat  Ward  and  the  Isolation  Clinic 
when  some  social  need  has  been  apparent. 
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Orthopedic  Service, — On  the  Orthopedic  Ward  practically 
100  per  cent  contacts  are  made  by  Miss  Rice  with  the  families 
of  patients,  and  a  report  is  made  to  the  physicians  as  to  the  ade- 
quacy of  after  care  in  the  home.  If  difficulties  cannot  be  straight- 
ened out  in  the  home,  convalescent  care  is  worked  out  at  Welles- 
ley,  some  special  institution,  or  in  a  foster  home  of  a  children's 
agency,  according  to  the  medical  recommendations. 

For  Out-Patient  children,  many  different  services  are  rendered. 
Nursing  care  is  arranged  at  home,  transportation  is  provided 
when  necessary,  encouragement  is  given  to  parents  who  need 
constant  explanation  and  bracing-up  to  maintain  continuous 
treatment  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Convalescent  care  and 
summer  vacations  are  arranged  and  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  other  community  agencies  where  unemployment  or  illness 
in  the  family  necessitate  more  radical  home  adjustments. 

In  addition,  Miss  Rice  checks  up  on  children  who  have  been 
sent  for  admission  and  have  failed  to  report,  makes  possible 
the  securing  of  apparatus  for  scoliosis  cases,  and  gives  any 
necessary  social  assistance  for  children  in  the  Muscle  Training 
or  Posture  Clinics. 

Children  with  bone  tuberculosis,  congenital  hip  disease,  os- 
teomyelitis, rickets,  and  club  feet  still  bulk  large  in  the  group 
for  whom  long-time  careful  plans  have  to  be  made. 

For  several  children  who  have  been  patients  on  the  Ortho- 
pedic Ward  for  months,  actual  tutoring  as  well  as  recreational 
reading  has  been  provided  by  a  very  interested  and  faithful 
volunteer,  and  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  a  second  vol- 
unteer has  given  constant  assistance  to  Miss  Rice. 

The  Department  has  continued  to  offer  field  work  for  stu- 
dents assigned  from  the  Simmons  College  School  of  Social  Work 
and  has  recently  put  into  operation  an  arrangement  with  the 
School  of  Nursing  whereby  every  student  nurse  follows  up  her 
experience  in  the  Out-Patient  Clinics  with  two  weeks  in  the 
Social  Service  Department.  This  plan  is  as  yet  experimental, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  by  this  method  every  student  nurse  may  be 
assisted  in  visualizing  more  concretely  the  community  relation- 
ships of  the  Hospital  and  the  social  aspects  of  disease. 
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The  Director  of  the  Department  has  been  a  member  of  the 
subcommittee  on  Medical-Social  Service  which  has  functioned 
as  a  part  of  the  Committee  on  Medical  Care  for  Children  of 
the  White  House  Conference  on  Child  Health  and  Protection. 
This  subcommittee  is  reporting  on  existing  Social  Service  in  hos- 
pitals and  dispensaries  which  deal  with  the  care  of  children, 
and  is  studying  the  questions  of  function,  organization,  train- 
ing of  personnel,  and  community  interrelations — a  survey  which 
will  form  the  basis  for  recommendations. 

We  wish  once  more  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  appropri- 
ation of  $500  given  us  for  therapeutic  relief  during  1930  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Incorporated,  and 
just  renewed  for  the  coming  year.  The  money  has  been  used  for 
diabetic  supplies,  special  convalescence,  transportation,  surgi- 
cal supplies,  eyeglasses,  and  orthopedic  apparatus. 

The  Department  also  desires  to  thank  Mrs.  Irving  W.  Solby, 
whose  continued  interest  in  our  problem  of  transportation  of 
handicapped  children  has  made  possible  a  service  which  is  in- 
valuable to  certain  groups  of  our  patients.

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A  REFERENCE  to  the  attached  figures  will  show  that  we 
•*■  *-  closed  the  year  1930  with  an  enrollment  in  the  School  of 
Nursing  of  123,  an  increase  of  six  over  last  year.  As  was  indi- 
cated in  last  year's  report,  the  increased  student  personnel 
necessary  to  meet  the  new  conditions  in  the  Hospital  was  met 
largely  by  increasing  the  number  of  affiliating  students.  We  now 
have  48  affiliating  students,  17  of  whom  are  on  duty  in  the  In- 
fants' Hospital  and  31  on  duty  in  the  Children's  Hospital.  They 
are  distributed  as  follows  in  the  Children's  Hospital  over  a 
twenty-four-hour  period:  Medical  Wards,  9;  Surgical  Ward,  6; 
Ida  C.  Smith  Ward,  8;  Orthopedic  Wards,  5;  and  Ear,  Nose, 
and  Throat  Ward,  3. 

It  was  voted  by  the  School  of  Nursing  Committee  that  all 
affiliating  students  entering  after  September,  1930,  must  be 
high  school  graduates.  We,  however,  told  all  the  schools  that 
we  would  receive  any  student  whom  they  already  had  in  their 
school  for  her  affiliation.  It  seems  only  reasonable  to  require 
the  same  standard  of  admission  for  affiliating  students  which 
has  long  been  the  admission  requirement  of  this  School. 

As  the  numbers  in  the  School  of  Nursing  increase  it  becomes 
necessary  to  have  more  students  on  affiliation.  On  the  closing 
day  of  the  year  we  had  31  students  out  on  affiliation.  One 
change  has  been  made  in  the  affiliations,  that  for  adult  operating- 
room  service.  It  seems  wise  to  have  our  students  go  for  their 
operating-room  service  to  one  of  the  hospitals  which  also  sends 
us  students,  and  to  have  the  students  reside  there.  This  arrange- 
ment was  made  with  the  New  England  Deaconess  Hospital, 
and  the  affiliation  began  on  December  1,  so  that  three  students 
will  always  be  in  residence  there  for  their  adult  operating-room 
experience.

SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

Our  graduate  personnel  has  been  increased  by  four.  One  of 
these  is  Supervisor  in  the  Neurological  Department,  and  the 
other  three  are  general  duty  nurses  at  night  in  the  Ida  C.  Smith 
Ward,  the  Neurological  Ward,  and  the  Nurses'  Infirmary.  The 
last-named,  however,  gives  considerable  time  on  the  wards. 
When  she  is  not  needed  in  the  Infirmary  she  goes  to  the  various 
wards  and  gives  care  to  very  sick  children. 

One  of  the  outstanding  achievements  made  possible  this  year 
by  our  increased  personnel  is  the  more  adequate  nursing  care 
of  children  at  night.  By  agreement  with  the  affiliating  schools, 
all  affiliating  students,  with  the  exception  of  those  from  the 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  School,  have  a  period  of  night  duty  in  this 
Hospital.  Affiliating  students  are  on  wards  where  there  are  also 
Children's  Hospital  students  on  duty.  On  all  of  the  active  wards, 
we  have  at  least  two  nurses  on  duty  between  the  hours  of 
seven  and  eleven  when  formerly  we  had  one,  and  on  the  Medi- 
cal Wards  we  have  three  night  nurses  between  the  two  wards. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  our  health  record  for  the  year 
is  considerably  better  than  for  last  year.  We  have  the  compara- 
tive figures  for  the  past  five  years  and  this  year's  record  is  low- 
est. The  average  number  of  days  of  illness  per  student  was 
7.4  as  against  10.6  for  last  year.  There  was  a  daily  average  of 
134.4  students  in  residence  during  the  year,  and  there  were 
1,002  days  of  illness.  We  found  that  our  contagious  diseases 
were  largely  among  the  affiliating  students,  and  we  have  re- 
quested that  all  affiliating  students  before  coming  to  us  have 
Schick  and  Dick  tests  and,  where  positive,  be  immunized  against 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever.  We  believe  that  the  low  illness  rate 
this  year  is  due  to  three  factors :  ( 1 )  The  low  illness  rate  in  the 
community.  (2)  Single  rooms  in  Gardner  House.  (3)  A  better 
check  on  the  health  of  our  students.  All  students  now  have  a 
yearly  examination  by  the  School  Physician  and  are  required  to 
weigh  themselves  monthly  and  keep  a  record  of  their  weight. 
Any  marked  decrease  in  weight  in  a  student  is  followed  up  by 
the  School  Physician. 

We  continue  to  have  a  sufficiently  large  number  of  applicants 
for  the  School  of  Nursing  to  be  able  to  select  our  students,  es- 
pecially for  the  September  class.  In  common  with  other  schools, 
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we  do  not  usually  have  so  many  applicants  for  the  January 
section.  At  the  request  of  the  Nursing  Department  of  the  Rocke- 
feller P'oundation  we  received  three  Siamese  students  in  Sep- 
tember for  the  complete  three-year  course.  We  already  have 
one  Siamese  graduate  who  is  teaching  at  the  Hospital  in  Bang- 
kok, and  these  three  students  we  have  now  are  being  prepared 
to  return  to  that  hospital. 

All  Children's  Hospital  students  are  assigned  for  one  month 
to  the  Neurological  Service,  and  we  feel  that  it  is  giving  them 
an  interesting  and  valuable  experience.  We  are  now  able  to  as- 
sign students  to  all  our  special  departments  for  a  specified 
length  of  time,  and  more  and  more  are  being  able  to  do  it  on 
the  general  wards.  This  is  very  desirable,  since  students  are 
not  changed  so  frequently,  the  Head  Nurse  knows  the  number 
of  students  upon  whom  she  may  count,  and  every  student  in  the 
School  is  having  approximately  the  same  length  of  experience 
in  a  given  service. 

Our  number  of  post-graduate  students  this  year  has  been 
smaller  than  usual,  inasmuch  as  we  did  not  receive  any  in  Jan- 
uary, as  our  student  body  was  sufficiently  large  so  that  we  were 
not  justified  in  taking  them.  We,  however,  continue  to  have 
a  large  number  of  applicants  for  this  work,  and  this  year  es- 
pecially the  number  has  been  greatly  increased,  probably  due 
to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  so  little  work  in  the  community 
for  graduate  nurses.  Inasmuch  as  we  have  a  regular  School  and 
a  large  affiliating  body,  it  is  not  practical  for  us  to  set  up  a  gen- 
uine post-graduate  course  in  pediatrics;  but  it  is  evident — from 
the  applications  received  and  from  the  reports  of  the  White 
House  Conference  Sub-Committee  on  Nursing  of  which  the 
Director  of  this  School  is  the  chairman — that  there  is  great 
need  for  such  a  course.  We  have  had  for  short  periods  of  time 
a  number  of  graduate  nurses  for  observation  on  the  wards — 
one  from  Sweden  for  two  months,  a  Rockefeller  Foundation 
fellowship  student  from  London  for  two  weeks,  and  one  from 
the  James  Whitcomb  Riley  Hospital  at  the  University  of  Indi- 
ana for  a  period  of  four  weeks. 

The  Director  of  the  School  was  on  leave  of  absence  for  seven 
months,   during   which   time   she   acted   as    Consultant   to   the 
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Committee  on  the  Grading  of  Nursing  Schools,  of  which  Dr. 
William  Darrach,  Dean  of  the  Columbia  University  Medical 
School,  is  chairman.  This  School  was  one  of  the  schools  which 
was  surveyed,  but  inasmuch  as  all  the  reports  are  not  yet  in 
for  the  School,  a  summary  of  the  findings  is  not  included  in 
this  report.  During  the  absence  of  the  Director  the  School  was 
in  charge  of  the  Assistant  Director,  Miss  Norcross,  and  the 
Director  returned  for  a  short  period  each  month. 

Thirty-two  young  women  were  graduated  from  the  School  in 
May,  and  the  reception  was  held  in  Gardner  House.  A  few 
days  later  an  army  of  young  women,  at  six-thirty  in  the  morn- 
ing, each  one  with  a  blanket  tucked  under  her  arm,  marched 
from  Hotel  Harvard  to  Gardner  House — a  red-letter  day  in 
the  history  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 
The  School  of  Nursing  is  deeply  grateful  to  all  those  whose 
contributions  made  Gardner  House  possible,  but  especially  to 
Mrs.  Richard  S.  Russell,  who  gave  so  largely  of  her  time  and 
thought  in  making  it  attractive.
